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Ridentem dicere verum quid vetat? 
—RHporatius Flaccus. 


I HAVE not written a foreword to this book because 
no one would have read it, anyway. That is the fate 
of forewords! As, however, there are a few things I 
should like to say before I ‘“‘get down to it’’, I will 
say them here, in this first chapter. 

First of all there is the Purpose of this book. Not 
all of my earlier books had a purpose—other than 
that of entertaining. But this time it is different. I 
will begin by stating the purpose this book has not 
got: it is not meant as a practical handbook on 
astrology. It is not: ‘‘Every man his own astro- 
loger’. For that would be analogous to a Harley 
Street doctor publishing “‘Every Man his own 
Specialist in Gastric Troubles’, which of course 
would be absurd. If, therefore, there is anyone who 
had hoped that by reading this book he would. 
become the perfect astrologer, then I must regret- 
fully disappoint him. 

Nor have I the intention of writing an epoch- 
making work on astrology, or of presenting a new 
theory which will bring all previous theories tumb- 
ling down like a house of cards. There are new 
theories in plenty without my adding to them, many 
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too many in fact, and that eure not only apply to 
astrology. 

What I wish to do ts to give the reading public a 
grasp of what astrology actually 1s, what it can do, and 
whither tt leads. 

I am doing this because after eight years of study 
I have come to the firm conclusion that a knowledge 
of astrology is one of the most valuable assets of 
human life. The use of this knowledge is as ideal as 
it is practical and I have the feeling of a man who 
has discovered a seteeea of incalculable value and 
calls to his friends: ‘“Come here! Here is Gold! 
Enough Gold for us all!” 

I am by no means underestimating my task. I 
realize that from now onwards I am opposed to a 
very dangerous enemy, one which Ibsen calls “‘ Der 
- grosse Krumme’’. Der grosse Krumme is a very 
powerful dragon, commonly known as “‘Prejudice”’ 
The prejudice of educated men against astrology is 
so strong that up to the present it has prevented the 
earnest scientists from acknowledging it openly. 
There are many who are secretly interested: univer- 
sity professors, lawyers, doctors, etc. How often 
have I heard: ‘‘Please, Mr. de Wohl, make me a 
horoscope for next year again, but, of course, this 
must be kept between us ewe You know, I have to 
be careful. 

It would be dees to deny that this prejudice has 
certain good foundations. ‘The number of charlatans 
and rogues, who during the last 150 years have used 
astrology as a cloak for their swindles, is legion, the 
number of true, serious astrologers is very, very 
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small. And the way, both in practice and the news- 
papers, in which astrology is sinned against, is, I 
grant you, enough to strengthen many people in 
their prejudices. But it is just this prejudice which 
causes the right thinking people to investigate 
further. It is the circulus vitiosus which is preventing 
a six-thousand-years-old science from taking its 
rightful position. 

I claim the right of gee impartiality. Nine 
years ago I was a sceptic. A lecture on astrology 
which I attended by accident, so to speak, only 
strengthened me in my scepticism. Practical experi- 
ence has since converted me and made me an adept 
of astrology. Practical experience is also the only 
proof of astrology that there is. But is there a 
better proof of anything in the world? When some- 
thing has been shown to be right for a hundred . 
thousand times, is it not justifiable to assume that 
it will be right for the hundred-thousand-and-first 
time? In any case all the sciences have to take a 
certain number of things for granted, since it is 
impossible to prove them. Even the most funda- 
mental and exact science, Mathematics, takes Space 
and ‘lime for granted, although we have now learned 
from Einstein that these conceptions are only rela- 
tive, if not entirely fictitious. But the mathematical 
theories work out correctly and we build our whole 
life on them. And the technics? A professor at a 
French university was once examining a candidate in 
physics. | 

Tell me,”’-he said, ‘‘what exactly is. elec- 
tricity?’’ The candidate flushed. A simple question 
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like that and he did not know the answer! He 
hesitated, shuffled his feet, and at last blurted 
out: 

‘‘T can’t make it out, Monsieur le professeur. I 
knew the answer perfectly this morning and now 
I can’t remember it.” 

The professor threw up his hands. ‘But this is 
dreadful—terrible! It’s a real catastrophe! Up till 
now, no one has been able to say what electricity is. 
You, a candidate in the physics exam, are the only 
person whose genius has discovered the answer, and 
now you have forgotten it!” 

It is not known what electricity is—but, goodness 
knows, we work with it. Its nature and its origin are 
unknown to us—but only a fool would deny its 
existence on that account. 

In the case of astrology, however, the sceptics cry: 
‘Proofs! Give us proofs!’? and when we point to 
experience and tens of thousands of successful ex- 
periments, they shrug their shoulders and do not 
listen any more. Prejudice in robes, with a judge’s 
wig on its head, prejudice in the jury box. The 
defendant Astrology is condemned beforehand as 
unworthy of credence, so untrustworthy in fact that 
it is not even necessary to check up on her evidence. 
It is known that she is in bad hands, that she lives 
in a district which is notoriously questionable. She 
proposes an ideal? Laughter in court. An ideal! 
She’s a dangerous old woman—she extracts money 
from simple folk and in return promises them moun- 
tains of gold through inheritance or increased 
salaries by next month at the latest! She’s a fortune- 
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teller and her profession is little short of fraud—if 
it is not in fact fraud. 

Naturally there are astrological frauds just as there 
are medical frauds. But must astrology be con- 
demned together with these frauds? When Dr. 
Cronin in his book The Citadel severely criticizes 
the lives and actions of certain doctors—does that 
mean that he considers the science of medicine to be 
humbug? 

A shrug of the shoulders. A protest. “‘ Well, what 
more do you want, Mr. de Wohl? Nothing has 
become so prominent during the last few years as 
your astrology. It has crept into every paper—special 
periodicals devoted to it have sprung up like mush- 
rooms, dozens of practitioners have appeared. You 
did not discover astrology, old chap, or you have 
apparently been asleep, for already it is spreading 
everywhere like an epidemic. Still more astrological 
articles in the papers? Still more advertisements 

such as: ‘Professor Abracadabra will send your life’s 
horoscope on receipt of sixpence in stamps!’?”’ 

Quite right. It is talked about. It is written about. 
And the number of Professors Abracadabra is legion. 
But what do they say! What do they write! What. 
does Professor Abracadabra deliver on receipt of 
sixpence ! Newspapers, owing to shortage of space, 
prophesy the same events during the coming week 
for exactly one-twelfth of humanity. The Abra- 
cadabras deliver printed or duplicated formule 
with equanimity and the books are so technical, that 
the layman, that is to say, the man with no astrological 
knowledge, comes to the fairly correct conclusion— 
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by page 20 at the latest—that he will never in his 
life understand this stuff and writes off the 7s. 6d. 
as a bad investment. 

But the reading public devour een daily ‘Heine 
scope” and interpret the happenings of the day so 
that there is at least something correct in it. And if 
it really is right, and often it must be right, for 
after all, it is based on astrological calculations 
although they are bound to be superficial—then the 
next day again they avidly read the column: 
‘21st January—1gth February,” or “‘24th October-— 
22nd November’’. One great daily paper, which 
published horoscopes for some time, had to leave 
it out one day for technical reasons. The result was 
that six telephone operators had to be detailed to six 
lines, exclusively to reassure the public that the 
column would be resumed the next day. The hun- 
ger, the need, the feeling that “‘there’s something in 
it,’ is there. But the newspaper food is not sub- 
stantial enough. 

In October 1937, my autobiography, J Follow my 
Stars, appeared. It is the story of a man who grasped 
life wherever it seemed interesting to him. Only 
two chapters are devoted to how I learned astrology 
and what my experiences were. I received bagfuls 
of letters from every class of people and from all 
corners of the globe. Peers and peeresses, bank 
clerks, hairdressers, chemists, artists, salesmen, 
scientists, soldiers and an army of women wrote to 
me wishing to learn more, wanting advice. I helped 
where I could. But I met with such an incredible 
lack of knowledge of the subject that I got the idea 
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of writing a book telling what I know of astrology 
and in such a form that anyone with no knowledge of 
astronomy or mathematics could understand it. And 
here it 1s.

Astrology can mean nothing to those who do not 
believe that there is a purpose in human existence. 
They will never be able to shed their prejudice. 
Of course, if they were to make experiments they 
would be forced to conviction, for these experi- 
ments if properly carried out would come off. But 
this type does not carry out experiments, it satisfies 
itself with a compassionate shrug of the shoulders 
and remains ignorant. Incidentally this applies 
mostly to people who are not “‘officially”’ looked 
upon as stupid, including plenty of so-called intel- 
lectuals. It is a type of person who “‘only believes 
what he sees’’, as he delights in saying. The fact 
that this is synonymous with spiritual blindness is 
ignored, and, curiously paradoxical, his idol is 
something he has never seen and which he, logically, 
ought not to believe in: his own brain, his capacity 
for thought. 

For such.a type my book has no value. True, 
like any other, they would be in a position to 
participate in the material benefits of their horo- 
scopes, as does every one (my own income as an 
author has increased a round forty per cent through 
knowing my good and bad “‘aspects’’)—but it would 
never even come to that point because, as I have 
said, they would consider it beneath their dignity as 
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‘“‘thinking men” to take any notice of “such 
medieval trash”. This kind of man is always 
delighted to obstruct everything astrological with 
the label ‘‘medieval’’, probably because the Middle 
Ages are known as the time when the mind was most 
restricted (which, incidentally, is completely wrong). 
He does not know that horoscopes were already 
being made at the time of the Babylonian kings, and 
even were he to know it, he would probably look 
upon it as interesting merely from the point of view 
of a historical curiosity. 

My book is intended more for those who even if 
they do not actually believe in a creator of the 
Universe, as.I do, still realize or at least feel that the 
cosmos must have an origin and therefore a purpose. 

When a whole has a purpose then every part of 
that whole has it also—consequently, mankind has. 
We are formed of cosmic material, chemically, 
physically and constructively and therefore cosmic 
forces exert a certain influence over us. The cosmic 
mass we call the earth draws us to itself according 
to Newton’s law of gravity. The cosmic mass we call 
the sun warms us and if, as seems to be the general 
opinion, it is not too successful in this country, it 
can nevertheless not be denied and is certainly 
essential. The moon also has certain influences on 
us, or rather on many of us—neither can this be 
denied. Affliction brought on by the moon is an 
officially acknowledged medical fact. Somnambulism 
is statistically proved to be far more frequent during 
a full moon than during any other phase and in 
addition we know a large number of other influences 
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on the human body caused by moonbeams. And 
why not? The moon causes ebb and flow of the 
tide as every child knows. Why should it not simi- 
larly affect our body, which in any case consists 
chiefly of water? 

So it comes to this: certain influences are exerted 
on our bodies by the stars—that is proved; we feel 
them daily and hourly and without them there 
would be no life on earth. This fact refutes once and 
for all the idiotic remark which an astrologer hears 
so often: ‘‘How can you say that the stars bother 
about unimportant creatures such as human 
beings?”’ Naturally they do not “‘bother about us”’. 
The sun little cares whether Mr. Buttercombe has 
got sunstroke or Miss Ramsbotham prickly heat. 
And it is my firm belief that the moon has not so 
far taken the slightest personal interest in any of 
those people who meander about at nights. The 
stars don’t bother; they carry on with their pre- 
determined actions and what use we make of them 
is entirely our own business. The influence of the 
stars is not forced on any of us. Mr. Buttercombe 
need not have sunstroke. He can avoid it by wearing 
a broad-brimmed hat or keeping in the shade during 
the noon hours. And Miss Ramsbotham need not 
have prickly heat if she washes often with Afridol 
soap. Only the tendency to sunstroke or prickly heat 
is unavoidable—not the actual result. 

It is these facts: (1) An influence is exerted on 
human life by the stars. (2) The influences are in the 
form of tendencies which can be dealt with by 
human beings in either a positive or a negative 
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manner, it is these facts, I repeat, which form the 
basic law for the whole of astrology. 

We have seen that there is co-relation and that is 
really not surprising in a universe which has been 
built up on such logical lines. It is just one step 
further to ask: ‘‘What influence have the other 
stars? Do only the sun and the moon work their 
influences on us?”’ 'l’o make that statement would be 
just as rash as saying that of the milliards of stars 
only the Earth is inhabited. The first experiment 
would be to investigate the influence of the Planets of 
our Solar System—those stars nearest to us in space. 
And this 1s astrology. ‘Vill now we have not got much 
further than our investigations of the Planet in- 
fluences. We know the actions of a number of the 
fixed stars, and with some twenty of them have 
achieved tangible and measurable results. But the 
main action comes from the sun, the moon and the 
planets of our solar system. 


* * * * * 


These lines of thought are in the majority of cases 
some 6,000 years old. It is not exactly known in 
which year the first beginnings of the astrological 
science were made. It is certain that it was common 
knowledge amongst the Chaldeans, Babylonians and 
Persians, but it was also practised in pre-Christian 
Germania. 

War broke out between some wild native tribes 
somewhere between the Rhine and the Elbe. An old 
man said with astonishment: ‘‘’[This is very strange. 
Do you see those stars up there? They are in the 
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shape of a spear-head. The point is a red star looking 
as though it had been dipped in blood. Twelve 
winters ago I saw the same thing—just when the 
war with the mountain tribes started.” And when 
the same phenomenon appeared some years later, 
the people murmured: ‘‘’The war stars are there 
again! That means war!”’ 
_ And thus was the first astrological formula estab- 
lished. 

This is legendary. But legends contain truths as 
old as the hills. 

* x ok x x 

Please do not draw the hasty conclusion from this 
legend that astrology assumes war as an inevitable 
result of astral constellations. But we know constel- 
lations of “irritating aspects’’ under which human 
feelings are susceptible to exceptional and highly 
dangerous irritation. Each one of us passes through 
this ‘‘aspect”’ several times in a year, and on such 
days (sometimes the aspect does not last more than 
a few hours, but the average is one and a half days) 
we are in a particularly bad temper and unpleasant 
to other people. Similarly, on a large scale, do 
nations have the same aspect. Naturally at such 
moments the danger of war is much greater than at 
other times—for no one is free from the actions of 
the stars. Responsible statesmen know this con- 
dition very well and realize the terrific self-control 
and patience which has to be exercised in order to 
avoid catastrophe. I touch on similar points in the 
chapter dealing with Political (Mundane) Astrology.

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Whilst hopeless barbarity reigned on all sides in 
Europe, many peoples in the East and Central 
America were enjoying culture and civilization in the 
highest degree. The Indians already knew of der- 
mato-plastic operations and could restore features 
by means of artificial noses and ears. The Chinese 
knew of gunpowder many thousands of years before 
a monk in Germany discovered it by accident during 
an alchemistic experiment. Weaving and embroid- 
ery were at an incredibly high state of efficiency. 
The ancient Egyptians in all probability knew much 
more about medicine than we do to-day, and in Cen- 
tral America, Aztec skulls have been found showing 
that trepanning had been carried out in accordance 
with the methods as now known. In all these cul- 
tured lands astrology was practised and the rulers 
had their personal astrologers just as they had their 
personal doctors. In many cases the astrologer and 
doctor were one and the same person, for, actually, 
medicine and astrology are very closely related 
sciences. In the not so distant future our great astro- 
logers will come from the ranks of medicine. 


* * * * * 


Only a portion of the tremendous astrological 
knowledge of the ancients is available for us to-day. 
Several documents of priceless value were burned 
with the famous library of Alexandria, which a 
Mohammedan fanatic, one of the first of the Caliphs, 
ordered to be burnt for the splendid reason that 
either those books had the same contents as the 
Koran, in which case they were superfluous, or there 
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was something else in them, in which case it was 
devil’s work, therefore dangerous, and ought to be 
burnt twice! The Indian documents which have been 
handed down to us swarm with notes and addi- 
tions of popular superstitions and are coloured for 
local consumption. I found, for example, at least fifty 
established constellations whose Indian significance 
was: ‘“‘The subject will be trampled to death by 
elephants”. How that would apply to, say, an 
Eskimo or an Argentinian with the same constella- 
tion in his horoscope, is hard to imagine owing to 
technical difficulties. Furthermore, present-day In- 
dian astrology is hopelessly mixed up with amulets 
and talismans which, according to those working 
astrology for commercial purposes, have the most 
varied radical influences. There are talismans for 
every sign of the Zodiac and for each Planet. There 
are those which ensure a large family to a woman, 
others by means of which a man may win every law 
suit quite irrespective of whether he is right or not, 
talismans which determine that the possessor shall 
become rich within a year, and so on, and so on. I 
once, in Calcutta, tackled an Indian astrologer re- 
garding the obvious nonsense of these predictions, 
and he (a fat, typical Bengali) replied with a crafty 
smile: ‘‘ Well, Sahib, don’t you in Europe sell talis- 
mans that successfully prevent large families?’ “‘ Pos- 
sibly,”’ I countered, “‘but they are obtainable from 
chemists and have nothing to do with astrology.” 
But my Bengal Wise Man of the Stars was not so 
easily defeated. “‘And have you not in Europe talis- 
mans to win law suits? They are printed in a large 
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building in every European capital. There are figures 
on them, and the higher the figures the easier it is 
to win the case.” 

As it is almost impossible to convince a Babu that 
there are such things as incorruptible judges, it was 
I who gave up the fight. 

It is not only Indian astrology which has mixed 
itself with superstition. Every people which prac- 
tised astrology made the basic formula more in- 
volved with all sorts of fine, high-sounding trash 
which has little, if anything, to do with the science. 
In that terrible period of the world’s history which © 
to-day is known as the migration of nations, the 
glorious culture of olden days went to rack and ruin. 
An attempt at least was made to save this ruin, and 
little centres, little fortresses of art and science, were 
formed and strongly defended. ‘They were chiefly 
Christian monasteries. ‘These monasteries were the 
shelter, the fortresses and—the grave of astrology 
for many centuries. It vanished from the sight of 
man. Scarcely anywhere other than in the libraries 
of some monasteries were those writings and books 
in which the authors of all nations spoke of their 
experiences in the science of the stars, read and 
studied. The average standard of education of the 
people was so low that only in certain professions 
could they read or write. Could one let astrological 
knowledge loose on such people? Was there not the 
danger that it might take away their belief in God? 
(A fallacy, but for those days a relatively under- 
standable one.) The monks guarded their know- 
ledge. ‘They kept it secret. But in the libraries of the 
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Benedictines and the Jesuits, work was carried on. 
And it is to a monk, Regiomontanus, that we are 
indebted for handing over the writings on which, to 
a great extent, our present astrological knowledge is 
based. Much, very much, has been lost and must 
now be rebuilt in every detail from the very begin- 
ning. 

I have already mentioned the close connection 
between astrology and medicine. As in the olden 
days the personal doctor and the personal astrologer 
were often one and the same person, so it was in 
the Middle Ages. The same monks who studied 
medicine often and willingly interested themselves 
is astrological writings and the great medieval healers 
were nearly always astrologers (Paracelsus, Nostra- 
damus). It would be a confounded piece of imper- 
tinence to look upon their work only as so much 
bluff or clever swindle. On the other hand it could 
not be anything but imperfect, for in those days they 
were badly handicapped in their astronomical re- 
search through their ignorance of the existence of 
two exceptionally important planets owing to the 
lack of necessary instruments. Uranus and Neptune 
were still undiscovered, quite apart from Pluto, 
whose astrological effectiveness is even now very far 
from being thoroughly explored. 

At the beginning of the sixteenth century religious 
wars started in Europe, similar to those which in 
earlier days used periodically to destroy culture. 
From the religious wars revolution was born and 
with it that terrible time of gross rationalism. Reason 
was deity and, just as the Jehovah of the Jews, it 
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would suffer no other gods. Religion? Superstition. 
Astrology? Ditto. From this torrent, the most stupid 
there has ever been, we are still suffering. Religion 
has recovered. Astrology is beginning to recover. In 
twenty years’ time, at the latest, it will be in common 
usage to the benefit of mankind. 

The fact that the age of reason-worship so firmly 
refused astrology and that there is still to-day a 
strong prejudice against it, does not mean that 
astrology is contrary to reason. Actually the opposite 
is the case. It is logical in the true meaning of that 
word and anything but a mild form of witchcraft 
devised for the benefit of old ladies of both sexes! 
It gets on splendidly with reason and merely to deny 
it or, even worse, flatly refuse to examine it—is the 
only unreasonable thing about it! 

For what is reason other than the capacity to 
recognize things and their connections? It leads, 
however, rather quickly to the recognition that with 
our imperfectly-trained brains we do not understand 
many things which are placed before our eyes every 
day. he conception of “‘Eternity”’ or ‘‘endless”’ 
causes our brains to reel. Even the term “‘a trillion” 
is not easily grasped. All we can do is to take a num- 
ber of conceptions for granted. But that does not 
take away from us the possibility, or rather the 
necessity, of working with these conceptions. (You 
remember what I said about electricity.) 

Now what exactly do the axioms of astrology 
assume? How do they challenge your good faith, 
your credulity, Mr. Sceptic? Merely what we both 
recognize, namely, that the universe as a whole and 
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in parts is subject to a large number of natural 
laws. Of these laws some are generally recognized by 
mankind (although it would not be easy for that man 
who shrugs his shoulders at astrology to convince a 
bushman or an aboriginal that the earth revolves 
round the sun). Another part is still unexplored. Yet | 
a third has been explored to a great extent and it is 
merely by the fact that the scientists refuse out of 
frozen prejudice to investigate the results of those 
explorations, that it is prevented from being gener- 
ally used. This third portion consists of the astro- 
logical laws and their resultant practical application. 

The problem of modern astrology consists of: 
(1) The necessity of cleansing the most exact and 
scientific knowledge which has been given to us, of 
all dross and superstitious trimmings which have 
gathered round the true kernel during thousands of 
-years—in short, Reform. (2) To amalgamate the 
knowledge of the ancients with modern experience. 
That consists, among other things, of investigating 
the influence of Neptune, Uranus and Pluto. (3) To 
turn the whole results of all investigations to the 
ideal and practical advantage of mankind, and, to be 
sure, for the benefit of the individual as well as that 
of nations. So it comes to this: Reform—Investiga- 
tion—Help. A big task—but no more and no less 
than is undertaken by any other science. 

But that is not enough! Besides these three points, 
modern astrology has the additional task of estab- 
lishing its science as such—for at the moment it is 
not officially recognized as a science. And this seems 
to be the most difficult task of all. It is met on all 
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sides with an all-powerful prejudice. It is not taken 
seriously. It is put in the same category as the catch- 
penny Professor Abracadabra and Madame Crystal: 
‘‘Send sixpence in stamps and you will receive your 
life horoscope’’. It is shoved in the caravan with 
palmistry, fortune-telling by cards and gipsy-pro- 
phecies. ‘Those who really know, the astrological 
scholars, suffer in silence, and through a number of 
years seem to have taken on something like an extra 
skin which drains away, as water from a duck’s back, 
the idiotic irony and ignorant gibes directed against 
them. I must confess that I have not got that skin as 
yet. Possibly that is due to my Hungarian tempera- 
ment. Scepticism? If you please. Naturally. Com- 
pletely justified. But what is thoroughly unjustified 
is the high-handed irony, the superior sneers of the 
ignoramuses who can scarcely differentiate between 
a triangle and a square. 

‘““But come, you don’t seriously believe that there 
is anything in such rubbish?” And that, after I have 
told them that I had studied ‘‘such rubbish”’ for 
eight years! So it comes to this: ‘‘Either, old chap, 
you are a swindler or an idiot!” If this were spoken 
in so many words it would be an insult, and I look 
upon it as such, very much so! I have successfully 
lost the friendship of some families through showing 
them as an answer how their characters appeared 
from an astrological point of view. I did not care two 
hoots! I consider that it is high time that we should 
cease sitting down under everything. There are too 
many white-livered boot-lickers who giggle in an 
embarrassed way and more or less excuse them- 
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selves because they “‘believe in astrology, yes, even 
studied it”. One must have the courage to fight! 
There is no science for which one has not had to 
fight and if there were it would not be worth powder 
and shot! It is an old human custom to throw mud 
at anything unusual, new or so far not experienced. 
Then throw—but take care! It will bounce back. In 
the name of all those who have fought and struggled 
for an ideal—give astrology, the true, the real, the 
clean astrology a chance! Play fair! I appeal to all 
those who were furious and indignant, as I was, 
when they heard or read of how great doctors, ex- 
plorers, inventors, had to battle against human 
stupidity, narrowness and pettiness, and how many 
fell in such battles, or even if they eventually con- 
quered, were broken in body and soul. I appeal to 
you: give astrology a chance. Get away from the 
idea that a man who wears a clown’s dress must be 
a_clown. England is the country which is always 
inclined to take the part of the ‘‘under-dog’’, to 
be on the side of the oppressed. It must come from 
this country, which has given so many great men to 
astrology, such as Lilly, Pearce, Sepharial, Alan Leo, 
Raphael and many, many more; from the country 
which leads the world in common sense without 
thereby giving itself up to materialism only. From 
England. Per aspera ad astra. 
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Now, what does it actually do—of what use is this 
astrology you are talking so much about? Why is it 
worth my while to be bothered going into it? 

The answer to this question is so proud, so 
glorious, that many sceptics after reading the follow- 
ing pages will be tempted to hurl this book into the 
nearest corner, saying: “This isn’t possible! It’s all 
bosh!”’ But it is not impossible, although it seems to 
border on the miraculous. 

Astrology, as the common property of mankind, 
leads to the following: 


1. The fullest knowledge of the mentality and the 
character of every one of our fellow creatures 
and thereby to mutual understanding and 
mutual tolerance, only to be reached by lengthy, 
endless, time-taking studies of psychology. 

_ 2, It makes it possible as soon as a child is born, to 

' know the calling to which he is most suited or 
gifted and so enable him to be educated in the 
most profitable way. 

3. It would bring down the accident statistics of 
the human race to a fraction of to-day’s 
figures. 

4. It would save a tremendous amount of that 
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most valuable of man’s possessions—human 
energy—because it would give indications of 
when this energy would meet the least resistance, 
that is to say, it would ensure correct timing. 

. It is in a position not to oppose, but to work 
hand in hand with medical knowledge so that 
. when a child is born it is possible to determine 
which parts of its body run the most danger of 
illness and to treat these parts prophylactically 
where possible. | 

. It can pre-determine the general tendencies to 
which the life of an individual will be subject 
and so enable that individual to strengthen or 
subdue those tendencies by suitable action. 

. Year by year it can determine if and when 
favourable or unfavourable occurrences are 
liable in individual lives so that they may be 
anticipated and the good opportunities not 
missed ; for one may not recognize them or may 
pass them over, or just miss them through leth- 
argy or momentary indecision (which would be 
the right system in the case of many of the 
unfavourable occurrences). 

. It can effect far-reaching influence on political 
deliberations so that the possibilities of wars 
could be reduced, to the benefit of all peoples. 
. By comparing the horoscopes of two people, it 
can predetermine whether they are suited to 
marry one another or not, and not only whether. 
there is likely to be harmony, and lasting erotic 
attraction; it is also of use on the material side. 
Thus the number of divorces would be greatly 
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reduced and it would obviate the unhappy posi- 
tion of those who are forced to live together 
although thoroughly unsuited to each other. 

10. Also by comparison of horoscopes it can guard 
against unfavourable or even disastrous partner- 
ships. 

11. Itisina position to give information of incalcul- 
able value to every employer or firm—especially 
insurance companies—by which huge sums of 
money might be saved. 

12. And it leads to the benefit of the individual by 
giving him a deeper insight into life, drawing 
him away from fatalism and towards God. 


Well, there you are! I’ve fired my broadside, and 
if you have no further interest in those twelve points, 
chuck the book in the corner. But if you are inter- 
ested and will read on, you shall have every one of 
those points fully explained. And just as it happened 
to me, it will become clear to you that all those things 
which at first glance seemed extravagant assertions, 
can be proved and attained. They are matters which 
are the definite results of astrology, so far as it ts at 
present experienced. How much more treasure there 
may be in that Bonanza is yet to be seen during 
further investigations. 

In detailing the above twelve points, the possi- 
bilities of astrology even as it is to-day, are by no 
means exhausted. But I think that for the moment 
we will stick to our first broadside. During this book 
a whole lot of points will arise, which, as Midship- 
man Easy said, must have light shed on them. 
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It would be the greatest mistake in the world to 
assume that a knowledge of astrology is sufficient to 
enable us to know exactly what lies before us. ‘That 
would mean that astrology is fortune-telling. But it is 
separated from fortune-telling by an unbridgeable 
chasm. 

It has nothing whatsoever to do with fortune-telling. 
It does not say what is going to happen, but what 
tendencies appear. It is up to us how we deal with 
those tendencies. An astrologer can never say: ‘‘At 
six o'clock in the afternoon on the 17th of Septem- 
ber, you will have an accident and will be taken to 
hospital, where two hours later you will die!”’ Such 
a prediction is either clairvoyance or a swindle—and 
in 999 cases out of 1,000, the latter! What the 
astrologer can say is: ‘““On the 17th of September 
between 5 and 7 in the afternoon, you have a bad 
Mars aspect, which owing to the unfavourable 
position of Mars in your Natal Horoscope, brings 
with it the danger of an accident.” If the person 
remains at home, or does not lay himself open to any 
special risk, then in most cases the tendency will not 
be effective. 

All astrological influences are nothing more than 
tendencies: it is only common sense to pay attention 
to these tendencies and to turn them to our own 
good. There, in one sentence, you have the meaning of 
astrology adapted for practice! The first and most 
important law is: Our will is free! We are absolutely 
-responsible for all we do and all we leave undone. 

But from all sides attempts are made to influence 
this free will of ours. Our parents do it, our teachers, 
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our employers, the state. We can be influenced by 
the weather, by a book which we have read, by a 
song we have heard, in fact by a common or garden 
cold which annoys us and either makes us bad- 
tempered and irritable, or else apathetic and irreso- 
- lute. And just a further and stronger influence is that 
of astrological aspects. But just as we are not bound 
to give in to the influences of any of those things 
I have mentioned, but to analyse them (if we are 
mentally equipped to do so)—-so must we treat the 
astrological tendencies analytically and critically, 
especially where we have the ability to exercise our 
free will and conscience as to how this tendency 
shall be treated: positively or negatively. This book 
offers guidance in this respect, and so does, to an 
even stronger degree, our individual horoscope, to 
which I shall refer later. 

Tendencies, then. How do these stand in relation 
to the exact prophecies made by so many astrologers 
of to-day? How do they know if and how the ten- 
dencies will work out? ‘The answer is, deduction. 
Just as a skilled strategist, or shall we say a chess 
player, making a move, has already deduced his 
opponent’s next move and his own counter-move, 
because (a) he knows the other’s mentality or has 
learned it during the course of the game, (6) he 
knows his own mentality, and (c) from earlier games, 
that is to say experience, he knows how this move 
usually works out and the consequences it brings. 
Naturally, victory in the game is not guaranteed— 
but must he on that account refrain from learning to 
play chess, from increasing his knowledge? 
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We know the way in which astrological aspects 
work on human beings—there is no aspect which I 
have not many, many times had through my hands. 
In any case, they work out relatively, and on every 
occasion peculiarities of the person to whom the 
aspect applies have to be taken into consideration. In 
addition, an aspect seldom comes alone and still 
more seldom does it concern the problem of one 
individual only. So that complicates the whole thing 
tremendously and the astrologer’s work of deduction 
has to be aided by exceptional intuition, a very pre- 
cisely working brain and that little touch of genius, 
which, for example, makes all the medical difference 
between a great doctor and the country G.P. Every- 
one can study astrology—but to become a real, a 
great astrologer, one requires the gift, as, in fact, in 
any scientific calling. 

The matter has nothing to do with magic or witch- 
craft; only the quacks and swindlers cast the cloak of 
mystery over their shoulders, and speak of pro- 
phecies and the occult. The social degradation of 
astrology has for years condemned it to the same 
_house whose other tenants eke out their extremely 
~ dubious existence by palmistry, crystal gazing, 
cards-prophecies and so on, and certainly this house 
has a depressing and sinister atmosphere. But it 1s 
not the house fit for astrology. It is notitstruesetting. 
Its real setting is an academy.

And now I want to clear up a point that I am 
always coming up against. “‘I don’t want to know 
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what’s going to happen. That would only make me 
nervous.’ Or at best: “‘If misfortune does occur, I 
shall know how to deal with it.”’ 

This ostrich-like policy in the case of an educated 
man is well-nigh criminal. We are responsible for 
ourselves and in a great many cases for other people 
too. We are in the position of a general leading his 
troops, or of a captain who has to bring his ship to a 
certain port. What should we think of a captain who 
refuses to listen to a weather forecast from the 
Meteorological Office because it makes him nervous 
if he knows that a storm is approaching? Or of a 
general who will have no scouts out because it does 
not interest him to know where the enemy is. 

Yes—if the approaching storm were to mean cer- 
tain shipwreck! If the appearance of the enemy were 
to mean certain defeat! But that is not the case! 
Precautions can be taken and defences put up against 
both, storm and enemy—and naturally these meas- 
ures are considerably strengthened if one knows in 
good time that the danger is coming and from which 
direction. 

That is the reason why I have given to this book, 
which might quite simply have been called “‘ The 
Truth about Astrology’’, the title: Secret Service of 
the Sky. : 
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Til 


Now we come to point 1 of those possibilities of 
astrology I set out above: “‘It leads to the fullest 
knowledge of the mentality of every one of our 
fellow creatures’’. Purely technically the following 
must be said about this. ‘Through the experience of 
many thousands of years it has been determined that 
the exact time of birth of the human being repre- 
sents the moment when astrological work begins. 
The moment of birth, not the moment of concep- 
tion. Biology teaches us that at the moment of fecun- 
dation of the female ovary the new individual begins 
its existence and the fusion of hereditary matter 
takes place. The seal of planetary influences, how- 
ever, is first set on the new-born baby when it takes 
its first breath—that is when it leaves the protection 
of its mother’s body whose planetal vibrations it has 
hitherto shared. Only now do its own planetal vibra- 
tions begin. Why? How does this happen? What 
causes it? Ask yourself similar questions on this 
theme: ‘‘ What is life?” and ‘‘ What is death?” 

These are, at least from to-day’s standard, un- | 
answerable by science. We do not know. But we 
know that we live, we know that we shall die, we 
know that, at the moment of birth, to the existing 
complex of hereditary matter is added the complex 
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of planetary influences whose power ts greatly superior 
to that of heredity in most things. 

At this moment of birth the so-called Natal 
Horoscope of the child originates—that is to say, 
that wonderful edifice whose outline is built from 
the angles formed by the planets with the situation 
of the birth. And the son of a little tailor and his 
nagging, stupid wife receives over and above his 
heritage, the gifts of a first-class soldier; the child 
of a reigning couple of splendid qualities may be- 
come a man whose bombastic megalomania and 
frivolous impulsiveness will, fifty years later, cost 
him his throne. 

One of the most important points of the Natal 
Horoscope is the actual position of the sun. In the 
case of a man it is especially important and so 
significant that we speak, according to the sign of 
the Zodiac in which the sun appears at the moment 
of birth, of a ““Taurus-born”’ or a “‘ Capricorn-born”’ 
or whatever the sign might be. 

The Zodiac 1s by no means identical with the twelve 
constellations whose names it bears. It represents 
the thousands of years’ old divisions of the heavens 
into twelve equal fields of power, of which each has its 
own distinct character. The sun passes through it 
completely, during one year, therefore its rays always 
meet the newly-born child from one of the sectors. 
Its power is modified according to each sector, in 
fact according to the special character of the sector. 

Later on I shall give a description of character for 
each of these twelve fields of power, that is of the 
people born under the respective fields. Obviously 
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all people born under the same sign have not the 
same character, otherwise there would only be 
twelve varieties of character in the world (which in 
many respects would make life easier, but also much 
more boring). But there are innumerable shadings of 
character. The influence of the sun is subject to 
variation even within the same sign. In the earlier 
degrees, traces of the influence of the former sign 
are still to be found, in the later degrees, traces of the 
next. Furthermore, it is natural that the sun is an 
important factor, but it is only one factor. The 
position of the moon and the planets has to be taken 
into consideration as also the ‘‘aspects’’, the angles 
which they form with each other, each of which 
has a very particular significance. Further, there are 
a whole lot of other highly important astrological 
influences whose descriptions and aE: alone 
would fill a whole book. 

The Natal Horoscope 1 is built up eran all these 
things and therefore it is possible to give an abso- 
lutely exact description of character of any indivi- 
dual. | 

All the stars of the Solar System pass through the 
twelve fields of power, each in its own path, which 
has been worked out astronomically to a very exact 
degree. Some pass slowly and some quickly. (Thus 
the sun takes a year and Jupiter about twelve years ; 
Pluto takes about 246 years.) ‘There are tables giving 
the position of the planets in each year, the so-called 
Ephemerides, without which no astrologer could 
work. For instance, if on the day of the birth several 
planets are in one and the same sign, the specific 
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influences of this sign are greatly strengthened and, 
according to which planets they are strengthened in a 
specific way. Let us take a simple example. A man is 
born on 1st January, 1900. On this day the sun stood 
ten degrees in the sign of Capricorn—he is therefore 
a Capricorn-born. At the same time, Uranus, Saturn, 
Jupiter and Mercury stand in the sign of Sagittarius, 
and this collection of planets exerts an enormously 
strong and specific Sagittarian influence on the life 
of this man. This produces quite another colour of 
character, for instance. ‘The influences of such a col- 
lection of planets and even a specially strong position 
of one planet in a sign other than that in which the 
sun stands may change the character very con- 
siderably. And yet! In most cases there remain at 
least certain fundamental characteristics of the sun’s 
influence and therefore the following twelve charac- 
ter descriptions give certain information on which 
one may start. They are the descriptions of the twelve 
basic characters of mankind, in spite of modifications, 
strengthenings, colouringsand many otherinfluences. 

Although the descriptions are superficial (and 
they must be unless this book is to reach ten thous- 
and pages), it will be possible to compare them with 
friends and relations born under the respective signs 
and thereby perhaps some readers will for the first 
time get the idea that this is the true division and 
classification of our fellow creatures, and not the divi- 
sion into clever or stupid, good or wicked, English 
or French, bosses or slaves. 

There is one more thing to be said. According to 
astrological experience a special star of our Solar 
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System rules each sign, which receives from it, as in 
a lover’s embrace, the seed of its nature. There will 
be a great deal more said about the nature of the 
stars in our Solar System. Even to-day they bear the 
names of mythological gods—the gods of the ancient 
Greeks and Romans. Each of these gods was for the 
masses a supernatural, divine creature who had his 
seat “‘on high”. The greatest height which the 
people could imagine was Olympus, the highest 
mountain of Greece, whose summit was generally 
hidden by clouds. ‘The educated of those days knew 
that the gods were only symbols of certain higher 
powers whose specific characteristics they repre- 
sented, symbols of the planets. Hence, the widely 
accepted theory that Zeus (Jupiter) was nothing 
more than the symbol of the Greek ideal, is entirely 
frivolous and superficial. It is the symbol, the deified 
representation of the planet Jupiter, from which it 
took its name—not the other way round. The sun 
(Helios) and the moon (Selene) were also deities. 

Each planet represents some principle of life. 
Mars is strength, will, energy. Jupiter, the law, wis- 
dom. Mercury, reason, rational thought. Saturn, the 
material, time. Venus, beauty, love. Uranus (dis- 
covered by Herschel only shortly before the French 
revolution), tension, stress (and hence, also electri- 
city). Neptune, mystics. ‘The Moon, the psychic, the 
feelings. 

The Sun represents all these principles. It is the 
huge reservoir from which all the others draw their 
strength—as do we living creatures, yes, even the 
least worm living deep in the earth, and which has 
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never seen the sun. All influences unite in it, go out 
from it and are worked up in the planets, recast and 
modified. (‘The Ormuzd and Ahriman cult of Zoro- 
aster was based on this knowledge. Zoroaster arrived 
at the last link between man and god on the holy way 
to seeking God. Here he made a sudden halt and, 
overcome by the greatness, he worshipped the sun 
instead of its Creator.) 

Now, if a person is born in that section of the year 
which we call on the calendar March 21st to 
April 20th, the Sun at the moment of his birth stands 
in the first field of power of the heavens, the section 
of Aries, the ram. Enlivened by the sun this field 
exerts a specific influence on his existence. Aries is 
dominated by Mars, and Mars’ characteristics, recast 
by the Aries field and enlivened by the sun, will 
always be dominant in his life. ‘This will be most 
strongly noticeable on those born between April 1st 
and 12th. During this period, Aries is at its most 
forceful. ‘They are people of strong will, with impul- 
sive, overriding natures, proud and full of strength. 
They have not much patience, everything has to be 
done quickly and when they have finished with a 
thing (or a person) they drop it and do not care much 
whether it breaks or not. ‘They can be rough but not 
cruel (they are not sufficiently calculating for that— 
and too primitive). The leaders of ‘‘rags”’ in school 
or camp, “‘initiating’’ new boys or recruits, are 
chiefly Aries-types. When playing practical jokes 
they are in their element. They make excellent 
soldiers; efficient, quick, enterprising and absolutely 
fearless. But they rarely make good staff officers 
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(Ludendorff was an exception), and even if they do 
their technical mistakes arise from their great impul- 
siveness and their joy in coming to grips. Persistent 
defence is the best weapon against military Aries— 
they soon tire and have little reserves. It is true that 
when they are driven into a corner, they will fight 
their way out with terrific force. Their sense of 
humour is often sarcastic and malicious. In the 
field of sport they excel, although there again their 
lasting powers are not too great. They are better at 
sprinting than running long distances, and if they 
have not won a tennis match in three or four sets, 
then they will lose it in the next. ‘They admire their 
own best characteristics above all others. Strength, 
particularly aggressive strength, is their god. Every- 
thing comes to them suddenly, their anger is hasty 
and quickly over, their love flames up and as quickly 
dies (not so much in marriage, where custom plays a 
large part). Their knowledge of mankind is not very 
wide, because they will not take the trouble to 
analyse, and as in their brisk way they say what they 
think, they are not always discreet and very far from 
always tactful. It is not nearly so important to them 
in which direction they hit out as it is that 1t occurs 
quickly and powerfully. But what splendid leaders of 
groups! No one can get as much out of their men, 
and in the worst situations they will always keep 
their dry sense of humour. ‘They are by no means un- 
intelligent, although they are strangers to the more 
artistic things, rather opposed than sceptical to 
religious or mystic matters. They have astonishingly 
good taste, especially as regards clothes and the fur- 
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nishing of their own house. (In many cases I have 
found a distinct leaning towards a favourite colour: 
blue in all its shades.) Aries is the manly sign par 
excellence, and this manliness is so strong that even 
girls born under this sign receive some of it. The 
sunburnt sports girls, with wide movements, flat 
heels, and the desire to express their frank opinions, 
are mainly Aries-born. Many wish that they had been 
born boys and as children would rather play the 
wildest games with boys than busy themselves with 
dolls or housework. It is typical of the Aries-born to 
take a certain pleasure in expletives and even girls 
are not shy of using expressions which are more 
usually heard on the lower deck or the barrack- 
square. Naturally they exert great attraction on 
effeminate man. But this does not interest them 
much, they prefer men who are stronger than 
themselves and they have only contempt, or at the 
best good-natured ridicule, for the tender or high- 
brow lover. ‘They are good companions and one may 
go horse-stealing with them. Both sexes are real, 
sound egotists. With such strong unbridled natures 
it is astonishing to find the variety of moods to which 
they are subject. At times they are much too opti- 
mistic, at others—probably completely without 
reason—ain a bad humour. In many cases they suffer 
from headaches (especially during the first degrees: 
March 22nd to April 4th) and the stomach often 
gives them trouble. In both cases the nerves are the 
cause. I'he Aries-born is not only a creature of will 
but, above all, one of nerves.

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The second sign of the Zodiac is Taurus, the Bull, 
and beneath him are those born between April 21st 
and May 20th. The planet Venus dominates ‘Taurus 
and in each T'aurus-born person there is at least an 
atom of the priceless material of the Goddess of 
Love’s girdle, which lends charm. Taurus, too, has 
strong will and energy, but he does nothing without 
reflection. He is much more prudent than the Aries 
and therefore even more obstinate. When a Taurus- 
born seriously determines to do a thing (and what he 
determines to do is always seriously determined) 
then wild horses won’t drag him from it. He can 
flirt (Venus is not his mistress for nothing) but when 
he really falls in love, then it is for ever—he is 
cornered ! He is good-natured and ready to help, but 
with the subconscious idea that he is being made use 
of, and generally he can be made use of, for they are 
are good at all financial matters. Many great bankers 
are born under this sign. Only the first degrees 
(April 21st to 27th) occasionally do not do too well 
in the question of money—and also the artists. But 
even these—they are mostly musicians and singers, 
but also decorators and architects—have a greater 
understanding of money than most of their fellow- 
professionals. They do things on a grand scale if it 
concerns big questions—but they are not very broad- 
minded in minor matters. The man who will pay 
£2,000 for a car without the flicker of an eyelid will 
complain bitterly if the gas account of his house has 
increased by a pound. He will buy his wife the most 
costly furs and jewels and will give her a couple of 
pounds a week pocket money and be furious if she 
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does not do on that. And can he be furious! He does 
not easily forgive any wrong which may have been 
done to him. Taurus men are mostly materialistic, 
and if they happen to be idealistic they, nevertheless, 
always have at least one foot on the ground. Their 
ego-consciousness is extraordinarily well-developed 
as is also their enjoyment of all the material plea- 
sures of life. They quickly learn to prefer the best to 
the good. They are jealous, resentful, productive 
(with a bad Mercury aspect, coarse and stupid), dog- 
matic, very careful of their health and often exagger- 
atedly frightened of illness. In many cases the male 
Taurus-born has even something of the look of a 
bull about him—the good-natured, but in anger 
slightly bloodshot eyes, the short, thick-set, strong 
neck, the sturdy, square-built frame. The most 
typical representation is that popular figure, which 
for reasons unknown to me, is called Fohn Bull. 
They are difficult to excite but once they are 
roused it is not easy to calm them down. They are 
efficient, ambitious, but with it all, phlegmatic. 
They like ease and comfort and are exceptionally 
reliable. As heads of families and as employers they 
are often tyrannical and nothing is further from them 
than the idea that others have just the same rights 
and opinions as they themselves. ‘‘ Quod licet bovt, 
non licet anyone else.” Taurus-born women always 
have charm—most of them, in fact, are exception- 
ally pretty. They are not, as a rule, outstanding in 
intelligence, but this deficiency is submerged by 
external advantages, good taste and a high sense for 
the little pleasures and joys of life, but above all 
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their reliability and fidelity. Only their jealousy can 
make life difficult for their menfolk. Both sexes are 
usually musical and have often pretty, good-toned 
voices. Many great singers are born under the 
Taurus sign. But their larynx is delicate and the 
most mortal part of their body. No one is so prone 
to colds and inflammation of the throat as those born 
under Taurus.

The third sign is Gemini, the Twins, for those born 
between May 21st and Fune 21st. Here reigns the 
winged messenger Mercury, reason, which is to them 
a blessing and a curse. Reason means a lot to them, 
if not everything, and that sometimes at the cost of 
feeling. They are sanguine people, they fly into © 
passion easily and as easily forget ail about it—not 
only do they forget what the other has said, but also 
_ what they themselves have said. ‘They are extremely 
adaptable and find their way about quickly. They 
are unwilling to believe what they have not seen, but 
when they have seen it they can tell you all about it 
and don’t they love doing it—and often! In doing so 
they do not always stick to facts and a good story or 
a brilliant joke is sometimes more important to them 
than the exact and sober truth. Everything is always 
perfectly clear to the Gemini-born, and that is why 
he so often is wrong. He thirsts for knowledge and is 
inquisitive, he talks a lot and is gifted that way. He 
is always on the alert, always out for a bargain. 
There are no flies on him! Give hima couple of facts 
and he will not make use of them nor dovetail them 
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together—he will juggle with them and, incident- 
ally, very cleverly. He has a great gift of criticism and 
does very well as a journalist, impresario or agent. 
It is almost impossible to picture him alone, and 
he actually is very rarely alone. He needs people 
round him, activity, movement. He does not like to 
sit still and he would like to be in half a dozen places 
at once. He hates to concentrate on one job only, he 
very rarely stops at the first trade he takes up, very 
often he changes frequently and when eventually he 
fixes on something which he will stick to, he tries to 
make it as many-sided as possible. Should he be a 
bank official he will interest himself in rash under- 
takings such as the Stock Exchange or arbitrage. 
He is no book-keeper; he prefers correspondence. If 
he has a specially good horoscope he can be thorough 
and then his territory is science, to which his quick 
understanding is specially suitable. As a barrister, 
also, owing to his quick wit, fluency and intelligence, 
he is in his element. There is a reason that quick- 
silver is called after his ruling planet. He is quick, 
lively and somehow difficult to catch hold of and 
pin down. If the opinion of a party or a dogma does 
not suit him any longer he does not throw it over- 
board like Aries, he does not cling obstinately to 
it like Taurus, he merely exchanges it—sometimes 
at Woolworth’s. He sees everything through the 
spectacles of reason and what he does not see is, 
so far as he is concerned, not there—including, 
occasionally, God. There is a high percentage of 
Atheists among the Gemini-born and that is the 
curse I mentioned above. From sheer worship of 
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reason he loses connection with the mystic laws of 
life ; the holy, mystical conception of Life as such, he 
takes as a matter of course. It is there, and the why 
and wherefore cannot be discovered, so it is best not 
to worry any more about it. The result of this is that 
a fetish-worshipping negro of Central Africa, in his 
dim understanding, has more appreciation of eleva- 
tion and profundity than has the highly intelligent 
King’s Counsel or the efficient agent. ‘Through their 
using too much energy, it is easily explicable that 
it is the nerves which present danger of illness to the 
Gemini-born and they all are nervy. Gemini-born 
women are clever and generally refined, they read 
a lot and are fond of travelling, not so much to 
enjoy the beauties and culture of other countries but 
just for the fact of travelling. They love movement 
and the change; the arrival at the station, going up 
the gangway or standing in the corridor of an express 
train are moments of sheer pleasure to them. They 
easily confuse culture with civilization.

The fourth sign is Cancer, the Crab (people born 
between June 22nd and Fuly 22nd). 'The Moon rules 
here, the pale, nocturnal representative of the Sun, 
the ruler of everything feminine and, above all, 
everything maternal. Even the Cancer-born man has 
something maternal in him. He is gentle, kind and 
friendly, and one runs to him gladly—not so much 
for advice but to confide one’s secrets and worries. 
Understanding and sympathy will always be found. 
He has no prejudice against anything, and as he 
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understands everything he forgives everything— 
except one thing: offending his vanity. Not so much 
external vanity, although he attaches a great deal of 
importance to his appearance, sometimes to excess: 
finger-nails too highly polished, too much powder 
after shaving and a horror of stains on his clothes. It 
is internal vanity to which I refer. He must not be 
considered stupid and if you do think him so, for 
goodness’ sake, do not let him see it! His feelings 
must be spared and also his hobbies and his satisfac- 
tion in his own personality. And one has to go very 
carefully to work for he has extraordinary intuition 
and nearly always senses what is behind the words of 
another. It must be terribly difficult to deceive a 
Cancer-born. He knows that he is weak and touchy 
and since Nature has not given him a hard shell to 
protect his tender body, as that of the animal under 
whose sign he is born, he often takes on a second 
nature, a troublesome and boring process, but one 
which may lead to astonishing results. Should he 
have this ‘‘second skin’’, then he shows himself to 
be rough, dictatorial and energetic and can bluff 
simple characters thereby. Inside he remains as he 
was, a gentle, friendly, sentimental person with 
strong moods, incalculable and dreamy. He is often 
frightened of the occult (even of astrology, which he 
likes to regard as occult), frightened that it might 
influence him too strongly. He zs very easily influ- 
enced and pays too much attention, much too much, 
in fact, to what “‘ people might say’. This fear makes 
him conventional and conservative, although he is 
extremely interested in anything new. No other sign 
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has so many contrasts as Cancer. Sometimes he may 
within five minutes vary from “‘set fair”’ to “‘stormy’” 
and back again—as in the case of many women 
(especially those Cancer-born)! Its planet, the Moon 
rules the water (ebb and flow!) and often makes 
their bodies especially hydrated, flabby, washed-out. 
Tears come easily. A Cancer-born loves everything 
mysterious, but this love is not a happy one. He is 
frightened of big secrets and can keep little ones only 
with difficulty. He must repeat them. He often has | 
some gift of the artistic, especially music, and more 
than others he needs a large circle of acquaintances 
round him from whom he likes to learn as much as 
possible. From the health point of view he is not as 
strong as he might be—he is susceptible to every- 
thing (Moon- Women- Conception- susceptible) 
and so also to sickness. People born under this sign 
are most liable to stomach and kidney troubles but 
also to nerve-exhaustion. The intellectual types in- 
terest themselves very much in drama and literature, 
the non-intellectual find their calling to a great 
extent in connection with “‘fluids’’—the sea attracts 
them, but also things such as brewing, hotel-keeping 
and pharmaceutics. The Cancer-born woman is the 
most feminine there is. Kindhearted, motherly, 
superstitious, sympathetic and sentimental, she 
listens to gossip and is vain, and the last speaker is 
always right. Sometimes she has mediumistic ten- 
dencies, which may show themselves in premoni- 
tions, presentiments and also in uneasy forebodings.

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The fifth sign is Leo, the Lion (Fuly 23rd to August 
23rd) and in this sign the Sun itself rules. In no 
other sign is the difference so prominent between 
the upper and the lower types. The upper type is 
keen, generous and born to command. The greatest 
rulers and leaders in the history of the world have 
been Leo-born. ‘They are often wonderful soldiers, 
nearly always outstanding organizers. Even as chil- 
dren they lead others, not as leaders in silly pranks, 
but as real little administrators who are obeyed 
blindly. They have very pronounced sympathies and 
antipathies and generally know at once whether they 
like a person or not. There is no middle way with 
them. Authority means a lot to them—that is, their 
own authority. The Lion does not like other gods 
besides him. This often leads him in his youth to 
revolutionary camps, to rise against order and its 
officials—but only until his own personality has 
reached a point where he is in control. Then instead 
of establishing the ideals of the revolution, he estab- 
lishes his own authority and remains in that position 
until he is overthrown, which can never occur peace- 
ably. He is often generous, ambitious and impulsive. 
A bad subordinate—for he always has his own 
opinion and is not to be shifted from it. But he is an 
excellent employer, for he does not waver in his 
intentions, but carries them through consistently. 
In spite of his strong personal feelings, he has a great 
sense of justice. He loathes anything petty, low or 
cowardly. In appearance and gait even, he has 
something noble and pompous and he cannot be 

overlooked if he is in a room with others. Any non-

subservient profession is suitable for him. Any sub- 
ordinate position almost impossible! 

The lower Leo type is almost insufferable. The 
strong, powerful personality turns to a bully, who is 
always, always right, and says so emphatically. He is 
as hard to convince with reason and logic as by an 
appeal to his feelings. He has got a certain opinion— 
therefore all other opinions are wrong. Petty officials, 
thoroughly hated schoolmasters, obstinate, conceited 
little tin-gods, full of arrogance and presumption— 
the sort of man who cannons into you in the street 
and then instead of apologizing gives you a furious 
look and hurtles on—-these are mostly of the lower 
Leo type (with here and there an Aries). 

Leo women make wonderful mothers. They are in 
the position of fighting for their children like a 
lioness. They, too, have something authoritative 
about them and the husband will have to be of a very 
strong nature if he does not want to be relegated to 
the position of second fiddle. If, however, he has 
this nature, then the Leo woman will be a devoted, 
loyal wife—for she has a sense of authority and will 
willingly bow to the stronger—so long, of course, as 
it is a man! She will not recognize any authority by 
her own sex, regarding which women-teachers, 
head-mistresses and heads of women’s clubs can tell 
you a lot! 

Incidentally, they are mostly very excellent cooks. 
Both sexes admire strength above everything. Force, 
might and strength of character. They may dis- 
approve of the dictators of other countries on ideal- 
istic grounds, but not without a certain feeling of 
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admiration for them, and with the generally out- 
spoken view: “‘It would have been much better for 
the country if it, too, had a Mussolini”’. Incidentally, 
Mussolini is naturally a Leo-born (July 29th) and so 
was-Napoleon Buonaparte (August 16th). As regards 
health, they often suffer from a disturbance of blood 
circulation, asthma, but above all, affection of the 
heart; therefore too much sport is not good for them.

The sixth sign is Virgo, the Virgin (those born 
between August 24th and September 23rd). Here, 
again, Mercury rules, the planet of reason, but its 
influence is quite other than that over the Gemini- 
born. It is not so quicksilvery, haphazard and super- 
ficial but extraordinarily thorough, exact and highly 
intellectual. Great scientists, authors, poets have 
been born under this sign and almost every second 
or third journalist. The Virgo-born has great ana- 
lytical and critical faculties, but, as a rule, little dis- 
crimination between large and small. It seems that 
the small particularly affects the Virgo, and hence is" 
developed a love of detail which is often fatal for the 
perspective of the whole. In his criticism of a new 
and amusing play, the writer will use the same 
superlatives as for Oscar Wilde, and will not hesitate 
to mention Shakespeare and Bernard Shaw in the 
same breath. A passably gifted new painter is for 
him a modern Murillo or Raphael, and if after a few 
years no one mentions him again, then he has dis- 
covered a fresh artist and refers to him as a new 
Titian or Holbein. His speciality is generally a very 
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deep-seated and cleverly-used hypocrisy. He is 
moral, and says so, loudly and defiantly. But his 
morals are sometimes not the result of inborn purity, 
but a matter of exhibition which must be appro- 
priately admired. He is a good friend to his friends— 
but he demand that this fact shall be duly appreci- 
ated. In fact, with a Virgo-born one must never 
forget to be grateful for a favour or a friendly action! 
And as often as possible. He is industrious—excep- 
tionally so. It is more important for him to have 
work than anything else, and the more work, the 
better. He very often feels happiest when there is a 
bustle about him. He is in his element when type- 
writers are clattering around him and six things have 
to be done at once. He will make great personal 
sacrifices when he wishes to reach a certain goal and 
it does not matter to him if, to attain that, he has to 
give up personal comfort. As a rule he is eloquent, 
clever, witty (a dry, cold wit) and sceptical of every- 
thing which he does not completely understand. He 
is often pedantic and has an almost exaggerated love 
of cleanliness. In religion he inclines not quite as 
much to atheism as do the Gemini-born. But often 
religion for him is a reasonable “‘recognition”’ of 
God, and his divine service is more of a duty- 
conscious business-hour with the General Manager, 
Mr. God, an appointment that must be kept punctu- 
ally and during which everything is carried out 
according to agenda. He is not fruitful, he must 
be fertilized by others, therefore he seeks com- 
panionship. If he is alone he is doubly alone. The 
old Uncle in Galsworthy’s Forsyte Saga, who always 
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complains that ‘‘no one ever talks to him” is cer- 
tainly a Virgo. Old maids of both sexes who never 
agree on anything other than the comforting fact 
that the person who has just left the room was 
wrong in everything she said and is a completely 
stupid and useless individual, are often Virgo-born. 
Anyone who praises him is a wonderful person, 
whilst one who criticizes him is impossible. And just 
as a virgin must be something unfulfilled and un- 
fertilized, so is the Virgo-born uncreative, dry and 
negative, unless a strong planet constellation lends 
warmth of feeling to his individual horoscope. From 
the health point of view he is dependent on his 
digestion. It is important for him to have regular 
meals and also a regular system of digestion, which, 
however, owing to his activity is not always possible. 
Otherwise he will be forced to go in for regulating 
methods. Bad digestion greatly influences his whole 
existence. The nerves, too, are a source of illness— 
but only to a secondary degree.

The seventh sign is Libra, the Balance (people 
born between September 24th and October 23rd). 
Here, once more, Venus rules, and more forcibly and 
freely than in the case of the Taurus-born. Libra- 
born women are mostly beautiful, at least attractive 
and even Libra-born men are generally good-look- 
ing. Even if through hereditary influences or a cer- 
tain constellation in their horoscope, they be plain, 
there is always some sort of charm, a winning smile, 
a sympathetic manner. They have a strong sense of 
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romance, of the beautiful in all things, of form, 
refinement and culture. They are moody and incon- 
sistent, their feelings often turn to passion and so 
burn out much more quickly; they like to exaggerate 
and do so often and under the bad aspects are 
untidy and slovenly. But they all have a character- 
istic which helps them through life and that is a 
sense of diplomacy. It is not easy to quarrel or to 
argue with a Libran. He will always see the other 
person’s point of view and will even, at least 
apparently, take it. He is much too polite, hates to 
say “‘no’’, so he says ‘‘yes”’ and then does what he 
likes. That, naturally, makes him unreliable and 
actually he has the inclination to be on the side of the 
stronger battalions. Should he be on the side of the 
weaker, he goes over to the stronger with banners 
flying, more or less, so long as it does not mean direct 
betrayal. The personality of the late German Field- 
Marshal and President von Hindenburg was always 
a riddle to me till I discovered that he was a Libra- 
born. To all appearances a giant, heavy and pon- 
derous, with coarse features, a figure of bronze or 
stone. But a charming, beaming smile, and, quite in 
contrast to what one would ordinarily expect, an 
exceptionally diplomatic nature, one which always 
knew exactly on which side his bread was buttered. 
Brought up in the old Prussian military ideal, sworn 
to the Kaiser, he yet succeeded in becoming Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Republican Army after the 
Armistice; indeed, a year later, he was President of 
the Republic, elected to that position by the Right 
parties. When later the National Socialist Move- 
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ment grew and Hitler became his opposing candi- 
date, he was put up for election by the Centre and 
Left parties, and was once more successful. His best 
election agent was the then Reichs-Chancellor 
Bruening, without whom the old man would never 
have regained the saddle. Shortly afterwards he 
dropped this same Bruening and made Papen the 
Chancellor, to be quickly followed by Schleicher 
and, finally, his former opponent, Hitler. I apologize 
for this digression, but the example of this man, who 
was supposed to represent Prussian rectitude and 
straightforwardness, is especially typical, thanks to 
the Libra influence in his horoscope causing his 
diplomatic nature. Certainly he had the noble im- 
partiality, and the just balance of Libra. 

As a Venus sign, Libra often bestows artistic gift, 
and also tact, discretion and intuition. In general, 
it does not give a great pleasure in work and the 
Libra-born like to hear themselves speak, thereby 
preventing others from getting a word in edgeways. 
It is possibly more verbosity than prattling and 
the verbosity often serves to prevent the Libra- 
born from tying himself down. His exceptional 
adaptability is probably responsible for the fact 
that he is usually a good dancer. The beauty of 
the Libra-born woman is of a different type to that of 
her sisters in the other Venus sign, Taurus. The 
Taurus-born woman is pretty, dainty and with a 
rounded face, dimples and often, in later years, a 
tendency to lose the modern streamline. The Libra- 
born is beautiful with regular, noble features and 
graceful movements. From the health point of view 
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the danger-points are the kidneys, which are subject 
to irritation and inflammation.

The eighth sign is Scorpio, the Scorpion (people 
born between October 24th and November 22nd). 
Scorpio is the second Mars sign. Once again, as in 
the case of Aries, we find the stuff that soldiers are 
made of. But the Aries-born is an aggressor, the 
Scorpio is a sticker. 

He has great but passive, lasting energy. He 
knows that he will finally get exactly what he wants 
and therefore leaves it to his opponent to run himself 
off his feet. The word opponent means for him 
every one of his fellow-creatures and so he lives in 
constant friction with everybody. His virtues and his 
advantages are at the same time his failings, or in 
other words his failings take root in his advantages. 
His strength and energy give him an almost inhuman 
insensibility towards the natural feelings and re- 
actions of others and often he will completely fail to 
have any appreciation of their just claims. Only he 
may have a claim and he puts it forward a hundred 
times when necessary until he gets what he wants. 
He is a crass egoist and very often it is only his 
exceptional strength of will and the divine blessing, 
which works in every field of the Zodiac, which pre- 
vents him from becoming a criminal. These are the 
people who will confess to themselves in a quiet 
moment with sudden alarm that they really are 
capable of anything—but “‘anything”’ also includes 
the highest. Their nature resembles a mighty 
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machine which may be turned to any purpose. They 
are never quite young—even as children they can 
say things which take away the breath of grown-ups. 
They are safe against one thing: self-deception. 
They know themselves perfectly and that merely 
goes to increase their strength. They combine a 
whole lot of contrasts within themselves. They are 
either very unclean or else very clean and soigné. 
Either very sensitive or absolutely without feeling 
for pain, wounding or disgust. They can hate as 
can no other sign and the consolation they offer 
for the pain of others is biting sarcasm and scorn 
or else an uneasy, disconcerting silence. It is im- 
possible to impose on them—they test everything 
precisely, keenly and without sympathy. They sim- 
ply will not stand coercion, but they will not oppose 
it, as do the Leo- or the impatient Aries-born. 
They retire into themselves as into some impreg- 
nable fortress. ‘There is not a Scorpio-born who has 
no enemies. But he whose bitterness and contempt 
can wound deeply (scmetimes without knowing it 
himself)—he can also heal. Great doctors are born 
under this sign and one who can successfully wield 
the gift of healing is a blessing to mankind. (He can’t 
quite get away from poison.) In ancient astrology 
the snake is his symbol, and the snake-entwined 
staff of Asculapius, the god of healing, points to his 
medical activities. ‘he lower Scorpio-type is the 
limit of vileness, cunning and cruelty. The higher 
type is an indispensable part of mankind, proud, 
serious, earnest, brave, determined and very ener- 
getic. He never shows his feelings; he is, indeed, 
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ashamed to have a tender moment. In marriage he 
is extremely jealous. Very often he has bright, clear, 
but hard eyes, and bushy eyebrows meeting over 
the bridge of the nose. The old belief that such 
eyebrows mean jealousy is correct—for they are 
Scorpio brows. Scorpio women are not pretty, as 
a rule, and if they are it is often a peculiar morose 
and sometimes demoniacal beauty—a beauté de 
diable. ‘They are not easy-going lovers or wives. In 
old age they are often quarrelsome, malicious and 
sharp-tongued. The later degrees (November 14th 
to 22nd) can be unpleasantly pedantic. A piece of fur- 
niture standing at a different angle from usual, some-. 
thing which is not on the writing-table ‘‘where it 
belongs”? but somewhere else, a door left open, all 
these may lead to hours of nagging, driving the other 
person to distraction. Should they have, through a 
good Mercury—Venus aspect, artistic gifts (these 
cannot come from Scorpio alone) then their per- 
sistent energy is extremely useful. As regards health 
they must wud ey against bladder and gall 
trouble. ;

The ninth sign is Sagittarius, the Archer (people 
born between November 23rd and December 21st). 
Here the planet Jupiter rules, but not in its main 
significance, law and wisdom, but in its specific 
modification due to the Sagittarius sign. 

The Sagittarius-born is impulsive, gay, versatile, 
often superficial. Out of Jupiter’s heavy, earnest 
law he makes rules, particularly those of sport and 
gambling. You cannot take sport and gambling out 
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of the life of a Sagittarius-born. Very often they are 
magnificent riders and hunters (there is a reason for 
the symbol being a Centaur drawing a bow) and if 
the birthdays were statistically recorded of all the 
visitors to a football match, it would be found that 
the proportion of the Sagittarius-born was higher 
than that of any other sign. Air, open spaces, coun- 
try, sport take up more than half their lives. Also 
animals, particularly dogs and horses—not so much 
cats. They have an exceptional intuition and their 
first impression is generally right—they only make 
mistakes if they reconsider it. This does not always 
mean that their reasoning is bad. The second great 
Jupiter element, wisdom, undergoes a curious 
change. There are no problems for true wisdom— 
for wisdom has solved them. And such is the world 
for the Sagittarius-born: life is as it is, and as it is, it 
is good. So, live happily and let others do the same. 
That is his motto and so he travels pleasantly 
through life. From that point of view his judgment 
is superficial, but his irrepressible optimism helps 
him over all snags. The Centaur—I beg your pardon 
—the Sagittarius, does not quite get away from the 
animal. He is sensitive and the physical plays a big 
part with him. Amongst other things he is proud 
of his “‘fine scent’’ and his fondness for animals is 
kindred feeling. His love of justice is strongly 
developed and also his love of independence. He is 
often keen on adventure and as he is most impulsive 
and a go-getter he sometimes himself becomes an 
adventurer. If provoked, he can be rude, even cruel 
and the low type is unreliable and quick-tempered. 
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There is one propensity which he nearly always 
has: he must tell people what he thinks of them and 
does not mince matters either. In all peace of mind 
he says the most dreadful things and is extremely 
surprised if offence is taken. But it is true! Why 
shouldn’t he say the truth? He simply cannot 
understand that the majority of people cannot bear 
to hear the truth about themselves. Tact is not his 
strong point and occasionally he is led to exaggerate 
freely. With a good Mercury aspect in his horoscope 
he may be intellectual and the intellectual Sagit- 
tarius-born (there are not too many of them) is quite 
a type of its own. Even he is very tactless and likes to 
tell his friends of their faults. But, for the rest, the 
Jupiterean wisdom conquers and he is then a long 
way ahead of his time. Since he looks on the world as 
a solved problem, he treats its wars, jingoisms, class- 
warfare and so on as the true outcome of barbarity 
and something beyond his comprehension. Cer- 
tainly he himself may be a revolutionary, but only 
against oppression, not merely for the victory of one 
class over another. He will have ideals and so will 
gladly join philosophical or religious sects. This is 
particularly the case with Sagittarius-born women. 
As regards health, he is subject to rheumatism and 
lumbago—also toaccidents at sport, especially muscle 
strain and broken bones.

The tenth sign is Capricorn, the Sea-goat (people 
born between December 22nd and Fanuary 19th). 
Here Saturn rules. Capricorn, like Sagittarius, has | 
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exceptional intuition. But there similarity ends. The 
Capricorn-born is thoroughly melancholy, lonely, 
misunderstood. He is continually overcome by 
depression (it even begins in his youth) and he 
worries a lot not only about himself but about things 
in general, the fate of mankind, the whole world. 
The Capricorn-born never entirely lets himself go, 
there is always a corner in his heart which he keeps 
to himself and which no one may see into. He is a 
serious, fearless, persevering person who does not 
join up easily with others and still less easily allows 
himself to be influenced by anyone. But if he has 
attached himself to someone, then he sticks to him 
with exceptional loyalty. Life for him is often a 
series of difficult problems which he must solve and 
with which he grapples. Nothing is given to him, 
nothing drops in his lap. He has got to pay for 
everything. He is a good organizer and industrious 
worker, but he is seldom popular with his subordin- 
ates and still less with his servants. He is never inti- 
mate with them, there is always something like an 
invisible chasm between him and his social inferiors 
which none can bridge. He can be haughty with 
them. As a rule he is ambitious. He is never super- 
ficial or shallow and so does not get on easily in com- 
pany. He does not flirt, he is restrained and con- 
trolled in erotic matters, but faithful in love and 
capable of sacrifice. His strongest weapon is his 
tenacity and that gets him through in the end. His 
rise is slow and difficult but he sticks it. His child- 
hood is mostly not happy—Saturn only smiles on old 
age: the second half of life. He only attains his full 
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powers after his thirty-third to thirty-sixth year and 
with the coming of years he grows wise, clear- 
minded and much more gentle. He is not a good 
ally. He is never on equal terms with his fellow- 
creatures. Either he feels himself weak—in which 
case he seeks the companionship of stronger natures 
—or he is strong, when he likes to shield the weaker. 
He is rarely satisfied, never happy. 

The Capricorn-born woman is only too often the 
“misunderstood woman’’. Her tendency to intro- 
spection causes her to be depressed, sometimes even 
melancholy. Literature (serious) and drama exercise 
strong attraction. Both sexes have, as a rule, a great 
leaning towards convention and tradition. They 
often wish that they had been born in an earlier 
period—without knowing that the Capricorn-born 
of all periods have had that wish. One cannot help 
respecting these earnest, reliable people who are so 
much locked up in themselves. It is not always easy 
to love them. They are generally very exact in 
financial matters, sometimes even niggardly, and 
very dogmatic in religion. For a birth on and after 
January 16th, traces of the next sign, Aquarius, are 
to be seen. As regards health they are subject to 
rheumatism, colds and certain kinds of skin-diseases.

The eleventh sign is Aguarius, the Water Bearer 
(people born between Fanuary 21st and February 
19th). Uranus rules here, the planet of everything 
‘“‘modern’’, the planet of surprises, the planet of 
tension. But as a second ruler there is Saturn. 
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In many respects this is perhaps the most interest- 
ing sign of all. In any case it is the most tolerant. 
There is nothing for which the Aquarian has not 
understanding. He has an open mind, learns easily 
and just as easily forgets. He is everything at one and 
the same time, conventional and eccentric, conserva- 
tive and on to anything new like a flash. He has a 
great sense of the romantic. His strongest asset is his 
imagination, which stops at nothing. He is gay, 
lovable, good-natured, but nevertheless keeping an 
eye open for himself. He likes social life but also 
enjoys solitude, which he knows how to make inter- 
esting. He is never bored if he can do what he*wants 
(whilst so many others require the stimulus of other 
people so as not to be bored). He is never fully 
developed during his life—he always is young, 
somehow. Sometimes his imagination kicks over the 
traces and he builds castles in the air. But with him 
one never knows whether he will not suddenly make 
a start, work like a nigger for two or three years and 
after completion of his work, at ten times the normal 
pressure, the ‘‘castle” will not suddenly appear 
solid. Everything originates in his mind and imag- 
ination. He can make plans as no other can. Routine 
work is no good to him, the others must do that. 
True, he can do it himself but it does not suit him. 
He is quick in the uptake and so has no use for slow 
and stupid people. Sometimes he is so quick that he 
falls over himself and the tempo at which he lives 
often leads to carelessness and superficiality. He is 
quite satisfied not to cross his t’s or dot his i’s. He 
is the cutter not the seamstress, the architect not the 
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mason, the author of the film-story not the methodi- 
cal and mosaic working compiler of the shooting 
script. He is actually often a writer and generally on 
the creative side—he creates people and their con- 
flicts, instead of, as the Gemini- or Virgo-born, relat- 
ing things after they have happened. He is a poet— 
not a journalist—and, as a rule, has histrionic talents. 
On the stage they can’t do without him. But he 
acts in real life also and very often his decisions are 
not so much the result of logical reflection or real 
emotion as the reaction of the part he has just 
played. If he does not systematically take himself in 
hand in this respect (which is quite possible) he will 
become weak of character or even characterless 

altogether and all and everyone can influence him. — 
When he comes out from having seen a gangster- 
film, he looks anxiously round and then jumps in a 
taxi as though the “‘cops”’ were after him, and after 
a Marlene Dietrich film, people look at him in a 
puzzled way and laugh, for without knowing it he 
has taken on a languishing manner and is imitating 
the tired, graceful movements of the divine Marlene. 
He generally has something of the feminine within 
him which shows itself in every possible way, from 
innocent pleasure in colours, jewellery and ornament 
to effeminacy of every kind. ‘This feminine element 
in him can be very useful (understanding of the 
opposite sex, sympathy, love and appreciation of art, 
love of elegance, flirtations, taste) and it can be 
dangerous (imprudence, inconsistency of purpose, 
superficiality, and in the case of a man, ridiculously 
feminine habits and perversions). It depends on the 
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personal horoscope and—as so many things—on the 
will and energy of the person himself. The Aquarian 
woman is often pretty, mostly intellectual and with 
a sense of refinement and culture. She has the gift of 
languages, humour and much imagination, which 
often leads her to believe that a man’s friendly com- 
pliment is a declaration of love. She has a tendency 
to exaggerate. She is a wonderful companion in 
marriage. Her emotions do not run away with her, 
she is not of a passionate nature, and a marriage 
which is only made on the basis of erotic attraction 
will often come to an unhappy end. She needs 
spiritual companionship with the man she loves. 
Both sexes have their little peculiarities and eccen- 
tricities, which are often rather fascinating. They 
have a tendency to nervous diseases, disturbance of 
blood-circulation and varicose veins.

The twelfth and last sign is Pisces, the Fish (people 
born between February 20th and March 2ist). Here 
rules Neptune, the planet of the mystical, whose 
influences are, to a great extent, undiscovered. 

Pisces-born people are delicate, sensitive, tender 
and kind. Their intuition is excellent and also their 
reasoning powers are often well developed. But their 
will and powers of decision are generally weak. 
They do not know what they want nor whether they 
want it, and put off answering correspondence they 
do not like until it answers itself or until a minor 
catastrophe occurs before which they are quite help- 
less. ‘The Pisces-born man often realizes his own 
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weakness, and like the Cancer-born, takes on a 
second harder skin and becomes sharp, energetic and 
active. But it is still artificial—inside he remains 
tender, kind and ready to help. He has a tendency 
to secrecy, is often mediumistic, almost always 
‘superstitious. His virtues, like his vices, are more 
passive than active. It is difficult for him to say 
‘““no”’, he is peaceful, yielding, indolent. He often 
has attacks of gloomy melancholy, which may be- 
come pronounced hypochondria, and can make life 
difficult for all, but especially for himself. The 
Pisces-born is often his own worst enemy. He is 
the born Pessimist (a thing he hates to admit); he 
sees the negative side of everything and that makes 
him worried and dissatisfied. Pisces are all dissatis- 
fied, even when others in their position would be 
happy. With them there is always a “‘but”’ and a fly 
in the ointment. They often love being pitied. Many 
feel themselves the victims of circumstances, and 
more or less willing martyrs. Nevertheless, astrolo- 
gically, they have absolute proverbial good luck in 
financial matters: money won’t leave them. In many 
cases this is so much so that they have learnt to 
reckon on it as quite a natural circumstance. ‘The 
cash will last out till next Thursday. Right! Then on 
Monday or Tuesday or Wednesday at the latest, 
something will turn up. And it does turn up—often 
from a quite unexpected quarter. They are almost 
always fond of music, often they are gifted that way. 
The scale of their intelligence reaches from the 
highest wisdom to dull, dumb stupidity. For all their 
weakness they are headstrong and difficult to under- 
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stand, for they are unable to express themselves 
clearly and distinctly. They show their nature by 
their outward appearance, sleepy and indecisive, 
pale, colourless, sometimes delicate. But Pisces 
women are often full of attraction, they are kind and 
charming (Venus is exalted in Pisces, as it is called in 
astrological language). Their tendency to dissatis- 
faction and jealousy can sometimes get on their 
partners’ nerves and often she is a “‘misunderstood 
wife”’ and so not happy. The lower type sometimes 
gives way to alcohol and other means of intoxication. 
As regards health they may suffer from the mucous 
membrane and above all from their feet, which are 
their most susceptible parts. 


* % * * *% 


Aries follows Pisces—the circle is closed. Once 
again I repeat and emphasize this: if the twelve 
characterizations were one hundred per cent then 
there would be only twelve characters. For the char- 
acterization of an individual, it is not sufficient to 
know where the sun stood on the day of his birth— 
although this gives some basis of his character. The 
position of the moon has to be taken into account, as 
also those of the planets and certain fixed stars. The 
more planets there are in the same sign as the sun 
the stronger is the influence of that sign. 

I have endeavoured to describe the basic peculiar- 
ities of the twelve signs quite unreservedly. Do not 
draw any false conclusions from that. A Scorpio- 
born can be a good-natured, kind man; a Virgo- 
born, productive and creative; a Cancer-born, dis- 
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creet and courageous; and an Aquarius-born a model 
of manliness. Upbringing by parents and teachers, 
the example of friends and last, but not least, self- 
discipline can look after that. And the result of such a 
training should elicit more esteem and respect than 
if the person in question had had every good char- 
acteristic bestowed upon him with his first breath as 
a gift from the heavenly stars, for which there would 
be no credit. But also from purely astrological 
grounds, the bad characteristics of the sign may be 
weakened or strengthened—and, of course, the good 
ones also. In addition to the possibilities already 
mentioned, a very important role is played by the 
Aspects—the sun, the moon and the various planets, 
that is to say, the angles they form with one 
another. ‘hese angles are different for each person, 
and thereby we come to the astrological representa- 
tion of the individual, to his, and his only, specific 
astrological nature. ‘This will be set out free from all 
“‘either-or’’, “‘may or may not be’’, fully and clearly 
in his personal horoscope.

In order to cast the Radix Horoscope (Basic or Natal 
Horoscope) of a person, the astrologer must know 
the year, the month, day and hour of birth, and also 
the place. The more exactly the birth-hour can be 
fixed the more accurately the horoscope can be 
worked out. An inexactitude of even a quarter of 
an hour can make a distinct difference, as I myself 
have experienced. It would be absurd though to state 
that a horoscope cannot be cast on the information: 
‘“*T was born between eight and nine in the evening”’. 
The horoscope for 8.30 would be ninety per cent 
reliable. In addition to the information mentioned 
above, the astrologer requires an atlas to deter- 
mine the degree of latitude of the place of birth and 
two books of tables; the so-called “‘Ephemeris’’, a 
table giving the exact position of the planets in the 
birth year of the one whose horoscope is being cast, 
and a ‘‘ Table of Houses”’ for the degree of latitude 
of the birth-place. In addition, he must have a 
printed ‘‘Map of the Heavens’’, pen, ink, paper—and 
a mind with the greatest possible astrological experi- 
ence and the necessary allocation of sound intuition, 
such as a doctor also requires to give a correct 
diagnosis in a doubtful case. And that is all! 

Since this book is not to be a lesson-book on 
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astrology, this is no place to go into lengthy technical 
explanations—these will be found in plenty in the 
numerous text-books on the subject. But I want to 
instil understanding of astrology and therefore it is 
necessary that I should explain how a horoscope is 
arrived at—and so do away with the idea that it is 
partly or completely a mystical, occult business. 
Well, here goes, as shortly and simply as possible. 

With the aid of the Ephemeris and the Table of 
Houses, the astrologer reckons the degree of that 
sign which was rising in the east at the moment of 
birth. This degree is called the Ascendant or the 
Rising Sign. It is the starting-point of the whole 
horoscope and empirically of the greatest import- 
ance. I‘hereafter, by means of the Table of Houses, 
eleven other points are calculated and all twelve set 
down in the Map of the Heavens. This fixes the 
twelve ‘‘ Houses’’, as they are called, of the Horos- 
cope, of which the first reaches from the Ascendant 
to the next calculated point, and the twelfth from the 
twelfth point to the Ascendant. So the twelve Houses 
are by no means identical with the twelve signs of the 
Zodiac, but merely le in them. At my own birth, for | 
example, the eighth degree of Virgo rose in the east 
and is therefore the starting-point of my horoscope, 
and my Ascendant. Since the chemical consistency of 
the body depends to a great degree on the Ascendant 
the first astrological deduction would be that I 
should have to take precautions against the physical 
weaknesses peculiar to the Virgo sign (q.v. page 5.4). 
And that is correct, too. The first House, that is to 
say, the field between the Ascendant and the be- 
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ginning, or as it is called astrologically, the Cusp of 
the second House, is significant of the physical 
peculiarities of the person, and above all of his 
character. But before we can get down to the astro- 
logical work, we must once more pick up the Ephe- 
meris and determine where, to the exact minute, 
stood the Sun, the Moon, Neptune, Uranus, Saturn, 
Jupiter, Venus and Mars at the moment of birth. 
The positions are given in the tables for noon and 
have to be corrected for the exact moment—a simple 
calculation which a child could do. Then having 
found the positions they must be entered in the Map 
of the Heavens. Now we can see to which House the 
various planets belong. The next step is to reckon 
the ‘‘Aspects”’ of the planets, sun and moon rela- 
tively to one another, that is to say, the angles they 
form. 

There are ten main kinds of Aspects, the Sem1- 
Sextile (30 degrees), the Semi-Square (45 degrees), 
the Sextile (60 degrees), the Quintile (72 degrees), the 
Square (go degrees), the Trine (120 degrees), the 
Sesqui-quadrate (135 degrees), the Quincunx (150 
_ degrees), the Opposition (180 degrees) and the Con- 
junction (o degrees). I have never found in the 
practice of personal horoscopes that much signific- 
ance could be attached to the Biquintile (144 
degrees) mentioned by Raphael or the Parallel so 
valued by Alan Leo. Only the Sextile, Square, Trine, 
Opposition and Conjunction have really strong 
effect. Sextile and Trine are especially good Aspects, 
Square and Opposition particularly bad. In the case 
of Conjunction it depends on the character of the 
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two planets which form it. It can be very good and 
also very bad, but always powerful. It sometimes 
happens that a planet forms half a dozen Aspects 
with others, the significance of which complicates the 
deductions, of course. 

Now we have the finished horoscope before us; 
the twelve Houses inserted in the circle of the twelve 
signs of the Zodiac—the positions of the stars of the 
solar system in the twelve houses—and under the pic- 
ture a list of the Aspects. All this is the work of half 
an hour and any twelve-year-old child can learn to 
do it in a few hours. Only now does the true astro- 
logical work begin. We have the patient before us— 
now we have to examine him according to all the 
rules of astrological art. Once again it is the example 
of medical examination which is the most suitable. 
It is a thoroughly up-to-date examination—similar 
to a medical examination which would include X- 
rays, psycho-analysis, phrenology, Wassermann re- 
action and a whole lot more. The individual is tested 
in every way, and for all possibilities. Convince 
yourself. It begins with an examination of the first 
house (character, physical tendencies). The follow- 
ing points must be taken into consideration in order 
to come to a clear and correct conclusion: (1) What 
influence has the exact position of the Sun on the 
character and how is this influence modified by the 
Aspect of the Sun with the Moon and the planets? 
(2) What influence has the exact position of the 
Moon on the character and how is it modified? 
(3) What character and physical influence has the 
Cusp of the House, in this case the Ascendant, and 
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what Aspects does it receive from the planets? (4) 
Should there be a planet in the first House, what are 
its Aspects and its special significance in this first 
House for each planet works differently in the 
various Houses, although always in the sense of its 
own particular nature. (5) We have seen that every 
sign is ruled by a special planet. So we have to 
examine also the position and Aspects of the planet 
which rules the sign forming the Ascendant. 

In the case of a man’s horoscope, the Sun, as a 
rule, exerts the strongest influence; in the case of a 
woman, the Moon. This will be readily understood 
if we take into consideration the fact—simply ex- 
pressed—that the Sun represents the mind and 
the Moon the emotions. All this probably sounds 
most complicated, and so it may be for the layman. 
But it has become part and parcel of the astrologer 
and when he has a few thousand horoscopes behind 
him, a ‘‘first House”’ will immediately form a picture 
to his mind’s eye. 

A beautiful woman is seated in an arm-chair. A 
man comes into the room—the man she loves. She 
looks up, her eyes light up, she smiles happily. A 
matter of a moment. But how many fundamental 
actions are necessary to bring about this moment! 
How many cells, nerves, muscles, blood corpuscles 
are set in movement? It is a huge mobilization in 
miniature which takes place. Nature is always com- 
plicated. Let us look at it in slow motion—for once, 
at least, you must have a peep into the furthest 
corner of the astrological workshop and see “‘how 
it’s done”’. 
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We have the first House of a horoscope in front 
of us. The Ascendant lies at 19 degrees in the sign 
of Scorpio. The end of the House (thus the begin- 
ning of the next) lies at 19 degrees in Sagittarius. 
There is no planet in this House. The Sun is 
6 degrees in Leo, the Moon g degrees and 15 min- 
utes in Gemini. What does that tell us? The man isa 
Leo-born. But is he a higher or lower type of Leo? 
Is he composed of the bad or good characteristics of 
this sign? We shall soon know—let us look at the 
Aspects of the Sun. It forms a Sextile with the 
Moon, Saturn and Mars and a conjunction with 
Mercury, so he has only good, even splendid, 
Aspects. He is undoubtedly one of the higher type: 
fearless, magnanimous, powerful, energetic, proud. 
A chief—not a subordinate. A man with strong 
sympathies and antipathies. The good aspect be- 
tween the Sun (personality) and Saturn (material, 
time) gives him steadiness to the highest degree, 
skilled premeditation, self-control and the capacity 
to organize and command. The good aspect with 
the Moon balances mind and sentiment and streng- 
thens what in the case of Leo-born is already strong, 
namely vitality, till it becomes superabounding 
strength. It is always an important matter when Sun 
and Moon are in a good Aspect with one another. 
There is also the good Aspect between the Sun and 
Mars (energy). The Leo-sign alone ensures energy 
and here Mars adds to it. The Conjunction of the 
Sun (personality) and Mercury (reason) gives a quick 
mind, acuteness and a clear and pregnant method of 
expression, for mind and reason are very closely 
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allied. Also in this case the memory is good and the 
man must have been able to learn easily and quickly. 
The Leo-born is indeed proud and when mind and 
reason are proud, arrogance and a self-opinionated 
attitude easily arise—and that may become dan- 
-gerous. Let us go further. What about the Moon? 
It stands in Gemini—an intellectual sign. Logically 
it gives his feelings an intellectual note. Feeling 
transformed into intelligence. Now, does he get the 
superficiality and rashness so typical for the Gemini- 
sign? ‘hat depends on how the Moon is aspected. 
It has a Conjunction with Saturn and Mars and, as 
already stated, a Sextile with the Sun. Conjunctions 
with Mars are not good aspects. In connection with 
the Moon it leads to great impulsiveness and rest- 
lessness. Energy (Mars) stirs up the quiet feeling 
(Moon) and that makes him irritable and may cause 
strong temperamental outbursts—especially as a 
man with the Sun in Leo has a lot of temperament 
anyway. [he conjunction of the Moon (feeling) with 
Saturn (material, time) gives him depth of feeling 
and strong concentration. Saturn changes the frivol- 
ity of the Moon in Gemini to thoroughness. But the 
serious Saturn, so near to feeling, leads to melan- 
choly and occasional severe attacks of depression. 
Moreover, the Ascendant comes in the 19th 
degree of the energetic Scorpio-sign. This gives him 
robust stamina and an energetic attitude. In addition 
it makes him almost proof against accidents (Scorpio 
is a Mars-sign and Mars protects the bodies of its 
children). As regards health, the Scorpio illnesses 
have to be taken into consideration, that is to say, 
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diseases of the gall and bladder, and also the failings 
of the Leo-sign—trouble with the heart and blood 
circulation. With the Mars-sign in the Ascendant 
and the Sun in Leo the man can hardly help being 
a good soldier. In any case he would be lucky in 
war. The highly-gifted English astrologer, Lyndoe, 
gives as his verdict of the 19th Scorpio degree: 
‘Service is the ideal of these folks who have remark- 
ably keen perception of the needs of their fellows. 
They succeed best in the professions, such as medi- 
cine, law, teaching, where they often display a very 
appealing originality in their method of approach— 
they succeed best when working with others for a 
common end.” ‘That, on the other hand, would point 
to medicine or teaching. The Moon in Gemini 
makes teaching the more probable, but with such 
good Aspects there are also great capabilities in 
journalism, and there are indications of one, if not 
more, changes of profession (see under Gemini, 
page 46). 

That is about all there is to be said about the first 
House. The second House is indicative of possessions 
and the financial line in life. If there are one or more 
favourable and well-aspected planets, the person in 
question will be born rich or will become rich (and 
the method is usually quite easy to see, too). In the 
horoscope before us there is no Planet in the second 
House. ‘The Cusp is 19 degrees in Sagittarius, where 
Jupiter is known to rule. So Jupiter will give us 
information. Jupiter isin the eighth House (heritage 
and death). So itis probable that this man will benefit 
financially by inheritance or in some other way from 
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the deathof others. Now, what Aspects does the Cusp 
of this House receive? One only—a Square from 
Uranus, the planet of tension, modern invention, the 
sudden, unexpected, revolutionary. So it appears that 
a sudden event, perhaps a revolution, will help the 
man into the financial saddle, particularly as the 
“Lord” of the House, Jupiter, the planet of author- 
ity, is in command and is situated in the House of 
Death and Inheritance. 

Where is Uranus itself? In the tenth House (pro- 
fession, career). Thus the man will only get money 
when he has made his career either through an 
invention or revolutionary currents. 

The third House is indicative of a whole con- 
glomeration of things: relatives, documents, any- 
thing written, studies, short journeys. If this House 
is strongly emphasized, he will make his way through 
the help of relations, documents and correspondence 
would become the basis of his occupation and so on. 
In the horoscope we are discussing there are no 
planets in the second House and so it is not em- 
phasized, and the Cusp lies 25 degrees in the sign 
of Capricorn, in which Saturn rules, the old, lonely, 
inflexible, austere Saturn. ‘This man cannot expect 
much help from relatives—he must make his way 
alone. But Saturn, too, is well aspected, which means 
perseverance, sense of responsibility and thorough- 
ness. The man will examine very carefully every 
document laid before him and he will not miss any 
detail. 

The fourth House is significant of the parental 
house, the home, but also of the end, the second half 
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of life. In many horoscopes we can tell from this 
House whether a man takes after his father or his 
mother, whether one side exerts any special influ- 
ence on him, whether he is surrounded by domestic 
peace or not and whether he is lucky in renting or 
buying houses, land, etc. It may also give indication 
of his probable end. 

In the horoscope of our man this house is unoccu- 
pied. ‘The Cusp is 3 degrees in Pisces, so Neptune 
rules here, the planet of mystics, higher thought, 
chemistry, secrets and sea journeys. Neptune is only 
well aspected, pointing to high-minded ideals, and 
also to the fact that he will have a lot to do with 
secrets. The good aspects of Neptune (in Taurus) 
with Venus (in Cancer) indicates that our man is 
also gifted musically. As Neptune is Lord of the 
fourth House it nearly always leads to early separa- 
tion from the parental home and frequent change of 
abode—perhaps even to secretive change. The Cusp 
of the House has no aspects—it carries no weight 
for him. | 

The fifth House is significant for children, the 
pleasure of life, speculation. The question of chil- 
dren can only be dealt with astrologically, if one ~ 
compares the horoscopes of the two partners. From 
certain constellations in this House one can recog- 
nize the gambler, the freebooter, the adventurer, the 
speculator—also whether he will be lucky or not. 
In the horoscope of our Leo-born there is again no 
planet in this House. The Cusp lies 5 degrees in 
Aries, so Mars is the ruler. This favours games of 
chance which are combined with strength and 
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energy, i.e., sport. He should not expect much from 
sheer gambling. Mars gives him a certain amount of 
the adventurer and also pleasure in the adventure. 
The Cusp of the house has good Aspects with 
Saturn, the Sun, Mercury and the Moon. He is 
lucky in adventurous undertakings and has good 
intuition as regards speculation. He speculates well 
and in a grand manner (the Sun)—but only in the 
second half of his life (Saturn). The good Aspect of 
the House of Children with the Moon (sensitiveness, 
femininity, conception) makes him fruitful and he 
will have children, perhaps several—if the horoscope 
of his wife is not absolutely unfruitful. 

The sixth House is significant for health and social 
inferiors and employees. From this House can be 
seen whether the person is justified in choosing and 
placing his subordinates himself or whether it is 
better to leave this job to others. Further it will tell 
him if such subordinates will benefit or harm him 
and so on. Finally, it throws light on the question of 
health—on which, incidentally, the ascendant also 
gives information. 

In the horoscope we are considering, this House 
also is unoccupied. ‘The Cusp 1s 29 degrees in Aries. 
Once again Mars rules and that shows that he will 
control his subordinates with great energy and 
occasionally with an almost violent impatience. As 
Mars has a bad Aspect with Uranus he will meet 
with some opposition and revolt, but with the 
amount of energy and power which we have found 
in his horoscope so far he will be easily capable of 
dealing with it. As regards the health question, Mars 
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as the ruler of the sixth House brings, as mentioned 
above, the tendency for accidents and especially 
wounds. 

The seventh House is significant for love, marriage 
and partnership. Here may be seen whether the 
person’s chances of marriage, and whether separa- 
tion, divorce, etc., are indicated and, finally, if part- 
nership will play a large part in his life. 

The first six Houses in the horoscope of our Leo- 
born were unoccupied, but the seventh House shows 
no less than three planets: Neptune, Saturn and 
Mars and in addition the Moon. The Moon indi- 
cates a wife of gentle disposition, one who will 
accompany him through life quietly and unobtru- 
sively, but truly and trustworthily. The Cusp of the 
House is in Taurus, a sign ruled by Venus. It will 
therefore be a love match, not a marriage of con- 
venience (Mercury). Further, the presence of Mars 
shows at least temporary separation from the wife. 
But, in addition, Saturn and Neptune are in this 
House! Will the man then be a Casanova with a 
whole string of grand love affairs? But there is no 
direct connection between Mars and Venus in his 
horoscope. Sensuality is not stressed—eroticism 
cannot be the main importance in his life. So the 
other constellations must relate to partnerships. 
That does away with the idea that he will be a 
soldier—a soldier needs no partners. But this man 
is no merchant either—the second House, the money 
House, is not sufficiently emphasized for that. Then 
what sort of partners does it refer to? Perhaps the 
House of Profession may tell us something about it. 
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But first we come to the eighth House (in- 
heritance and death). The Cusp is 19 degrees in 
Gemini. So Mercury rules here. In this House there 
are Jupiter and Venus. Jupiter is in Cancer—its 
influence is specially strong and good, it is “‘ex- 
alted’’. In addition it has good aspects to Neptune 
in the House of Marriage, to Venus in the eighth and 
to Uranus in the House of Profession. He is certain 
of a big inheritance—and it need not be money. One 
may receive inheritance in other respects—intel- 
lectual heritage for instance (Neptune), or stepping 
into some position (Jupiter—authority—official 
matters). ‘he good Aspects between Venus and 
Uranus add personal magnetism to this man who 
already possesses energy and strength. Where will 
this lead him? But the Cusp of the House contains a 
strongly inimical aspect from Uranus, the planet of 
the sudden and of revolution. This does not seem to 
indicate a peaceful death, but rather a violent and 
sudden one—perhaps by means of some modern in- 
vention of destruction. 

The ninth House is significant for foreign countries 
and long journeys, but also for “‘higher thought” 
and religion. The planet in this House principally 
indicates temporary sojourns at least in foreign 
countries. 

In the horoscope of our man the Cusp of the 
House is 25 degrees in Cancer where the Moon 
rules. In this House the Sun and Mercury are in 
close conjunction. ‘The man will move his residence 
to a foreign country at least once and this will 
exercise a strong influence on his development—on 
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his mind (the Sun), on his reason (Mercury) and, 
above all, on his feelings (the Moon). The Moon in 
the intellectual sign of Gemini does not make him 
exactly religious—he may even turn to Atheism and, 
with the Sun and Mercury in Leo he believes above 
all in his own authority and does not suffer a 
superior gladly—not even in the heavens. But he 
would not take the field against religion, provided 
that religion does not interfere with him, which will 
not be the case, for Neptune (higher spirituality) 
aspects the Cusp of the House well. 

The tenth House is significant for profession and 
career. A planet here always guarantees the possi- 
bility of a career and one can determine the kind of 
career by the character of such planet. A great 
musician or poet will have Venus in the tenth House 
(joy, pleasure, art), forming a good aspect with 
Mercury (reason) or Neptune (higher spirituality). 
A commander-in-chief would have Mars, a promi- 
nent civil servant, Jupiter. In the tenth House of 
our Leo-born we find Uranus and the so-called Pars 
Fortunae, an astrological point so reckoned that the 
longitude of the Moon is added to the Ascendant 
and the longitude of the Sun is substracted there- 
from. Pars Fortunae is a strong emphasis and points 
to whatever is the main thing in a man’s life. 

Thus the career, the profession, is the main thing 
in the life of our man. Now what is the type of this 
career? We have seen that purely characteristically 
he has the qualifications of a good soldier, but also 
of a teacher and journalist. ‘That he is born to rule— 
not to be ruled. ‘That, owing to the position of the 
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Moon in the sign of Gemini, he will change his pro- 
fession one or more times. Uranus (tension, revolu- 
tion), the planet in the House of Profession, points 
to the aim, and the Cusp of the House, three degrees 
in the intellectual sign of Virgo, to the way. Mercury 
rules in Virgo (reason, quick thinking). This again 
is emphasizing teaching and journalism. The logical 
conclusion is: the man will be a teacher and journal- 
ist—and a revolutionary journalist (Uranus!). And 
thereby will he achieve his rise, which will be 
successful (Pars Fortunae). Theoretically, he might 
also rise by some invention which he might make— 
this also corresponds with the presence of Uranus. 
But the good aspects between Uranus and Jupiter 
(law, government, authority) points to a political 
career, the good aspect to Neptune (higher intelli- 
gence) to a new political idea which has something 
fascinating about it. A revolutionary political idea! 
And so it is! And a man with such a strong person- 
ality can rise to great heights. And now the partner- 
ships which have so far puzzled us in the seventh 
House, are also made clear. They are—alliances! 
Alliances with other strong personalities—perhaps 
with a party, perhaps with other states. But Uranus 
has a keen inimical aspect to Mars, the father of 
energy, but also of force, personal misfortune and 
war. The man may crash to the ground—-and it 
would then be a mighty crash from great heights. 
The Cusp of the House of Career is badly aspected 
by the Moon (feeling, women, but also crowds, 
peoples, as we shall see) and by Saturn, the father 
of hindrances. And we have seen that his House of 
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Death (VIII) has a keen inimical aspect from the © 
same Uranus in the House of Career, His crash may _ 
also be his death. ... 

The eleventh House is significant for friendship. 
It is unoccupied in the House of our Revolutionary, 
‘The Cusp is in the Venus sign (Libra) and has a 
good aspect from the Sun, Mercury and the Moon. 
He will have many friends, both in artistic circles 
(Venus) and amongst merchants and journalists 
(Mercury) and the people (Moon). A great deal of 
friendship—but few personal intimates, for the 
House is unoccupied. 

The twelfth House is significant of enemies. This 
House, too, is unoccupied, but although the Cusp is 
also in Venus-sign (Libra, which brings antagonism 
from artistic circles), the greatest part of the sign 
(nineteen-twentieths !) is in Mars-ruled Scorpio and 
has inimical aspects with the Sun and Mercury. He 
will have plenty of bitter enemies but they will not 
be able to overthrow him. He himself will only be 
able to bring this about; the bad aspect between 
_ Mars and Uranus often leads to aggressiveness, 
unnecessary ventures and an obstinate perseverance 
on a completely erroneous course. On the subject of 
this aspect, Lyndoe says: “‘’There may be a queer 
alliance of passion and cruelty in the temperament, 
manifesting itself in a form of callous ruthlessness.” 
This is what will one day bring about his fall and 
this fall will shake the world. For the horoscope we 
have been discussing 1s the horoscope of Benito Musso- 
lint, born July 29th, 1883, at 1.54 p.m., local time, 
in Forli, near Milan. 
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And now read it through once more and compare 
it with what you know of Mussolini. It is all there, 
everything. A commander—a man of strength, but 
also an intellectual. A good soldier—he fought splen- 
didly in the war, and his personal bravery cannot be 
denied even by his enemies. He was first a teacher, 
travelled to Switzerland, became a journalist and 
began by being a Left revolutionary journalist and 
editor of Avanti, which corresponds roughly to the 
London Daily Worker. Then he discovered his own 
revolutionary idea of Fascism and led it to victory 
through a revolution. The remainder lies in the 
future. 

Naturally, it appears easy to write the horoscope 
of a man whose life is as public as that of Mussolini. 
That is why I have taken you step by step along this 
long path so that you might convince yourselves by 
the clear logic of his horoscope. The figures and 
conception of the horoscope are impossible to be 
denied. Anyone can work them out for himself and 
every true astrologer must come to the same con- 
clusions from the basis of this horoscope, even if it 
had been placed before him in the year 1883—when 
the child Benito was born, the son of poor parents, 
in a miserable village, or about 1902 or 1903 when 
he was teacher in a council school, or later, when as a 
revolutionary emigrant, he found shelter in Switzer- 
land. The horoscope was always the same, the same 
deductions which I have built up logically before 
your eyes, must always have been drawn. 

The gifts, talents and capabilities of a person are 
easy to recognize in his natal horoscope. How valu- 
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able that is for the parents! Instead of groping, they 
are able straight away to have him educated on the 
correct lines and his talent fostered. How valuable 
for the State, when astrology is eventually officially 
recognized as a science. Particularly gifted children 
could be given a special education by the State which 
would make it possible for them in the fullness of 
years to take up important positions instead of doing 
so as old men, broken in the battle of life. To be sure 
experience and also a certain amount of knocking 
about in life may be necessa1y to form the character, 
but it must be agreed that life gives a little too much 
of that knocking about and that the necessary experi- 
ence can be obtained with a less amount of difficulty. 
Valuable energy would be conserved in this way, 
which, for example, would be very welcome to the . 
older statesmen as a reserve of strength and power, 
the absence of which may lead to mistakes and in 
critical moments even to catastrophes. 

Catastrophe! The condition of the eighth House 
shows if the subject is inclined to accidents, and 
even to which type of accidents. ‘These tendencies, — 
as soon as they are known are naturally almost 
always avoidable. But the man with an accident 
constellation in his basic horoscope should never be- 
come an airman, ship’s officer or engine driver. Apart 
from the fact that it is of the utmost importance for 
him not to give the constellation any opportunity, 
he would also present a great danger to his fellow 
creatures—just as big a danger as a carrier of typhoid 
germs. He would make the slightest accident aspect of 
his passengers virulent and bring them to fulfilment. 
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The first step which must be taken is: Recognition 
of astrology as a science. The second: No one should 
practise unless he had passed an examination by an 
Astrological Council. The third: Registration of the 
hour of birth as exactly as possible by the birth 
registrars. Midwives and hospital nurses should 
note the minute of birth. The fourth: A horoscope 
to be cast of every newly-born child and placed 
before a State astrologer. In the case of an excep- 
tional horoscope, political, military, scientific, artis- 
tic, etc. , the State astrologer should notify the Home 
Office, which could then decide to direct the educa- 
tion by the State of the child after its seventh year 
in the correct direction if it could not otherwise be 
done owing to the financial position of the parents. 
The State astrologer should draw attention to any 
accident constellation so that the choice of a 
‘“‘dangerous”’ career might be avoided. 

Utopian? ‘Ten years ago television was utopian; 
twenty years ago, radio; fifty years ago the telephone 
and the motor-car. Anyway, what is utopia? An 
invention which has not yet been made, a situation 
not yet present, a hope not yet fulfilled. The inter- 
planetal service is utopian, world peace is utopian, a 
means of prevention of cancer is utopian. Should 
one on that account stop trying to bring them to 
realization! In the case of astrology the ‘“‘invention”’ 
of the ‘“‘means”’ is already there! Take off those 
black spectacles of Prejudice and look for yourselves. 
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Musso.uini’s horoscope has been explained—but 
very shortly and primitively. A horoscope properly 
done is a very circumstantial affair. I have had to 
leave out a host of details so as not to confuse the 
novice—I am afraid that even so it is quite com- 
plicated enough. But one thing more must be 
explained. It is only to be expected that the reader 
will say to himself: “‘It’s easy enough for this fellow 
to talk. The facts of Mussolini’s past are all well 
known. We don’t need astrology for that. It’s all 
in the papers, in Mussolini’s biographies, and 
to-morrow it will be in the history book. What J 
should like to know is: how does Mussolini’s life 
go on?’’! | 

The following is to be said in this respect: my’ 
intention was to give to the reader as clear a picture 
as possible of the work of astrological deduction. 
The reader was to see “‘how it is done’’. Therefore 
and not so as to create a cheap effect, did I only say 
at the end whose horoscope it was. By this means the 
complete logic of astrological deductions was made 
clear. I had to take as an example a worldwide 
known figure so that every reader could check the 
results for himself. I shall give several other ex- 
amples, firstly, because I think it will interest you, 
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and secondly, so that you may not think that 
astrology is only cut out for the Italian dictator, ... 

As regards Mussolini’s future—I have presented 
his astrological career, but without adding when 
these things would happen. The natal horoscope 
shows the spiritual, mental and physical armour 
given to the man. What he does with it is his busi- 
ness. He may seize his opportunities—but he may 
also miss them. Mussolini—again speaking purely 
astrologically—could have gone under several times 
before he came into power. But he speculated 
rightly, seized the right moment or withdrew at the 
right moment. I can give you, year by year, which 
good and bad aspects he will receive—I cannot say 
what he will do with them, for that depends on his 
own free will over which I have no control. It is, 
astrologically, most probable that his fall will be his 
death. That is only possible under bad aspects of the 
current year—and that brings us to the year’s horo- 
_ scope. 

In August of each year the new Ephemeris for 
the coming year is published—the tables with the 
exact position of the planets, day by day. The 
astrologer uses them for the advance reckoning of 
the so-called Transit Aspects from which the year’s 
horoscope is assembled. It is a preview of the good 
and bad tendencies of the coming year. The calcu- 
lation is simple. We know that every sign has 30 
degrees. One degree corresponds, more or less, with 
one day of the solar year. As there are twelve signs, 
we come to altogether 360 degrees. We also know 
the correct sequence of the signs: Aries (from 
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March 21st); ‘Taurus, Gemini, Cancer, Leo, Virgo, 
Libra, Scorpio, Sagittarius, Capricorn, Aquarius, 
Pisces (to March 2oth). Let us take as an example 
an imaginary man born on May 11th of any year you 
like. At the time of his birth the Sun stood about 
20 degrees in Taurus. In the year 1938 the largest 
of all planets, Jupiter, is passing through the sign of 
Aquarius, as we find out from the Ephemeris. On 
March 17th it passes over the 2oth degree of this 
sign and is therefore go degrees away from the 
point where the Sun was at the moment of birth of 
our Taurus-born. That means that it forms an 
angle of go degrees with this Sun, a “‘square’”’. We 
know that the square is an inimical aspect. So the 
man has an inimical, a bad Jupiter aspect. Now, how 
will this work itself out? 

Logically, the man is in danger that something 
bad will happen to him of a “‘Jupiter type”’ and as 
the aspect meets the Sun (spirit, personality, posi- 
tion, profession) and not the moon (feelings, soul, 
frame of mind) or the Ascendant (body), it therefore 
follows that it will affect his spirit, personality, 
position or profession. What is the ‘“‘Jupiter type’’? 
We know that Jupiter is the planet of Wisdom and 
the Law. All its wider significance has its origin in 
these two conceptions. Now, what is Wisdom? 
Recognition of the laws behind the matters. 'There- 
fore God is not “‘wise”’ for he needs no recognition. 
Wisdom is a human virtue and the possibility of the 
acquisition of wisdom a divine gift delivered by the 
rays of the planet Jupiter. The first logical deduction 
to be made from a bad Jupiter aspect is as follows: 
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The man 1s in danger of doing something unwise. It 
will prove to be a tendency which will lead him 
astray to this end. It may be a wrong decision, 
giving up something good and right to put in its 
place something bad or false. ‘Therefore in his Year’s 
Horoscope the astrologer must warn him not to 
make any important decision during the period of 
the aspect, not, for instance, to throw up his present 
position just at that moment in order to take up the 
opportunity offered which looks so very good—and 
would later turn out to be a very false step. It is 
especially ill advised to begin a law suit under a bad 
Jupiter aspect. The tendency to legal difficulties 
(Jupiter—law) is particularly likely under a bad 
Jupiter aspect. In such a case one should get out of 
it as best one can or try to get the case postponed 
until the inimical aspect has gone. ‘The period of a 
Jupiter aspect varies from about a fortnight to six 
weeks and longer, and can only be determined in 
each specific case. 

Now, of course, comes the indignant question: 
“But is it not of importance whether the man is in 
the right? In this country a judge would never give 
a verdict against a man simply because he has got a 
bad Jupiter aspect.” The indignation is quite un- 
justified. I have seen something of British justice in 
the colonies and in this country and have the deepest 
respect for it, more especially as it is dealt out not 
so much in the letter as in the spirit, with particular 
attention being paid to that specifically British 
virtue—common sense. If a man clearly has right 
on his side, then he is given right however badly

he may be aspected. But whoever has anything to do 
with the law, knows that it is by no means always 
clear. If two parties go to law, then, at least in most 
cases, it is because both think they are in the right 
and the decision is often so involved and complicated 
that the judge would have to be infallible in order to 
deal out absolute justice to both sides. We are all 
only human—a gall-stone can cause even a judge to 
be less merciful, a cold can make a generally brilliant 
counsel slower, less able than usual. ‘The opportune 
evidence of an important witness, the opportune 
receipt of damaging news, an impression of credibil- 
ity—a thousand different things can influence the 
progress and outcome of every proceeding, and 
every jurist in the world knows that good and bad 
luck play just as big a part in forensic matters as in 
any other human sphere. If it were not so, why 
should one go to a specially clever lawyer if one has 
a law case coming on. Any decent lawyer would be 
just as good ! 

‘Good luck” and ‘‘ Bad luck” play an important 
part in all human matters and the aspects of the Year’s 
Horoscope regulate these two factors. But it 1s up to us 
to use them correctly. 

The Radix or Natal Horoscope shows, so to speald 
which type of gifts and possibilities a musician has 
and which instrument he should play; the Year’s 
(Annual) Horoscope, which pieces are for him to 
play—sometimes they are pieces which are certain to 
have a success with the public and which cannot be 
‘‘murdered”’ even when badly played—sometimes 
they are boring pieces and sometimes bad ones. It is 
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often left to the musician’s choice to pick out the 
right piece—but always it is up to his energy and 
industry to play it as well as possible. ‘The analogy 
limps a bit here and there—but it comes very near 
to the truth. 

Let’s go back to our imaginary man with the bad 
Jupiter aspect. Well, he may give way to a tendency 
which will lead him to do something unwise. He 
should not let himself get involved in a law suit. But 
above all, let him, for Heaven’s sake, avoid doing 
anything which may bring him into conflict with the 
law and its representatives in the widest sense— 
i.e., with any kind of authority. Under such an 
aspect, twenty-five cigarettes above the allowance 
might bring a heavy fine by the customs authorities, 
a slight mistake in the income-tax return might be 
discovered, followed up and lead to uncomfortable 
consequences, a box on the ear given to someone in 
justified anger over some impudence might cause a 
blood vessel to break in the ear and lead to deafness 
and a prosecution for damages. IIl-luck dogs him 
during this time and it is therefore advisable to 
spend that time as quietly and unobtrusively as 
possible. I have often advised men of independent 
means who are not bound to remain in one place to 
go away for a holiday during a bad Jupiter aspect— 
away from their usual circles. (But not to undertake 
any dangerous sport! Jupiter aspects sometimes lead 
to broken bones.) There they would be less likely to 
hear of attractive propositions and new plans or a 
‘“‘specially good opportunity”’ for some business or 
other—plans, projects and business deals under a 
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bad Jupiter aspect are highly suspicious. They never 
turn out to be lucky. No planet influences good and 
bad luck in business affairs so much as Jupiter, 
which the Romans called “‘fortuna major’’—the 
greater fortune. It goes so far that I have often been 
able to decide after a glance at the Jupiter curve for 
the last twelve years, when anyone has had good or 
bad luck in business and—since Jupiter’s path has 
been exactly worked out astronomically—when he 
will have good or bad luck. Naturally it is a very 
relative affair and primarily depends on two things: 
firstly, how strong the Radix (natal) horoscope is of 
itself, especially as regards the positions of Jupiter 
and the Sun; secondly, what chances of fulfilment 
are offered by the person. In the life of a married 
woman who has no business career, but has en- 
trenched herself behind the horoscope of her hus- 
band, good and bad Jupiter aspects will only affect 
her slightly—the bad, possibly, in the form of an 
unpleasant, discordant time, general depression, a 
disappointment. In the life of a post-office official 
who does the same work day after day, there is also 
little to catch hold of. But a bad Jupiter aspect may 
lead to quarrels with a superior, an oversight in 
business with serious consequences—perhaps dis- 
missal; a good Jupiter aspect to promotion or 
increase in salary. But in the case of people whose 
lives present many opportunities of being attacked, 
especially people with more or less independent 
positions, the aspects generally work very strongly. 

In order to give the possibility of checking up on 
this, I have published a table at the end of this book 
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from which it may be clearly seen which people during 
the last years have had good and bad fupiter aspects 
and when and which people will have them in the next 
seven years. 

Compare it with your own life and the lives of 
your friends, but remember one thing: the few 
weeks of a Jupiter aspect often pass apparently un- 
eventfully. But during this time you may meet some- 
one who later means a lot to you. Or you may lay the 
foundation of something new which may only be 
developed at a later date. The roots of subsequent 
events always lie under a Jupiter aspect. 

On the subject of how the aspects have or will 
work out, the tables can give no answer—that is only 
possible by correct deduction from the individual 
horoscope. But it should be interesting to check the 
past and useful to know what sort of aspects are 
ahead. A lot may be done under a good Jupiter 
aspect (the more energy and activity one develops, 
the better)—and under a bad aspect one may lose 
one’s shirt if one is not careful and discreet. The 
table is a signpost—in many cases a valuable sign- 
post. In no way does it replace an individual annual 
horoscope, especially as the Jupiter aspects are not 
the only aspects. 

There are the Mercury aspects—short, quick and 
often sharp working aspects with a period of one to 
three days. Good Mercury aspects are effective in 
business. Short journeys begun under a good Mer- 
cury aspect bear the germ of success, and negotia- 
tions carried through under this aspect (that 1s to 
say, under the kernel of this aspect, which can be 
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determined exactly) lead to favourable results. Bad 
Mercury aspects demand care in business, avoidance 
of important negotiations, no financial loans if one 
wants them paid back, and so on. 

There are the Venus aspects which not only 
influence love affairs but all social matters. Dinners, 
parties, balls, given under a good Venus aspect are 
- successful—under a bad aspect they drag along or 
may end in quarrels or some other annoying experi- 
ence. In addition, Venus aspects influence corres- 
pondence and documents. Under a bad Venus aspect 
it is as well to read through documents three times 
before signing, for only too often there is some 
important mistake in them which may be fateful 
later on. 

There are the Mars aspects. Under the good ones 
we feel an increase of energy, are fresher, more 
active, we can get through our work more quickly. 
Under bad aspects we are often irritable and bad- 
tempered and have a tendency to rashness and 
violent impulses. "his expresses itself sometimes in 
over-impetuous and so clumsy movements which 
often lead to small injuries and accidents. 

There are the Saturn aspects, lengthy, often even 
‘“‘chronic”’ aspects. Under good ones there is streng- 
thening of our general situation—especially through 
the help of people older than ourselves or those born 
under a sign ruled by Saturn. Bad Saturn aspects 
generally work in a depressing manner and lead to 
endless procrastination. Everything is put off and 
one has the feeling that one will never get away from 
these lead-footed delays 
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There are the Uranus aspects, more lengthy, more 
dragged out even that Saturn’s. But they can bring 
rapid, flashing events, surprises, sudden changes; I 
have seen how people under good Uranus aspects 
have suddenly changed their profession, have come 
into an entirely unexpected inheritance, have suc- 
ceeded in risky adventures. Under bad Uranus 
aspects I have seen them receive sudden news of 
death, suffer accidents, get involved in revolutions 
(Uranus—revolution) which later, under a bad 
Jupiter aspect (authority) have led to imprisonment. 
Bad Uranus aspects are specially bad for people 
having anything to do with modern machinery— 
above all, airmen, but also for inventors and in many 
respects people connected with the film industry. 
Under good Uranus aspects, inventors will receive 
new ideas, film-actors fresh engagements and so on. 

Not very much is known of Pluto aspects—it 
appears in general as though its influence resembles 
Mars’s but in a weaker way. 

The Moon aspects nearly always work on the 
emotions only. The Sun aspects work in relation to 
visits to ruling personages and other people in 
high positions. ‘They are short-lived (one to two 
days) and not particularly strong. 

On the other hand, the aspects of mysterious 
Neptune are often very strong. Neptune travels 
extremely slowly. It takes 156 years to travel the 
same distance through the Zodiac as the Moon 
travels in four weeks, the Sun in one year, and 
Jupiter in about twelve years. Its aspects work more 
on conditions than on events. Good aspects bring 
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ideas of a high level, give intuition, stir one’s imagina- 
tion. Badly aspected, it leads to confusion of thought, 
over-heated imagination, hallucinations and some- 
times to insanity. It frequently induces deception 
and fraud. Here again its characteristics are far from 
being completely investigated. Since its discovery it 
has only passed through about half the Zodiac and 
we have not yet the experience of how it works, for 
example, in Scorpio or Capricorn. At the present 
moment it is in Virgo. | 

The description of the aspects of the planets is 
anything but complete—it only serves as an indica- 
tion. There are masses of possibilities, and again 
only the personal horoscope can give exact informa- 
tion. Satisfactory as it is that space is given to 
astrology in most of the newspapers of the world 
to-day, it is also to be regretted that the astrological 
information printed therein—if done by people who 
know something of the subject— is apt to give quite 
a wrong impression of astrological work. A Year’s 
Horoscope, that is the statement of “‘current”’ 
aspects of a person, is really only reliable when it 
is based on a personal natal horoscope—and since 
every horoscope differs, this cannot possibly be done 
in the space allotted by a newspaper. The best news- 
paper forecast is a very doubtful, inexact statement 
to be accepted with caution. It is better than nothing 
—but that is all. 

As against that, the personal horoscope is of 
invaluable assistance—so much so that I have only 
sympathy for those who live without it. How many 
opportunities they miss! They take their holidays 
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heedlessly in a time specially well aspected, and 
whilst they are contentedly sunning themselves on 
the Riviera, they are missing glowing opportunities. 
They suspect some good business and go blindly 
into another bad and deceptive one. They marry 
someone from whom after a year they are bound to 
separate and thus have to pay for the rest of their 
days for the great mistake of not having their horo- 
scopes compared with those of their proposed part- 
ners. They buy lottery-tickets year after year, while 
a glance at the fifth House of their horoscopes would 
show them that they have not the slightest chance of 
winning. They expose to danger and damage those 
parts of their bodies most liable to harm. They tie 
themselves up in business partnerships which ruin 
them, and travel by aeroplane during a strong acci- 
dent aspect. A man who plunges blindfold through the 
_ London streets is distinctly safer than a man without a 
horoscope. 

If only they knew how much money alone they 
could save! An insurance company starting an astro- 
logical department would save itself tens of thous- 
ands a year. And their clients would be only too 
grateful if they could be warned in time against 
accident aspects. An insurance policy is all very 
well, but to keep alive is better—as a rule, anyhow. 

It is however no easy matter at the moment to get 
a correct, exact and truly well-worked-out horo- 
scope. There are startlingly few true astrologers, and 
those who shout loudest are not always the best. 
Now, after you have been able to convince your- 
selves ‘‘how it is done’’, you will be able to appreci- 
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ate that ‘‘ Life Horoscopes”’, “‘ Life Readings”’ and 
‘‘Cabbalistic Horoscopes’’, to be obtained for a few 
shillings, should hardly be treated seriously. ‘The 
value of a real horoscope prepared by a true and 
gifted astrologer cannot be estimated in pounds, 
shillings and pence. It may mean thousands a year 
more to a big business man, hundreds to the smaller 
one—and thus many a small business man may 
become a big one if he recognizes his capacity and 
opportunities from his horoscope. But important as 
may be the material value, it is by no means the 
greatest: this is Self-knowledge; the increased ability 
to be happy; the fact that a man possesses something 
that no one else has got—/uzs, only Mus horoscope 
gives him an entirely justified feeling of his own im- 
portance. 1am not talking of those pompous asses of 
large or small size, whose inflated self-importance 
already gets on our nerves anyway. But most of us 
require an added dose of pluck and increased self- 
confidence: hence all the systems and correspon- 
dence courses which claim to increase this more or 
less artificially. Astrology claims nothing artificial— 
it enables a man to know himself and proves to him 
that he is not just one of a herd but that he has his 
definite place in the world, a position in the cosmos, 
and that it is his duty to fill it. Astrology shows him 
where his talents lie, given to him by God through 
the power of the stars and by means of which he 
should “‘profit”’ as it says in the Holy Bible. This 
feeling of one’s own importance strengthens the feel- 
ing of responsibility and prevents any fatalistic feel- 
ing. That is why I said in the first chapter that 
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astrology properly understood must lead one away 
from fatalism, instead of leading to fatalism as so 
many of the ignorant believe. 

The value of a horoscope cannot be financially 
reckoned. All that can be paid for is the tzme of the 
astrologer, and the value of his time naturally varies 
just as much as that of a doctor or lawyer. The fee 
for a Natal Horoscope and a Year’s Horoscope would 
therefore vary from three to twenty-five guineas, 
and more, and no true astrologer will undertake to 
cast a horoscope without receiving the assurance that 
the one consulting him is doing so purely from 
genuine interest in astrology, and that the informa- 
tion received will not be taken in a sense of fatalism, 
that is to say, as fortune-telling. It is hard work, 
which takes at least two days, often more, and of 
course requires great consideration. 
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EIGHT years ago astrology became my hobby. A 
world of knowledge was opened to me when I began 
to study the horoscopes of interesting and noted 
personalities, and to follow their lives astrologically. 
It cannot be foreseen how the history of the world 
would have developed had the “‘great men” been 
correctly advised astrologically—that is, had they 
not in so many cases made decisive errors, which 
cost them thrones, positions and lives—and on 
occasions destroyed their grand life’s work. It is 
highly probable that long ago we should have had 
the United States of Europe with a not so much 
‘international’? as simply ‘‘European”’ policing. 
Huge armies and air forces would be a thing of the 
past barbaric centuries, abolished—war just as in- 
conceivable as one man murdering another in Picca- 
dilly Circus, while the passers-by continue calmly 
on their way, or at the most, say, ‘“ Dear, dear!” 

The brain of an H.G. Wells is more adapted to 
describe the history of mankind with Astrology in 
use by everybody. 

Let us have a look at a selection of horoscopes 
during the last couple of thousand years, taken at 
random—now that we have a rough idea of the 
significance of the planets and the ‘‘ Houses”’. 
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Here is the horoscope of a man whose name, even 
to-day, after nearly two thousand years, still arouses 
abhorrence and repulsion—a man, who caused his 
own mother to be murdered, who was an addict to 
every unnatural vice, who delivered up countless 
innocent men and women to a martyr’s death, who 
let a city of a million inhabitants burn to the ground 
in order to have the pleasure of witnessing a fire so 
that it might give him inspiration for a poem! The 
horoscope of the Roman Emperor, Nero. Knowing 
that it is Ais horoscope, we are in the position of a 
doctor who knows that his patient is suffering from, 
shall we say, tuberculosis—and as this doctor would 
begin with an examination of the lungs, so will we 
first examine what Nero’s driving power, his energy, 
looks like: that is the position of Mars, in his horo- 
scope. It is in Taurus. I have already explained that 
each planet has a different significance in the various 
signs. Mars, for example, rules in Aries and Scorpio, 
is “‘exalted’’, that is to say, specially developing its 
good influences, in Capricorn; strong and also good 
in Leo; weak in Cancer; ‘‘in detriment” in Libra 
and ‘Taurus. Here, therefore, it diffuses its bad 
characteristics. Taurus, as a Venus-ruled sign, is 
“incompatible”? with Mars and causes it to lose its 
best influence. Its energy is turned to brute force. 
In addition, in Nero’s horoscope Mars and Venus 
are in conjunction, that is, “‘close to one another’”’, 
and this often leads to physical excesses and licen- 
tiousness, to diseases of the genital organs and to 
forcible separation from people one loves. Further, 
Mars has a bad aspect with Jupiter (authority, power 
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of position, law), so the energy is directed against 
law and order. This is applicable not only in respect 
to violent, ‘‘unlawful”’ acts, but also—owing to the 
close conjunction of Mars and Venus—in respect to 
unlawful, disorderly sexual impulses, perversions. 
Jupiter stands in Scorpio, in the fifth House (sport, 
games, gambling, love affairs, pleasures). The Sun 
(personality, mind) is at the Cusp of the twelfth 
House (enemies, misfortunes) and, what is more, in 
bad aspect with Saturn and with no mitigating good 
aspect. This always denotes coldness and crass 
egotism. ‘The Moon (feelings) has a bad aspect with 
Mars (energy). In Nero’s tenth House (career, rise, 
position) there is the Moon and Pars Fortunae—a 
clear indication of a rise and high position in life. 
Mercury (reason) has no less than three excellent 
aspects—so we are dealing with a highly intellectual 
and gifted person. Again, Mercury is close to the 
Ascendant (physical), where, in the first place, it 
always works strongly, and in the second place often 
brings the physical into direct association with the 
reasoning powers (acting!). Venus, also in Taurus— 
its own sign—bestows artistic gifts. lam not quoting 
this horoscope only as a curiosity, but for a very 
special reason, namely: A man with this horoscope 
need not by any means become a Nero. If this man, 
instead of being a member of the Imperial family 
of the Claudius, had been born the son of a suburban 
cobbler or baker, he would certainly have risen in life 
owing to the Moon and Pars Fortunae being in the 
House of Career. But it would have made him, shall — 
we say, a theatrical director who would also have 
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played the leading roles himself, and as such he 
would certainly have had great success; he would 
have given his colleagues a devil of a time, would 
have been boastful, conceited and loud, would have 
distributed cuffs and kicks indiscriminately and 
would have been locked up for assault many times. 
But that is all—except his end, which even in this 
case would probably have been a sudden and violent 
one. (Saturn badly aspected by the Sun in the House 
of Enmity, rules the fourth House: second half of 
life, the end.) 

But fortune decreed that this born actor and intel- 
lectual should come into the world as a member of a 
ruling imperial family. Here his rise could only mean 
the throne and there he showed what happens when 
a natural actor sits on the greatest throne of the 
world. He could, and must, play every part, was 
high-priest, public singer, racer, dancer and harp- 
player. He “‘won” the Olympic Games as a racer in 
Athens (the other competitors knew only too well 
what would happen to them if he did not win!). He 
even appeared in public as a woman. He let Rome 
burn because he needed the fire for local colour in 
his Iliad, so that he might beat his dead competitor, 
Homer, at his own game. His histrionic nature had 
not grown to the majesty of a throne. His bad char- 
acteristics tumbled over each other, there was noth- 
ing there to stop them, no police, no law, no one to 
check him. Thus he was the personification of con- 
ceit, intemperance and cruelty. Not the stars but the 
‘throne made him Nero.

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More than one and a half thousand years later a 
boy was born on the island of Corsica, whose parents 
gave him the name of Napoleon. His surname was 
Buonaparie. He was Leo-born—naturally—and the 
description of the higher Leo type fits him perfectly. 
In the tenth House—where Mussolini has the revo- 
lutionary planet Uranus and Pars Fortunae— 
Napoleon has also Pars Fortunae, the Sun and— 
Saturn. Any astrologer would have predicted a 
mighty rise. But the sun (mind, personality) has a 
bad aspect with Jupiter (law)—and, incidentally, the 
choice of first Consul and to an even stronger degree 
his coronation as Emperor were illegal acts. He 
forced the Pope to crown him, then at the altar took 
the crown from his hands and himself set it on his 
head. In his ninth House (foreign countries, long 
journeys, but also deep thoughts and philosophy) we 
find Mercury, the planet of travel, of personal and 
mental restlessness. In the seventh House, the 
House of Marriage, there is Uranus, the planet of 
tension and revolution, and no other planet could 
rule a married life such as Napoleon had. Further, 
the seventh House denotes also partnerships, so for 
a statesman and emperor, naturally, alliances. Since 
Uranus is badly aspected, it is not surprising that 
time and time again his allies rebelled against him. 
The Moon (feelings) is in Capricorn (in detriment !) 
in opposition to Saturn (material, time, hindrances) 
in the tenth House (rise, career, position): the fact 
that his sentiments influenced some of the most 
important decisions in his career led to his fall and 
to the “‘cessation of continuance”? of his life’s work. 
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Whenever he followed his instinct he was right, his 
Sun (mind) and his Mercury (reason) are of 
excellent strength in his horoscope. But when he 
was swayed by his feelings (Moon) then the bad 
aspect came into power. Sentiment was responsible 
for the unfortunate Egyptian expedition with the 
fantastic aim of following the route of Alexander the 
Great’s conquering expedition to India. Sentiment 
promoted the idea to make himself of equal blood- 
rank with the ruling-houses of Europe by marrying 
an Austrian archduchess. The marriage only brought 
discontent and faithlessness; the child of this marri- 
age, the “‘ King of Rome’’, had an unhappy fate and 
died young—and in spite of the marriage Austria 
went to war with him. Another decisive factor con- 
tributing to his fall was his character and the male- 
volent position of Saturn in the tenth House. Saturn 
in the tenth House, badly aspected, brings rise and 
fall. (Napoleon the Third also had this aspect, which 
caused him to rise from a small adventurer without 
a drop of imperial blood in his veins to become ruler 
of France—only again to hurl him from the throne. 
A dictator of the present day also has this aspect.) 

The horoscope of Napoleon has one thing in 
common with Nero’s: he had no need to become the 

great historical figure he did. Had mother Laetitia 
_ Buonaparte, née Ramolino, had his horoscope cast 
at his birth, the astrologer would most certainly 
have prophesied a great rise in the world—but 
surely not a rise to the throne of France and practic- 
ally the rulership of more than half Europe. The 
career of a great and victorious General was in itself 
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a great rise. ‘he fact that he was able to make more 
out of his constellation is due above all to his iron 
self-discipline, his will and ambition, which had 
already shown itself at the Military School at 
Brienne. 

Oscar Wilde also had Saturn in his tenth House 
—rise and fall. The ex-Kaiser, William I], had 
Mars (will, energy, aggressiveness, war) at the Cusp 
of the tenth House (rise, position) in conjunction, so 
in immediate proximity with Neptune (higher 
thoughts, but also shipping, sea journeys and fleets) 
and the creation of a fleet, especially a war fleet, - 
was one of his great aims. ‘This is a good opportunity 
to get to know the planets from another point of 
view. ‘The typical Mars working is always ‘‘ener- 
getic”’ in some way—but a lot hangs on those words, ~ 
‘“‘some way’. For Neptune working we have coined 
the high-sounding phrase, “higher spirituality”’. 
But one phrase by no means ends the matter. Well 
aspected, Neptune leads to inspiration; badly as- 
pected, to chaotic thoughts, to fascinating but un- 
formed, unreliable ideas. Such a Neptune in im- 
mediate proximity to the energizing Mars may only 
too easily lead to mistakes, to false employment of 
energy, and if we look further into the Kaiser’s 
horoscope we find the position of the Sun at the 
Cusp of the eighth House (death) in Aquarius (in 
detriment) and that of Jupiter (in the twelfth House, 
misfortune, enmity) in Gemini (also in detriment). 
Nevertheless, the Sun and Jupiter have a good as- 
pect with one another, which always indicates an 
outstandingly excellent, honest and noble disposi- 
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tion. It is interesting to compare his horoscope 
with that of his uncle, Edward VII, whose Mars is 
in conjunction with the ex-Kaiser’s Mercury—Mars 
in conjunction with Mercury always leads to friction. 
They got on each other’s nerves. Uranus (revolu- 
tion) in Edward VII’s horoscope is exactly on the 
Cusp of Wilhelm’s House of Career—which threa- 
tened the ex-Kaiser’s position. 

Edward VII’s horoscope (he was born in London 
at 10.48 a.m. on November gth, 1841) is an unusu- 
ally strong one, with the Sun and Pars Fortunae (the 
former point) in the tenth House—he would have 
had a brilliant career even had he not come into the 
world as son of the Queen of England. Venus is in 
Libra, in the sign where it rules, making him elegant 
and charming. His Ascendant is ruled by Jupiter 
(it lies 27 degrees in Sagittarius) which, whilst it cer- 
tainly gives him joviality and great dignity of bear- 
ing, also gives him the tendency to excess of weight. 
Venus had a bad aspect with Mars which makes him 
exceptionally fond of love. It is in the ninth House, 
that is in the House of Foreign Countries. The 
observant reader should now have reached a point 
where he can make his own astrological deductions. 
The Moon in the eighth House (inheritance, death) 
points to a great heritage—but it is badly aspected 
with Saturn (material, time)—he had a long time to 
wait ; put into plain words (which often come nearest 
to the truth) he would be old before he came into 
his inheritance. Mercury in the House of Friendship 
(eleventh) makes him popular with a wide circle of 
friends, amongs them some in Mercury (commer- 
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cial) circles—such as Sir Ernest Cassel. But the Cusp 
of the House lies in Scorpio, where Mars rules, and 
Mars has a good aspect with Uranus and, as already 
mentioned, a bad aspect with Venus in the House of 
Foreign Countries—his foreign friends were not 
always people who could be introduced to Court. 
Saturn and Mars in the first House, according to 
astrological experience, often point to early loss of 
the father; Neptune, in the second, to extravagance 
in financial matters; Uranus, also in the House of 
Money, strengthens this inclination and, in addition, 
throws an aspect on the Cusp of the fifth House 
(sport, games, pleasures, gambling). A man who 
enjoys life to the utmost, is the verdict of the astro- 
loger. But what an understanding nature! What 
natural dignity, even during his pleasures! The 
Sun (tenth) in good aspect with Mars (first) indicates 
that his energy works strongly and beneficially in his 
high position. How much more understanding may 
a people expect from its king when he knows life so 
thoroughly! The fact that the Cusp of the tenth 
House (rise, position) lies in a Mars sign (Scorpio) 
points to possibilities of war. He did not live to see 
this war but he saw it coming and cleverly prepared 
his country for it. 

In the horoscope of King George V (born in 
London at 1.18 a.m. on June 3rd, 1865) Neptune 
(shipping fleet) is on the Ascendant, and the Cusp 
of the first House (personality, character) is in an 
excellent aspect with Mars—as a Sea King he 
became popular. The horoscope of a king often 
logically allows one to make deductions on the 
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fate of his country: we find the Sun only well 
aspected in the second House (finance and posses- 
sions) a good sign for the commercial and industrial 
development of the country. Uranus (modern inven- 
tion, revolution, catastrophe, unexpected and sudden 
events, abrupt separation) stands in the third House 
(relatives, documents, short journeys) and is well 
aspected with Saturn (age, time) and badly with 
Jupiter (law, authority) and the Moon (feelings, 
crowds, peoples). In the House of Relationship, 
Uranus often leads to the death of relatives— his 
brother died and, thus, he became the heir to the 
throne (Jupiter), but to begin with was not popular 
with the people (Moon). But with increasing age 
(Saturn) he became all the more loved and when he 
died the whole world mourned the loss of the first 
Gentleman of the age. I know of no horoscope in 
which the blessed old-age influence of Saturn is 
more pronounced than in his. 

The bad aspect of Jupiter in the tenth House 
(foreign countries) with Uranus in the House of 
Relationship, indicates a separation from foreign 
relations and led to the official (Jupiter) adoption of 
the family name of Windsor. 

Very significant is the horoscope of Mahatma 
Gandhi. The sun in Libra (of course! where else 
could it be!) makes him a born diplomat, the Moon in 
Leo indicates leadership. The Moon (in the House-of 
career) is in bad aspect with Mars, Venus and Jupiter. 
His career leads to struggle (Mars) against the law, 
the authorities (Jupiter). But Venus is in conjunction 
with Mars—and this alliance of harmony and energy 
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in his character (both planets are in the first, the char- 
acter House) leads to peaceful struggle, or, in his own 
terms: non co-operation and civil disobedience. 

Uranus, planet of revolution, is in the ninth House 
(foreign countries, foreigners, but also: philosophy) 
—very near to the Cusp of the House of career, but 
not in it, like Mussolini’s Uranus. Gandhi’s “‘revolu- 
tion’’ will always be on the threshold; it will never 
enter, and the reason is partly a philosophical one— 
Gandhi’s ways and Mussolini’s ways are bound to be 
very different indeed. Jupiter is in the seventh House 
(partner-ships, parties), and his authority over a poli- 
tical party is one of the most important factors in 
his life. The Sun is in the twelfth House (enmity, 
misfortune), and in square to Uranus—he was 
imprisoned several times under bad transit aspects. 
The Cusp of the tenth House, the Medium Celli, 
is in Cancer, and therefore ruled by the Moon 
(feelings, people, the masses). The people, the 
masses, are what he is fighting for. But the end 
of the fight is now very near. 

The horoscope of King George VI has Jupiter 
(authority, responsible office) in the tenth House 
(rise) whose Cusp is 7 degrees in Leo, so ruled by 
the Sun. This alone points to the throne—for where 
else could a Duke of York rise? Mars as ruler of the 
House of Marriage, in perfect aspect with Jupiter, 
points to a partner in marriage of strong character 
and blessed influence. Neptune in the House of 
Death brought the Duke of York (as he was then) 
into danger of death during a sea journey (battle of 
Jutland). The most important aspect seems to me 
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to be the wonderful ‘Trine between Jupiter in the 
House of Career with Mars—with this aspect in the 
horoscope of a king, his people may, from an astro- 
logical point of view, face a possible danger of war with 
equanimity and courage. 


Hitler has Saturn (in Leo) in the House of 
Career (tenth) well aspected with Uranus (revolu- 
tion) and badly with the sun, Venus and Mars. 
Uranus stands in the house of Enmity (twelfth) in 
bad aspect with Mercury (money, intellectual 
matters, commercial) and the Moon (people). ‘The 
Cusp of the tenth House (also called Medium 
Cceli—mid-heaven) receives a bad aspect from the 
Sun. The excellently aspected Jupiter andthe Moon, 
also almost only well aspected in the third House 
(relatives, correspondence, documents, writing, 
_ short journeys) points to his tremendous success in 
written work, propaganda and short journeys for 
election purposes—especially as Jupiter is in its own 
House (the Cusp is in Sagittarius, where Jupiter 
rules). ‘The seventh House (marriage, partnerships, 
alliances) contains three planets: Venus, Mercury 
and Mars, and in addition, the Sun. Mussolini also 
has Mars, Saturn and the deceitful Neptune in the 
House of Alliances—and the Moon. The horoscopes 
of both dictators thus show the strongest partner- 
ship and alliance constellations: they made their way 
through partnerships—through their parities (it is 
interesting for astrologers to note that Mussolini has 
Mars in a Venus sign in his seventh House and 
Hitler Venus in a Mars sign!). In the House. of 
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Death there is Neptune completely devoid of as- 
pects. The Cusp lies in a Venus sign—and Venus has 
a bad aspect with Saturn (in the House of Career). 
Hitler’s fantastic rise has to be explained by Saturn’s 
presence in the tenth House (compare with Napo- 
leon I and Napoleon III) and the excellently aspected 
Sun, Moon and, above all, Jupiter. His Jupiter (law) 
has not a single bad aspect. Of course, like all other 
people, Hitler has good and bad transit-aspects in his 
life; if Jupiter in its course is to come at o degrees 
47 minutes Aquarius or Scorpio or Leo, he has a 
bad Jupiter aspect. But if one has such a splendid 
Jupiter in the Natal Horoscope, misfortune comes 
less severely—one has ‘“‘fortune in misfortune”’. 
When Hitler undertook his putsch in November 
1923, Saturn, the father of hindrances, stood in 
opposition to his seventh House (party!). Jupiter 
stood in the inimical Scorpio and Mercury in bad 
aspect to Hitler’s Saturn in the House of Career. 
Even the Sun stood badly in Scorpio and the Moon 
(also in Scorpio). Venus stood in opposition to 
Hitler’s Neptune (in the House of Death). The 
putsch could not be successful. Hitler had practically 
the entire solar system against him. The party was 
dissolved. But Hitler himself got away with a short 
term of imprisonment, thanks to his good Jupiter 
in his natal horoscope, and even this imprisonment 
brought him countless new followers. 

President Roosevelt has the Moon (people) in the 
House of Career and also Mars (energy, power, war). 
But as Moon and Mars are only well aspected, 
America under his government should not be in- 
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volved in an unfortunate war, and the Moon indi- 
cates great popularity with his people—which led to 
his re-election. Neptune and Jupiter in bad aspect to 
the Cusp of the sixth House (health, subordinates) 
point to his known physical infirmity. ‘The constel- 
lation of the House of Foreign Countries (ninth) 
does not look too good, with Neptune and Jupiter 
therein, both in bad aspects to the Sun. Here in itself 
lies the danger of conflict with a foreign power— 
although not necessarily war. 

But it is not only the horoscopes of kings, dictators 
and presidents which are of interest. The Career 
House of Mrs. Pankhurst is in the Scorpio sign and 
so is ruled by Mars (energy, aggressiveness). 
Richard Wagner’s contains Mars itself and in addi- 
tion the Moon, well aspected and in conjunction 
with Pars Fortunae (success—Pars Fortunae; popu- 
larity—the Moon; after a hard battle—Mars). 

Mrs. Blavatsky, the founder of the ‘Theosophical 
Movement, has Uranus and Jupiter in conjunction 
at the Cusp of the eleventh House (long journeys, 
higher thought, philosophy)—and in the imagina- 
tive sign of Aquarius. Both planets are in good 
aspects to the Moon (feelings) and to Venus (love, 
romance). But Uranus has an opposition to the Sun 
(mind) and her Neptune (higher spirituality) is un- 
aspected and therefore without support. She was 
certainly no hypocrite. The only question is: Did 
she deceive herself? Her successor, Mrs. Besant, has 
Jupiter ruling her eleventh House in conjunction 
with the Moon. Both stars stand ‘‘ruling”’ and 
‘“‘exalted”’ in the sign of Cancer. But Uranus (in 
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Aries) has no less.than five bad aspects and the 
“Lord of birth” (the planet ruling the ascendant 
sign) is Mars. The battle for the idea seems to have 
been more important to her than the idea itself. The 
gift of occult knowledge is visible in both horo- 
scopes. I mention them as an interesting example. 
I, personally, understand nothing about the occult. 
In any case it has nothing to do with astrology and, 
therefore, I do not like it much when I see the two 
subjects under the same heading—in periodicals as 
well as in text-books. Astrology is just as closely 
allied to occultism as is medicine to architecture, 
shall we say. A doctor can have a house built for 
him—an architect may have to be operated on for 
appendicitis. An astrologer may be present at a 
seance, an occultist have his horoscope cast. But 
that is all there is to it. Occultism deals with the 
dead—astrology with the living. The dead are 
merely interesting to the astrologer as a method of 
checking-up, just as they are to the historian. 
Amongst the leaders of our day there is one whose 
horoscope should prove particularly interesting— 
the present Secretary of State for War, the Right 
Honourable Leslie Hore-Belisha. He comes from 
the intellectual side (Sun in Virgo, Mercury in 
Virgo, Mars in Virgo, Jupiter in Gemini), but the 
Moon in Leo, wonderfully aspected, and Uranus in 
Scorpio, equally well aspected, predestine him for 
leadership. The Ascendant in the 14th degree of 
Cancer gives him great powers of adaptability. Here is 
a man who can work himself into a strange environ- 
ment in an incredibly short time, and although 
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his duties of the moment may influence him slightly, 
his own personality will never suffer eclipse: it will, 
in fact, be merely enriched. In any walk of life this 
man would rise to the top. He would be a brilliant 
journalist, a publishing-house would flourish under 
his leadership, he would be invaluable as a Chief of 
Police. But his ambition, quite rightly, aims at 
higher things, and anyone who interests himself in 
the future politics of this country will never be able 
to reckon without him. It was extremely interesting 
for me to compare his horoscope with that of 
Disraeli. A number of the most important aspects 
are exactly the same in both horoscopes and for the 
rest the two horoscopes are comparable throughout. 
Hore-Belisha is only now coming into the full 
strength of his best political years and if he continues 
to make the right use of the incredible vitality and 
energy he possesses, he will very soon cease to be 
the yeast which raises the placid cake of the Cabinet, 
but will be the baker himself—that is to say, the 
responsible leader of his country’s politics—the 
Prime Minister. 

We have now examined several horoscopes of 
living and dead people. The question arises as to 
whether animals also have horoscopes. Tests have 
been made in this respect (especially in England). 
But it is too early to speak of results and there are 
still so many and more important problems to be 
solved on human horoscopes. Horoscopes of companies, 
governments and ships, however, are quite another 
matter. Results here are clear and unrestricted. 
I will only give one example—but what an example! 
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On May 31st, 1911, at forty-two minutes past 
noon, a ship glided down the slips of a Belfast yard. 
I have cast the horoscope of this ship. The Ascendant 
(physical, so in this case the body of the ship) in 
Virgo is well aspected with Neptune—it was built 
with great nautical skill—well aspected with Uranus 
—the engines were perfect—well aspected with the 
Moon—it was intended to carry large quantities of 
people (Moon—people)—well aspected with Venus 
—it was elegant and beautiful—well aspected with 
Mercury—it was of importance to commerce. But 
the Ascendant had an opposition with Mars, point- 
ing to ‘‘bodily danger’’. Mercury (reason but also 
commerce, trade) is the “‘lord of birth”’ (it rules the 
Ascendant’s sign) and stands typically in the ninth 
House (long journeys) and is, in fact, in conjunction 
with the austere Saturn, the father of hindrances. 
Both are in opposition to Jupiter (law—but in its 
effect, the distributor of luck in profession or call- 
ing). So it was not a lucky ship, more expecially as 
Jupiter has, in addition, a bad aspect with Uranus 
(tension, machinery, catastrophe). In the House of 
Career (tenth) there is Neptune, Venus and the 
Moon—the last in opposition to Uranus. The Cusp 
of the tenth House lies in the Mercury sign 
Gemini, and mercurial, mercantile was the antici- 
pated career of this ship. But the Cusp receives no 
aspects. . . . The Cusp of the House of Death 
(eighth) lies in the Mars sign—Aries—and we recol- 
lect that Mars itself stood in opposition to the 
Ascendant. Further, the Cusp of this house forms an 
evil square with Neptune (sea journeys). These are 
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bad omens. But Mars has good aspects with several 
planets. It would need very bad aspects in the Year’s 
Horoscope to release its rage of destruction. Let us 
see, then, what these aspects were on our ship’s 
maiden voyage. By the way, the name of that ship 
was Titanic. 

On April roth, 1912, at noon, the Titanic set forth 
on her maiden voyage. I have cast a horoscope for 
this moment also. To an astrologer the picture is 
staggering. The Ascendant (the body of the ship) is 
now in Leo, in opposition to Uranus (machinery, 
catastrophe) and to the Moon (travellers). It has a 
good aspect with Jupiter (law)—and we know that 
discipline was prominent in the disaster. The badly- 
positioned (“‘retrograde’’) Jupiter could not do more 
against the two bad aspects. The sun was “‘exalted”’ 
in Aries at the Cusp of the tenth House (career). 
The journey was particularly important and was to 
bring ‘‘rise’’—namely, the speed record of the 
Atlantic, the famous Blue Ribbon. But it had a bad 
aspect with Neptune. The Sun (20 degrees in Aries), 
Neptune (21 degrees in Cancer—an almost exact 
angle of go degrees, so a square), and Neptune itself 
stood in the twelfth House (enemies, misfortune). 
Beyond this square with the Sun it was also in oppo- 
sition to the Moon (people, travellers) and in square 
with Mercury (commerce, goods). Neptune, the 
ruler of ocean and sea journeys, was inimical to 
the ship’s career and its particular object on this 
trip—inimical to the passengers, inimical to the 
cargo. Further there is a hostile aspect between the 
Sun and Moon, and the Moon stands in the sixth 
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House (subordinates, illness) in opposition to Nep- 
tune in the House of Misfortune. Jupiter (law, 
authority) is in the fifth House (sport! betting!). 
Venus rules in the fourth House (second half of life, 
the end) for the Cusp of the House is in the Venus 
sign Libra. Venus itself stands in the ninth House 
(long journeys) in square to Mars (energy, aggres- 
siveness, disturbance). It has a good aspect with 
Neptune and the Moon—the passengers had a 
happily excited time, amused themselves, played, 
danced—until the combined might of these fearful 
aspects broke into this voyage. .. . The Cusp of the 
House of Death was 28 degrees in Aquarius, and 
thus ruled by Uranus, by catastrophe. Uranus 
stands in conjunction with the Moon (travellers), in 
square with Mercury (goods) and is approaching the 
square with the Sun. Ship, passengers and cargo 
were ordained for death. ... 

What about the Captain’s horoscope? The horo- 
scope of Captain Smith has been cast by the British 
astrologer, Sepharial. Captain Smith has Neptune 
in his House of Death (eighth). In the ninth House 
(long journeys) there is Saturn (hindrances) and 
Uranus (catastrophe). The Sun and the Moon have 
a bad aspect with each other and both have a bad 
aspect with Mars! Thus it is about as bad an acci- 
dent constellation as there could be. This man 
should never have become a ship’s officer. But to 
work fatally, such a misfortune-constellation would 
have to have solution through the current aspects of 
the year. The constellation is like a powder maga- 
zine. But where is the spark to set it off? Let us 
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examine Captain Smith’s transit aspect during the 
fateful voyage. On the unhappy day, Uranus was in 
exact opposition to the place where the Moon stood 
at the moment of the captain’s birth, and exactly in 
the position which the Sun held at that same 
moment. Captain Smith had the aspects: Uranus 
opposition Moon, Uranus conjunction Sun. Anyone 
may have these aspects once without their indicating 
death through accident. But if one has such an 
accident constellation in the Natal Horoscope, these 
transit- -aspects will be the spark which sets off the 
powder magazine. Captain Smith was sacrificed to it. 

It was an unnecessary sacrifice! It cannot too 
often be repeated. ‘The ship should not have been 
launched at a moment which must stamp her as an 
unlucky ship. The captain might have been alive 
to-day—and also most of the passengers. In most 
cases, misfortune constellations can be avoided. 
Dynamite should not be stored under a shower of 
sparks. A death by water was standing out in the 
captain’s horoscope—other matters which would 
bring danger of death are just as easy to recognize 
and. since they always need to be set off through 
proportional bad aspects in the Year’s Horoscope, it 
is necessary to take special precautions under aspects 
of that type. Everyone gets these transit-aspects at 
more or less the same intervals—some of them once 
or twice in a lifetime, others more frequently— 
three or four times a year. But they are only danger- 
ous if there is an accident-constellation in the Natal 
Horoscope. There is no need for people knowing of 
their accident constellations in their Natal Horo-

scopes, to spend their lives in fear and trembling, ~ 
and, so to speak, always having death at their 
shoulder. All they need do is to be a little more care- 
ful than usual during a few days of the year. ‘To hell 
with the old mischievous story of the “‘Seer’’, as 
an astrologer was called in the olden days, who pro- 
phesied to some man that he would die in Ekbatana, 
a large Persian city; whereupon the man avoided 
Ekbatana during his whole life. He was taken ill 
when travelling through Armenia and had to spend 
the night in a village which was also called Ekbatana. 
Naturally he felt in duty bound to die! This and 
other similar stories all go to prove that you cannot 
run away from fate and its natural corollary is cripp- 
ling fatalism, which again leads to irresponsibility. 

Of course it can happen that one cannot escape 
an aspect even if one tries. But this is a hundred to 
one chance in the case of an accident-constellation 
if it be handled logically and judiciously. 

There is one further point to be made on the 
foundering of the Titanic. What about the horo- 
scopes of the many hundreds of passengers who 
went down with the ship? I know only one, that of 
the well-known spiritualist, W. T. Stead. Like 
Captain Smith, he had Neptune in his House of 
Death and an opposition between Sun and Moon. 
And Sun and Moon stood in square to Saturn. And 
Saturn stood in the eleventh House (long journeys). 
The only question is: Did all the other passengers 
have accident constellations too? I am firmly con- 
vinced of it—but also of the fact that their accident- 
constellations only came to effect through the con- 
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nection with an unlucky ship and an unlucky cap- 
tain. That is the very thing which makes people 
with accident-constellations in their Natal Horo- 
scopes so dangerous when they take up professions 
in which they offer these constellations the spark of 
destruction. 

It is dreadful to think that to-day there are 
dozens of such unlucky ships sailing the seas, 
that hundreds of aeroplanes are being flown by 
unlucky pilots, that there are unlucky drivers of 
express trains standing on the footplate—and that 
thousands of unsuspecting passengers are entering 
these dynamite-filled conveyances. 

That, and that alone, makes travelling, even to-day, 
a danger, and on that account a person should have 
his year’s horoscope so that he may know that it is 
safe for him to travel. 

No accident-aspect: no accident. If everyone had 
his horoscope, death through traffic accidents would 
be reduced to a minimum. 

Not every, not even every pronounced accident- 
constellation must bring about death—the result is 
often wounds or fractures, from sprained and dis- 
located fingers to complete disablement. That is 
naturally just as easily avoidable. 

What an amount of misfortune, pain and money 
could be saved—for instance, how much the insurance 
companies alone could save themselves if as well as the 
doctor’s examination they would have their clients’ 
horoscope cast. | analysed the Titanic disaster as a 
single example—but the number treated astrolo- 
gically is legion. The astrologer R. H. Naylor did all 
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he could to stop the flight of the tragic airship, R1o1 
—they did not listen to him. Edward Lyndoe, too, 
warned in vain, 

I myself have worked on hundreds of cases, 
amongst them an air disaster in Germany. One of 
my friends came to see me one day, and in course of 
conversation mentioned that he was flying the next 
day to Munich. I knew his horoscope and urgently 
advised him not to do it—his transit aspects were 
bad and he had an accident constellation in his natal 
horoscope. It took me a long time to persuade him 
to put off his trip for at least twelve hours and then 
to go by train. The aeroplane he was to have taken 
crashed and the pilot and passengers were killed. 
With a great deal of trouble I managed to get the 
exact birth dates of the unfortunate people and 
found in the pilot’s horoscope a strong accident- 
constellation, and in those of the passengers through- 
out accident-transits of an unusual strength.

In the second chapter I fired a complete broad- 
side of statements and promised to explain them in 
detail. There are twelve of them. No. 1 stated that 
astrology leads to the knowledge of every one of our 
fellow-creatures, to understand them and thereby 
to tolerance. This has been explained. We have dis- 
cussed the basic types of humanity and, by means 
of examples, we have seen how the individual horo- 
scopes differ in shade from the basic type. 

No. 2 stated that deduction may be made from a 
child’s horoscope as to the possibilities of career and 
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so enable him to be educated in the right way from 
the start. This, of course, is a natural sequence from 
point No. 1. If one really knows a man then one 
knows his capabilities. Artistic gifts, for example, are 
determined by the positions of Mercury, Venus and 
the Sun; possibilities of career from the tenth 
House (career) and the second House (finance)—in 
connection with the first House (character). The 
number of theoretical possibilities is, of course, 
extremely large. The strength of the gifts is also 
recognizable so that an answer may be given to the 
question, for instance, ‘‘is it worth while”’ letting 
the child have music lessons as early as this? How 
many children are tortured this way for years, when 
an astrologer could have told the parents right away 
that he would never, never play a Brahms or Beetho- 
ven Sonata in any way but mechanically. 

There are clear indications towards capabilities to 
become a doctor, lawyer, barrister, scientist, soldier, 
politician, actor, writer, engineer, architect, dress 
designer, theatrical director, bank manager, and so 
on, and so on. 

Point No. 3 stated that the accident statistics could 
be brought down to a fraction of to-day’s figures. It 
has been thoroughly discussed. Point No. 4stated that 
astrology can save a huge amount of human energy. 
This can be done by means of the Year’s Horoscope 
in conjunction with a goodly portion of logic. 

A Year’s Horoscope cannot make a furniture-re- 
mover conserve his energy, nor a bank official nor a 
postman, but it means something to an independent 
salesman to know when he should be fortunate and 
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when unfortunate, when is the best time to com- 
mence negotiations and when the worst, and so on. 

Anyone who is running his own business has 
had the experience that, quite independent of general 
ups and downs, things sometimes go more easily and 
sometimes with greater difficulty, or, to use astro- — 
logical terms, that sometimes one has ais aspects 
and sometimes bad. 

So why employ threefold energy tide a re 
aspect when it is so much easier under a good one? 
It all boils down to correct timing and the Year’s 
Horoscope gives information on that point. Where — 
possible, important negotiations are put off to those 
days with a good Mercury aspect (which everyone 
has several times a year); a contract or agreement 
should not be drawn up under a bad Venus aspect 
on, shall we say, Monday, because one runs the risk 
of spending hours in irritating discussions on trivial 
points—whereas exactly the same matter could be 
settled two days later in twenty minutes under a 
good aspect of the Sun. The energy thus saved can 
be used in other and better ways. 

Point No. 5 refers to medical astrology, and there 
is something more to be said on this subject. In 
describing the twelve basic types I have always 
mentioned to which illness they are most subject. 
This is, of course, just as general as the description 
of the character itself. Every individual horoscope 
has its own special health constellation. It is prin- 
cipally to be seen: (a) from the constellation of the 
sixth House (which planet rules it, where it stands, 
how it is aspected ; how the Cusp of the House is 
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aspected, which planets there are and how they are 
aspected.) (b): from the position of the Ascendant, 
that is, the Cusp of the first House. In addition 
there is the direct aspect between the Sun and the 
Moon (if any!) which is of importance to the 
strength or weakness of the whole nature. 

Medical astrology is not concerned with the 
healing of illnesses—that is the doctor’s business— 
it is concerned with the recognition of the ‘‘vulner- 
able points” of the individual and the consequent 
prophylactic advice. The casting of an “‘IIlIness 
Horoscope’’, recommended by some astrologers, is, 
I consider, a somewhat mistaken theory, for it is 
scarcely ever known at which hour the illness began, 
except in the case of some accidents or wounds or 
direct infection. In these cases an exact horoscope 
may certainly be cast which will give information 
as to the course and duration of the illness. Every 
part of the body and every bodily function is under 
a certain sign. A bad aspect between Venus and the 
Ascendant often leads to kidney trouble, Jupiter 
produces heart and liver diseases, the Moon, 
women’s illnesses, Mars, inflammations, Mercury, 
nervous disturbances, and so on. Operations are 
always dangerous on those days when the Moon 
stands in the sign ruling that part of the body to be 
operated on—especially, of course, when a special 
illness-constellation is present in the Natal Horo- 
scope. In the next chapter I give details of such a 
case. In Mr. C. E. O. Carter’s Encyclopedia of 
Psychological Astrology there are some illness-con- 
stellations very clearly explained. 
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Understand this right: the actual origin of a disease 
cannot be produced by the influence of a planet. It is 
due to all sorts of reasons, investigated, and in many 
cases discovered, by medicine. But every doctor 
knows that the body of a man must be in a certain 
receptive state to catch or give way to an illness. — 
And this is where the influence of the planets comes in. 

There is already a large number of doctors who 
have taken up astrology and are embodying their 
experiences in medical practice. But this work lacks 
co-ordination, each is working on his own—and 
none dares to acknowledge it publicly. I know a 
cancer specialist in Berlin of international repute 
who never undertakes an operation without having 
had the patient’s horoscope cast beforehand, and 
having investigated his own aspects during the time 
of the operation. That is, of course, not always 
possible, but when it can be done, it should be done. 

Points Nos. 6 and 7 refer to the Natal and Year’s 
Horoscope and have been discussed in detail. 

Point No. 8 refers to political and mundane astro- 
logy and has yet to be discussed and explained. 

Point No. g—the predetermination of the ten- 
dencies of marriage of two people—is solved through 
the comparison of both horoscopes. This is done 
(a) by comparison of the two characters, whereby 
the astrologer recognizes the actual characters from 
the constellation of the first House, and on a psy- 
chological basis draws his conclusions as to whether 
these characters will get on well together or not. 
(b) By comparison of the positions of the different 
planets with each other. (c) By comparison of the — 
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constellations of the seventh Houses (marriage) and 
also of the second Houses (finance). The question 
whether there is erotic attraction can be left to the 
couple concerned—they need no astrologer to tell 
them that. On the other hand the question as to 
whether the erotic attraction is lasting, is quite 
another matter and that’s where astrology comes in 
again. In certain oriental countries, however, where 
it is still against custom for the bridegroom to 
see the bride unveiled before the wedding, astrology 
can tell him, if there will be erotic attraction or not. 

In a similar way it can be determined whether a 
business partnership between two people is favour- 
able (also seventh House), and that deals with Point 
No. 10. 

Point No. 11 has also been discussed. It must have 
become obvious that a horoscope is of more value 
to an employer than more or less flattering testi- 
monials or references. 

Regarding point No. 12, we only know for the 
present that astrology does draw one away from 
fatalism. , 

So there are only two points not fully discussed: 
Nos. 8 and 12. No. 8 is: “* Astrology can effect far- 
reaching influence on political deliberations so that 
the possibilities of wars could be considerably re- 
duced, to the benefit of all peoples.” 

To understand this statement fully, it must first 
be said that horoscopes cannot only be cast for 
individuals, animals, companies, cabinets and ships, 
but also for cities and countries. In the early days 
Ptolemaios gave a list of countries with the Zodiac 
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sign under which they stood (the Tetrabyblos and 
the Aphorisms of this Egyptian-Greek or Greek- 
Egyptian are amongst the most ancient of astrological 
documents and formed the nucleus of astrology up 
to the Middle Ages and during the Renaissance). 
The following list is made out according to modern 
astrology (but in most of the Sie me it igsoa with

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I am writing this in April 1938. Jupiter is now in 
Aquarius (at the moment 25 degrees 52 minutes). 
Aquarius is the opposition sign of Leo—therefore 
the countries under the Leo sign are undergoing a 
Jupiter opposition. As you will see from the table, 
they are: France, Italy, Rumania—the Latin coun- 
tries—and Czechoslovakia. Jupiter signifies Law, 
Wisdom, Authority. Whilst Jupiter was passing 
through Aquarius, France underwent changes of 
government following one after the other at breath- 
taking speed. An incredible mismanagement of 
domestic affairs led to anti-capitalistic laws which 
resulted in a withdrawal of capital from the country. 
This was followed by a financial crisis such as France 
had seldom experienced. Strikes and unrest were the 
order of the day. France is as good as out of the erst- 
while European hegemony. In Italy, owing to the 
iron rule of Fascism, it is not possible to have 
strikes, government crises and unrest, but the finan- 
cial position is very bad here, too; a capital levy was 
introduced and there was unrest in the new colony 
of Abyssinia (conquered under brilliant Jupiter as- 
pects). Similarly, in Rumania, there was government 
trouble which led finally to the establishment of a 
dictatorship. The new laws forbidding the export 
of Rumanian currency were prorogued. Czecho- 
slovakia is menaced by aggression from Germany. 

And how are things going in those countries 
favoured by Jupiter in Aquarius? England (Aries) is 
passing through an unexpected prosperity in com- 
merce and industry. Germany (Aries) is having one 
foreign political success after another, and has just 
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annexed Austria—whilst on the other hand, badly 
aspected Italy, under the equally badly aspected 
Mussolini (Leo!), could, very much against their 
will, do nothing. 

This is, of course, a very superficial consideration 
—Jupiter is not the only planet exerting influence, 
and the horoscopes of the country have not been 
examined in detail. But even this superficial con- 
sideration shows strong influences at work. The 
Saturn curve in mundane astrology is at least as 
important as the Jupiter curve. Saturn is now stand- 
ing in Aries, thus in opposition to Libra, the sign of 
Austria, but in conjunction with Germany and Eng- 
land. ‘The result was that Germany annexed Austria 
—but thanks to Austria’s contemporary good Jupi- 
ter aspect, no blood was shed. Saturn in warlike 
Mars—Aries sign, still leaves the warlike spirit open 
to development. England and Germany are arming 
feverishly, and Poland, also under Aries, put for- 
ward and secured her demands to Lithuania by 
means of massing her troops on the Lithuanian 
frontier and sending an ultimatum. | 

In the year 1914, Saturn stood in Gemini—Bel- 
gium and Flanders were sacrificed to its rage and 
even the United States (Gemini), so little war- 
minded, were dragged into war under its influence. 

Uranus is, of course, in favour of revolutions. 
When it stood in Aquarius (1917) revolution broke 
out in Russia (Aquarius), and not long after, in 
Prussia (also Aquarius), whence it spread all over 
Germany. Those weeks in which one of the great 
planets—Jupiter, Saturn and Uranus—pass over 
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from one sign to another, generally bring with them 
forceful and troublesome events which disturb whole 
nations. ) 

Naturally the planets have a slightly different sig- 
nificance in the horoscope of mundane astrology. 
The Sun represents the head of the state and the 
leading ruling personages. 

The Moon, the people in general, especially the 
women, and also the land and the harvest. 

Jupiter represents right, law, religion, matters of 
public welfare, duties, taxes, etc. 

Saturn, land administration and public buildings. 

Uranus, everything in connection with modern 
progress, thus aircraft, railways and cars, also munt- 
tions and the construction of machinery, modern 
invention of every description, mutiny, strikes and 
unrest, explosions. 

Neptune signifies, amongst other things, ships, 
journeys, pharmacy, poison gas, mystical and 
pseudo-mystical sects, but also—the Socialists. 

Mars, the military, the police, and with Uranus 
together, traffic accidents. 

Venus, the arts, fashions, society functions, mar- 
riage, engagements and divorces, also births. 

Mercury, commerce, industry and _ literature. 
Influence on health is possible by all planets. 

An entire encyclopedia could be filled with astro- 
political observations and experiments carried out 
during the last thirty years. The material is fearfully 
complicated and difficult, even for the experienced 
astrologer. Several times whilst writing this book I 
have had the uneasy feeling: ‘‘Have I made it 
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sufficiently clear?’ I realize how difficult the matter 
is and how unusual to the lay mind, and if one finally 
masters it—so far as a brain without scientific train- 
ing is able—then one is only too easily inclined to 
put some of those things before the reader as under- 
stood, which had to be learned in the beginning by 
hard study. It is by no means easy to set forth a 
science in some 300 pages. With the best will in the 
world I cannot give an extensive treatise on mundane 
astrology within the limits of this book. Such things 
as Lunar and Solar Eclipses, the lunations, prolong- 
ing the influence of transit-aspects, a detailed des- 
cription of the casting of quarterly figures on the 
basis of Solar-ingresses, and the whole world of 
progressive directions—all these must be left out as 
they assume too much of a prior basic knowledge. 
I will mention one only: a perfectly correct horo- 
scope can, of course, be cast for a new Cabinet of 
Ministers. The “‘birth-hour”’ is that moment when 
it receives official recognition of the king or presi- 
dent. Countries, as such, naturally have no “‘hour of 
birth’’—at the best this could only be the moment 
when the present form of government came into 
power. ; 

Therefore the horoscopes of countries are based 
on the quarterly figures mentioned above—the 
absolutely exact moment of the Sun’s entry into the 
four so-called Cardinal signs: Aries, Cancer, Libra 
and Capricorn. ‘The place of birth is reckoned as the 
capital city of the country. 

By casting a country’s horoscope, a very accurate 
survey is made possible of the kind of period the 
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country will go through—a sort of meteorological 
pre-view translated into terms of politics. 

Were we now to take mundane astrological know- 
ledge as granted for all the governments of the world— 
what would be the natural consequence? A Secret Ser- 
vice, by the side of which the capacities of any other 
spy system, however good it may be, would become 
a trivial, insignificant affair. 

Even to-day it is looked upon as a triumph if a 
secret service has been successful in obtaining details 
of the latest aeroplane produced by a foreign country 
—or of a new protection against aircraft. 

What a fine performance! To-morrow a still 
better plane is produced, the next day a still better 
protection is invented and the bloodhounds of the 
secret service are unleashed once more, before they 
have had time to recover from the hardships of their 
last exploits. 

For years I have had the deepest sympathy and 
pity for the poor members of the secret service 
whose physical capacity for theft cannot keep pace 
with the capacity for invention. 

After all, it is only the old story of the sword 
and the armour. First the sword was invented— 
then an armour of bark was worn, which lessened 
the force of the sword—then an iron sword which 
cut into the bark—then iron armour off which the 
sword glanced—then a steel sword—then steel 
armour—then gunpowder and cannon with stone 
shot—then treble walls to the fortresses—then ex- 
plosive grenades—then the cement fort—sandbags 
used as a protection against bullets. Protection 
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against battleships by submarines, against sub- 
marines by destroyers, against destroyers by motor 
torpedo-boats, against observation balloons by air- 
craft, against aircraft by anti-aircraft guns and 
balloon-barrages—and so on, and so on without 
end, and it always turns on the question as to which 
arm is the latest at the moment, the attacking or the 
defending, the sword or the armour... . 

For six thousand years war has been the same, 
only the periods of invention are becoming much 
shorter—some special precaution against aircraft is 
to-day a triumph—to-morrow scrap-iron. And we 
have seen in Spain and in China terrible, blazing 
examples that in spite of all modern invention, no 
decisive victory is to be won within a few days or 
even weeks. 

But if each country had its astrological secret 
service, then it would be au fait with the general 
development of all countries. It no longer depends 
on ephemeral discoveries, one does not humbug the 
other any more with a gigantic display of patriotism, 
heroics, personal bravery, organization and money— 
one knows and meets the danger with precautions. 
_ And as each one knows, precautions are taken every- 
where in the form of reserves, alliances, agreements. 
So surprise and sudden attacks are impossible, since 
no one will be found unprepared and the result is 
an exceptionally sound balance of power and thereby 
a greatly diminished chance of war. Q.E.D. 

There remains but Point No. 12—the last—the 
statement that astrology leads the individual to a 
more profound outlook on life, leads him also away 
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from fatalism and to the knowledge of God. We have 
already pointed out that fatalism and astrology are 
antagonistic. ‘To put it quite simply: sixty per cent 
is due to our free will and forty per cent to the ten- 
dencies of the stars. These tendencies can be 
strengthened by enterprise and weakened or avoided 
by caution and reserve. Meteorologists tell you 
beforehand that a storm is approaching—not that 
you will be struck by lightning. If you then dress 
yourself in a suit of copper armour and climb a high 
tree, you do stand a good chance of being struck. If, 
however, you shut yourself in a well-insulated room 
the possibility is exactly nil. 

But the statement which I have heard from so 
many crazy people: Astrological knowledge is anti- 
religious since one has not the right to look into the 
future and it is nothing more than an attempt to 
circumvent God’s will, cunningly to snatch his 
benefits or to escape equally cunningly his punish- 
ments—this statement is barefaced, fatalistic blas- 
phemy! | 

According to this, a lightning conductor is also god- 
less—yes, even an umbrella. For if God wills that 
we become wet then we should do nothing to prevent 
it. Yet there are still people who are sufficiently 
idiotic to assume that we can combat God with 
technics! What kind of conception can they have of 
God and God’s will? Why has He granted us reason- 
ing powers if they are not to be used?—and the more 
we use them the more is the wonderful miracle of the 
Universe made clear, the more do we understand 
the grandeur of the Divine law. We finally lose the 
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frivolous feeling that we have been placed in the 
world for our own entertainment or that the purpose 
and point of our existence is hidden and impene- 
trable. We are no longer just the offspring of our 
parents and their ancestors, the product of the soil 
on which we develop, the home or the country in 
which we first enter the world, the nation. 
Each one of us, the descendant of the reigning house 
of England or the descendant of a ‘Thibetan peasant, 
is an astrological individual in a quite special way, 
peculiar only to himself, bound up with the Universe, 
in duty bound, therefore, to use the talents bestowed 
to the best advantage—responsible and important. 
The more we know, the greater does God appear in 
our eyes, and consequently the smaller and the more 
humble are we in comparison. If there are people 
whose comprehension of God is so small that they 
believe we are able to take His throne by storm by 
acquiring more knowledge, they are to be pitied. 
The more we know, the higher does God’s throne 
rise. But such unfortunate people have replaced God 
by a mirrored reflection of their own pettiness and 
so have pictured an inverted process of what God 
did when He “‘created man in His own image”’ 
(probably the most misunderstood phrase ever 
written). They commit heresy, they doubt God’s 
might by believing that an umbrella, that a lightning — 
_ conductor, that astrological knowledge can render 
it impotent. Were one to follow them only for a 
short while, where would one arrive? To a dull 
acceptance of everything that happens. No clearing 
up after a catastrophe due to flood or earthquake, if 
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you please! For it was God’s will, and the fact that 
your child is lying under the ruins was also God’s 
will, so one must not dig him out for that would be 
interfering with God’s judgment. Interfering with 
God! 

There is only one way to “‘interfere with God”’ 
and that is through lack of love. Lack of love leads 
to indifference or hate of God and thereby to the 
renunciation of God and that is called Hell. For Hell 
is not a limited area filled with flames or perpetual 
ice, a place where wicked people roast or freeze for 
eternity—for time and place are terms introduced by 
us human beings. Hell is the condition of being ‘*far 
from God by lack of love’’, and is to be found every- 
where—even on earth. 

Through knowledge we are bound to get nearer 
to God, the word ‘‘nearer’’, of course, being used in 
a philosophical, not local, sense. 

The stars are the greatest miracle of God’s crea- 
tion known to us—there is only one other approach- 
ing it: the miracle of mankind, the procreation of 
life leading to birth. Astrology blends these two 
miracles into one harmonious whole whilst demonstrat- 
ing how one fertilizes the other. 

It is an old, but not on that account any wiser con- 
ception amongst men that justice means absolute 
equality for everyone. 

The theory of equalization has led to the strangest 
schemes in the history of mankind. There is nothing 
more restricting, narrow-minded and stupid. One 
need only look around one’s immediate neighbour- 
hood to be convinced of that. Christ most definitely 
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contradicts this theory in the Mary and Martha 
episode: ‘‘ Mary has chosen the better part and 
it shall not be taken from her.”’ And in the parable 
of the servants, each one got a different number of 
“talents”. How many “‘talents’”’ one may have 
does not enter into the question, but only what one 
does with them! At our birth we are all given 
astrologically a piece of land to be tilled—some 
large, others small, the one fruitful, the other stony, 
unproductive. Injustice? Why, for goodness sake! 
We are not the owners but merely tenants. It is up to 
us to make as much of that piece of ground as lies in 
our power. But our free will decides in which way and 
to what extent our powers shall be employed. The 
wind, sun and rain vary on each piece of land. It is 
not the result that counts, but the amount of good 
will and work put into it. Speaking astrologically, the 
piece of land is our position of the Sun (mind, 
personality), the wind and other elemental powers 
are the tendencies of our fate. Our powers are Mars 
in our horoscope and the Ascendant. Saturn is 
material opposition. : 

Astrology teaches us which talents have been 
granted to us, so that we may not run the risk of over- 
valuing them and so live extravagantly and suddenly 
find ourselves with nothing left—or of undervaluing 
them and so become spiritually mean and economical 
and dig our “‘talents”’ into the soil. 

There is no point in envying others their allot- 
ment—for it does not belong to them. Ambition, 
striving, only has sense if it is carried out in the 
spirit of ‘‘making as much of it as possible”. The 
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Cancer-born will do so in quite a different way to 
the Aries-born and both will do it differently from a 
Capricorn or Gemini. It does not depend on how 
one does it but that one does it as well as possible 
in the star-bound frame. 

Thus does astrological knowledge penetrate philo- 
sophy, thus it enriches and deepens religious under- 
standing. ‘Thus does it lead away from fatalism—and 
towards God.

Now you already know quite a lot. None of you will 
introduce me to one of your friends any more with 
the words, ‘‘May I introduce Mr. de Wohl—he’s 
frightfully clever at numbers”, as has so often 
happened to me. And none of you will ask me, ‘‘I was 
born in May—is that good?’’ You know by now 
that there are no good or bad months, nor are there 
good or bad signs. Aries is no better than Gemini, 
Leo no better than Scorpio—only different. A per- 
son born in May may be very lucky or unlucky. In 
fact, this can apply to people born on the same day. 
The longer I study my beloved astrology, the more 
seriously do I take it and the more careful am I with 
casual information. Casual information is only too 
easily portentous. ‘There is only one way of giving 
information: by casting a horoscope, completely and 
thoroughly and with full concentration. All the rest is 
no good. A thorough diagnosis takes time and cannot 
be made on the telephone. Here is one of the things 
where Astrology differs from her sister, Medicine. 
The doctor must see his patient—the astrologer has 
no need to if he is given the exact birth-hour. If it is 
not quite exact (as forexample, born between 7 and 
8 in the morning), or completely vague (‘as far as I 
know it was in the evening—somewhere between six 
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and midnight’), then a personal visit is to be 
recommended, in the latter case essential ; for gener- 
ally the astrologer can, by means of a short cross- 
examination, find out the correct hour of birth. In 
my autobiography, I Follow My Stars, I describe 
how my astrology teacher fixed my own birth hour 
to within a quarter of an hour, and how, later on, 
I was able to check this officially by means of the 
registrar's office. The cross-examination is merely 
on such things as illnesses and little accidents which 
the person concerned has suffered during the last 
few years, from which deductions on the Ascendant 
may be made. Kidney diseases point to Libra 
Ascendant, gall troubles to Scorpio Ascendant, and 
so on. In this way one can narrow it down to about 
a couple of hours. Then these two hours are investi- 
gated and it is determined when there were slight 
accident tendencies, a fall down stairs, a broken 
finger, a panaritium (the festering of a wound 
round the finger-nail)—and then the person is told 
directly when such accidents happened in previous 
years. If that agrees, then the hour of birth has been 
fixed. ‘This explanation is also a little general, but it 
is enough to explain ‘‘how it is done’’. Here in 
England such investigations are particularly frequent 
because it is not like Germany, where the hour of 
birth, correct to within a quarter of an hour, is 
entered in the books of the registrar, and so, very 
often, the time can only be found if the parents or 
older relatives are living, and, what is more, still 
remember it exactly. _ 

The horoscopes of two people born at the same 
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hour, on the same day, in the same month, in the 
same year, will differ if the place of birth of the one 
is Edinburgh and the other London. The degree of 
latitude and longitude is different, and thereby the 
degree of Ascendant and the degree of the Cusp of 
the Houses. The horoscopes of twins are fairly alike 
so long as during the interval between the births the 
Ascendant sign has not changed. If, for example, of 
twins born in London, the one is born at noon on 
May 7th, 1938, and the other twenty minutes later, 
that is, 12.20 p.m., then the Ascendant of the first 
is 28 degrees in Leo and that of the second 1 degree 
36 minutes in Virgo and the ruler of the first is the 
Sun, and of the second, Mercury. But even if the sign 
had not changed—1f, that 1s to say, they had practically 
the same horoscope, it does not mean that they would 
have the same lives. ‘They have been given the same 
plot of ground, of the same size, and they have the 
same powers to develop it. The same winds, the 
same sun and the same rains fertilize the two plots. 
But it is left to their own free wills as to how in- 
dustrious they are and what they make of them. In 
a later chapter, ‘‘ From my Case-book’”’, you will find 
a very illuminating example of this. Thus the 
question which has been asked so many thousand 
times: ‘‘’lhen surely twins must have the same 
fate?’ can be answered by a definite ‘‘no!”’ The 
same tendencies, certainly. But that is something 
quite different. 

There are no ‘‘lucky”’ or ‘‘unlucky’’, no good or bad 
birth months. There are only good and bad horoscopes. 

And even that statement has to be oe re- 
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viewed. For example, it would be very wrong to 
assume that a natal horoscope which only contains 
Sextiles and Trines, and no Squares or Oppositions, 
that is, only good aspects, must be the best that can 
be bestowed by the stars. It is a very good horoscope 
from the simple theoretical point of view. In practice 
a man with such a horoscope should lead a life free 
from trouble, annoyances and strife—a life free from 
ups and downs, without victory or defeat, without 
excitement. He will never experience the stirring 
pleasure which a man receives after having overcome 
a severe obstacle, nor the wonderful change from 
disappointment to new courage. One must have mis- 
fortune properly to enjoy happiness. White is only 
white so long as there is black. A horoscope with no 
bad aspects can only too easily be a tedious horos- 
cope. It is of undefiled gold—that is to say, that it is 
of extreme value, but there is nothing to be done with 
it, it is too soft to fashion into a cup, a watch, or a 
coin. It must be mixed with copper or silver, it must 
be alloyed so that it may be made workable. This 
refers to the character as well as the fate tendencies. 
It is often quite a sound thing to have a few bad aspects 
in one’s natal horoscope. Really bad horoscopes are 
by no means as frequent as one might think, con- 
sidering the terrible misery there is in so many parts 
of the world. There are golden points in every horo- 
scope and in most cases—let’s putit quite simply—— 
in 99 per cent of all horoscopes quite a fair amount of 
happiness can be obtained. There are opportunities for 
all, if they know their horoscopes. 

Relative opportunities perhaps, but nevertheless

opportunities. They certainly cannot always be re- 
-cognized without a horoscope—and the greatest 
danger is the possibility of seizing the false, decep- 
tive, though perhaps glittering one, whilst neglecting 
the true, reliable, although maybe unattractive- 
looking chance. 

How often have I seen people who are lacking in 
intuition, allow the good fortune offered to them to 
slide away with flatly somnambulistic certainty! 

A person without a horoscope is in a worse con- 
dition than one without a doctor, medicine or 
personal medical knowledge. He is a motorist with- 
out a map, a ship’s captain without a compass or 
knowledge of the weather, a general without scouts 
or aircraft—hopelessly handicapped. 

There are cases where the person concerned has 
received, through a lucky constellation, an excep- 
tionally good intuition, and thus will be able to find 
his way without a map or compass. : 

But how many of us have that exceptional intui- 
tion! And in spite of it, how many chances are 
missed, and how often does one run straight into bad 
luck! 

Alexander the Great, Cassar and Napoleon gained 
their victories whilst having scouts but without 
aeroplanes spotting for them. But, take my word for 
it, they would have used them had they been offered 
as auxiliary troops. 

How much Alexander the Great knew about astro- 
logy I cannot tell. Caesar was murdered because he 
took no notice of astrological warnings. The sooth- 
sayer in Shakespeare’s tragedy who warned him to 
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‘“beware the ides of March” is not an invention of 
the poet; he is mentioned in the classics of that time. 
Threats of murder are, incidentally, very easily 
recognizable in a horoscope. 

And Napoleon? He was a child of Revolution and 
the resulting period of reason. But again and again 
he speaks of ‘“‘his star”, in which he believed so 
strongly. 

The second Roman Emperor, Tiberius, did 
nothing without the advice of his astrologer, who 
even accompanied him into exile imposed by Augus- 
tus. 

No ruler of the East in olden days was without his 
astrologer and very few of the West in the Middle 
Ages. 

To-day it is chiefly the great industrialists who 
have taken on the custom of the ancient rulers— 
especially in America, where the interest shown in 
astrology seems to be greater to-day than in any 
other country in the world. American Astrology esti- 
mates the number of people who are able to draw 
up a map of the heavens, i.e., to cast a horoscope, 
at 500,000!

In the first chapter I mentioned that the fixed 
stars also have to be taken into astrological calcula- 
tions, but only in a subsidiary way. The only work 
in combination with planetal aspects, especially in 
conjunction with them, as emphasizing or weaken- 
ing powers according to their nature. The following 
fixed stars are known to be especially effective:

Especially in determining the possibilities of dis- 
tinguished social rise or violent death it is essential 
to take into consideration the influence of the fixed 
stars. | 

As a matter of interest, I will add a list of towns— 
not only countries, but also towns and stretches of 
land stand under a particular sign of the Zodiac, and 
if an important city or capital of a country and that 
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country as a whole are under two signs which are 
incompatible to one another, then there is often 
strange opposition, lasting sometimes for centuries, 
between the town and the country, in fact at times it 
amounts to downright enmity. I shall be discussing 
later the question of “‘compatibility”’ and ‘“‘incom- 
patibility’ of the signs. But first of all here is the list:

If I also now add a list of so-called ‘‘ Astrological 
Colours”’ and ‘‘ Lucky stones’’, please don’t draw 
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the conclusion that thereby you can entice luck 
like a piece of cheese entices a mouse into the trap. — 
The mischief caused by “‘astrological”’ talismans 
and amulets is quite bad enough already. Astrology 
has become the fashion, which is almost worse than 
if it had been relegated to oblivion. Astrological (and 
naturally therefore mostly comic) films have been 
written by people who would probably be very 
embarrassed were they to be asked to put down the 
signs of the Zodiac in their correct order. There are 
astrological ballets, astrological initials for handbags, 
astrological clips for ladies, and it is surprising that 
so far no one seems to have produced astrological 
toilet paper. There is astrological perfume, anyhow. 
Fashion in this instance is playing with a science. 
An Australian aboriginal who finds a bag of surgical 
instruments may clip a pair of forceps on to his nose 
or use a laryngoscope as a loincloth. It is sometimes 
amazing to see how much of the barbaric still 
remains in Europeans, and especially in European 
women. What is carried on there is simply pro- 
fanation, even when there is supposed to be some 
reasonable motive behind it. 7 
However, I am quoting colours and stones be- 
cause I like them. They do not bring luck—they 
are just harmonious. But this superstition is thous- 
ands, many thousands of years old, which gives it a 
patina ennobling it. That a person wishes to be in 
harmony with the sign under which he was born, is 
a motive which I respect. Colour is the offspring of 
light, and light comes from the stars. Stones are 
cosmic masses reared by Nature herself. So there is 
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some connection. And it is beautiful, it is poetic, it is 
Venus-like. Here is the list: 


Colours: 
The Sun: Gold, yellow, sand-colour, saffron. 
The Moon: Silver, white, cream, light green. 
Mercury: Orange, grey, dove. 
Venus: Blueish, greenish, white.

There you are! Now run away and play!

There is still a great deal to say, much of it belong- 
ing to the rudiments, such as the classification of the 
twelve signs. Here are the elementary divisions: 

Fire Signs (Aries, Leo, Sagittarius), Water Signs 
(Cancer, Scorpio, Pisces), Earth Signs (Taurus, 
Virgo, Capricorn), and Air Signs (Gemini, Libra, 
Aquarius). 
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The dynamic classification is in Fixed Signs 
(Taurus, Leo, Scorpio, Aquarius), Cardinal Signs 
(Aries, Cancer, Libra, Capricorn) and Mutable 
Signs (Gemini, Virgo, Sagittarius, Pisces). The 
third classification is in male and female signs. Male 
(positive, acting) are Aries, Leo, Sagittarius, Gem- 
ini, Libra and Aquarius—thus the Fire and Air 
Signs. Feminine (negative, enduring) are Cancer, 
Scorpio, Pisces, Taurus, Virgo, Capricorn—thus 
the Water and Earth Signs. In casting a horoscope 
the number of the planets are counted in each classi- 
fication. The group in which most of them fall 
indicates the temperament. The fixed signs corres- 
pond to the Indian Tamas, the cardinal signs to the 
Rajahs, the mutable signs to the Sattvas.

I have never found any use for the North—and 
South—Nodes of the Moon, which appear in so 
many astrological text-books termed ‘‘Caput Dra- 
conis” (Dragon’s Head) and ‘‘Cauda Draconis” 
(Dragon’s Tail), and I know that in this view I am 
associated with many modern astrologers.

I have previously mentioned the ‘‘compatibility ”’ 
and “incompatibility ”’ of certain signs to one another. 
This is an important matter. We know that the signs 
are twelve fields of power, twelve sectors in which 
the sky is divided. If you picture the sky as an 
orange and the twelve signs as the twelve natural 
slices or segments of that orange, it will be made 
perfectly clear, as will also be the fact that every- 
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thing which takes place in the cosmos must happen 
within one of the twelve signs. We also remember 
the order of the signs: Aries, Taurus, Gemini, 
Cancer, Leo, Virgo, Libra, Scorpio, Sagittarius, 
Capricorn, Aquarius, Pisces—and that each sign is 
divided into 30 degrees, that is 360 degrees alto- 
gether. We remember that one degree corresponds 
roughly to one day. All that was discussed when 
going through the analysis of the Year’s Horoscope. 
We remember also the most important Aspects: 
Sextile (60 degrees), Square (go degrees), Trine 
(120 degrees), Opposition (180 degrees) and Con- 
junction o degrees). Now, as we know that one 
degree corresponds roughly to one day, we also 
know that a Square is a period of go days, a Trine 
a period of 120 days, a Conjunction a period of 
o days, and so‘on. 

_ And now we are coming to an unusually fascinating 
game which one may play with less knowledge of 
astrology than you have now. It will give you some 
amusement. (1) Signs which are distant from each 
other by 30 degrees, 60 degrees and 120 degrees are 
compatible signs. (2) Signs which are separated by 
go degrees and 180 degrees are incompatible. Look 
once more at the sequence of signs and you will see 
that Aries is thus in harmony with Taurus, Gemini, 
Leo, Sagittarius, Aquarius and Pisces—incom- 
patible with Cancer, Libra and Capricorn.

In harmony with Gemini, Cancer, Virgo, 
Capricorn, Pisces, Aries. 
In disharmony with Leo, Scorpio, Aquarius.

And now let us compare this with the people born 
under these signs (speaking astrologically: whose 
Sun is in these signs): | 


People whose birthdays are 30 days (semi-sextile), 
60 days (sextile), 
120 days (trine), 
apart, stand ‘‘well”’ with each other. 
People whose birthdays are go days (square), 
180 days (opposition), 


apart, stand ‘‘badly”’ with each other. With this, one 
should take into consideration a margin of three days 
either way. People who were born in the same degree 
of the same sign, that is, on the same day, may stand 
well or badly with each other, but there is always 
a strong attraction. A difference in birthdays of 
150 days (Quincunx) generally results in attraction, 
especially in the case of opposite sexes. 

But now look out, please! If all this were to be 
100 per cent as set down, humanity would be divided 
into groups of hostile camps, but, thank goodness, 
that is not always so. The opposition of inimical Sun 
aspects, as written above, can be quite well bridged 
over. Ihe Sun, as you know, is certainly a strong 
influence in a horoscope, but by no means the only 
one. If, for instance, the Suns of two people stand 
in a bad aspect to each other, but the positions of 
the Moon are favourable, then in spite of a great 
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difference in natures, there is still an affectionate 
feeling between them. The planets too may com- 
pensate, weaken or strengthen. Unfortunately, it is 
not possible to give a table of the Moon aspects too 
because they do not only depend on the birthday, 
but also on the birth-hour. The definite compatibil- 
ity or incompatibility of two people can only be 
clearly defined from a careful examination of their 
horoscopes. 

And yet—if in your mind’s eye you pass in review 
your relatives, acquaintances and friends and com- 
pare their birthdays with yours, you will, in most 
cases, be able to trace the workings of good or bad 
Sun aspects. In ninety per cent of cases it is difficult 
to imagine two people living together without con- 
stant irritation if their birthdays are separated by 
87 to 93 days or 177 to 183 days. In spite of this, I 
have met with about 150 cases in which such people 
have married (many on the grounds of strong sexual 
attraction through good Mars—Venus aspects=love). 
Of these 150, about forty turned out to be happy 
marriages. But all these latter had enormous diffi- 
culties to overcome before they could get together, 
that is, before the marriage. Either there were_ 
financial difficulties to be met or interference by 
relations. I, myself, was born on January 24th, my 
dear wife on December 24th (semi-sextile), my best 
friend on March 27th (Sextile), a relation with whom 
I could not get on at all, on April 24th (square). 
Another good friend was born on August 26th 
(150 degrees, so a Quincunx). I knew all these 
people long before I began to study astrology, and 
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my relationship with them has not altered, so there 
is no question of auto-suggestion about it—only 
that with my relation of April 24th has improved 
since I have been studying astrology. And that is 
because I have learnt to understand her mentality 
since I have cast her horoscope. I now know why 
she is as she is—I understand her motives and her 
attitude towards people and things, I can recognize 
her good qualities, and since I know the origin of her 
bad ones I have lost the aversion which one instinc- 
tively feels towards incomprehensibly bad qualities 
of others. There is a great truth in the French 
saying: “‘ Tout comprendre c’est tout pardonner.”’ 

It would be entirely wrong, therefore, to let the 
matter rest with , “‘Oh well, he was born in a hostile 
sign’’. Quite apart from the fact that this hostile 
aspect may be modified by other friendly ones, can, 
in fact, be entirely removed—it is certainly not 
God’s will that cosmic difference or opposition of 
-mankind should lead to enmity. They should learn 
from each other! There is no sign complete in 
itself. ‘There is no sign which cannot learn from a 
“hostile” one. The following table gives information 
on the subject—although only general information:

WHAT AQUARIUS CAN LEARN FROM ITS ENEMIES: 

1. From Taurus: Patience. T’o have a firm opinion 
of one’s own.

2. From Leo: 'To value yourself as you would have 
others value you—so that you are not esti- 
mated at too low a figure. The strength of 
conviction. To realize that imagination is a 
beautiful thing, but that life is even more 
beautiful.

THAT is still far, far, from being all. A complete book 
(or a three-act play!) could be written on the rela- 
tionship of a single sign to another one. Many great 
poets and authors have done so already—without 
knowing it. | 

Shakespeare’s Coriolanus is the drama of a Leo- 
born who has learned nothing from his “‘hostile 
signs’’. He cannot get over his arrogance, he cannot 
lower his pride, and when he should plead, he 
threatens instead. There is only one way for him— 
his own. | 

_ Macbeth seems to me to be a Leo-born, too. Lady 
Macbeth, on the other hand, seems to be in the 
Scorpion sign. Shylock is certainly a Capricorn, 
lonely, misunderstood and frugal. Hamlet was prob- 
ably a Pisces-born. 

Of Dumas’s famous Musketeers, I feel that 
d’Artagnan was a Sagittarius born, Athos a higher 
Leo type (with the Moon in Capricorn), Porthos a 
primitive ‘Taurus type and Aramis the Libra type 
par excellence. If you will glance once again at the 
characteristics of this sign you will see at once 
what I mean. 

The young doctor in Cronin’s Citadel seems to me 
to have been born in the Virgo sign, his wife, 
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Christine, is surely a Leo. Scarlett O’Hara, of Gone 
with the Wind is the pure Scorpio type. But so is 
Rhett Butler, the only man who could manage her 
and so also, of course, is Iris Storm in Michael 
Arlen’s Green Hat. It is only natural that the fas- 
cinating, iridescent, sometimes in its self-destruc- 
tion positively demoniacal type of Scorpio woman 
should attract the author (and the man!) as a flame 
attracts a moth. 

Now, do you understand the game I mentioned? 

It opens up a world of knowledge, if people are 
analysed into their true divisions. It teaches one to 
understand why certain people, in spite of different 
nationalities, religions and languages, take to one 
another immediately or dislike each other, attract or 
repel. 
There is, for example, a certain understanding 
between officers of every country—surely not people 
one could easily accuse of indulging in international 
feelings. It is not only the knowledge that the other, 
too, is a man of duty, is serving his country, and has 
learned the same things as oneself—but the instinc- 
tive fellowship feeling of Aries to Aries. The types 
seek each other. 

Look at the heads of people in photographs 
in the illustrated papers. The clear-cut features of | 
the soldiers—Aries and Leo signs—who only know 
their own world and value little, if not actually scorn, 
everything else—the strong, life-enjoying ‘Taurus 
heads of industrialists, the sharp-cut, critical Mer- 
cury faces of intellectuals—the poets’ faces generally 
femininely moon-shaped—the Jupiterean (jovial!) 
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bonhomie of clerical faces—the graceful Venus- 
Libra types of dancers—the earnest Mars-Scorpio 
heads of great doctors, with thin lips and cold 
eyes—everywhere you will be able to trace the 
planetal influences. Naturally there are some errors: 
The man who looks a perfect Scorpio type is 
perhaps Gemini-born—but then he has his Ascen- 
dant or the Moon in Scorpio. It is usually much 
more difficult in the case of women, because in 
their case the Moon plays such a large part. But 
even there it is very often to be seen. I have been 
playing this game for eight years and have never got 
tired of it. A long and slow look round a restaurant 
or a hotel lounge—the haphazard collection of 
travelling companions in a railway compartment— 
the study of the illustrated page of a newspaper, are 
pure pleasure in the domain of astrological know- 
ledge. ! 
x * x ok x 

And here is another, perhaps even more fascinat- 
ing game, which I have already indicated whilst 
describing the working of Jupiter aspects. I use the 
word “‘game”’ purposely—for it is by no means 
serious astrological work. 

We know that everyone receives during his life 
good and bad Jupiter aspects, and this several 
times; Jupiter completes its journey through the 
twelve signs in about twelve years. So that everyone 
has, in approximately twelve years, one Jupiter 
Opposition, one Conjunction and several Squares, 
Sextiles and Trines. 

But by no means all of them work out practically. 
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Some fall in the time of our childhood and adoles- 
cence, and so long as we are not living our indepen- 
dent lives we do not give the aspect much chance of 
influencing us. Others fall during our old age and an 
elderly man who, let us say, has retired into the 
country, will not be able to feel much of Jupiter’s 
friendship or enmity. He is no longer in the fighting 
line, he offers no points of attack and that protects 
him as though he were surrounded by a cloister wall. 

So it comes down to those Jupiter aspects which 
can work themselves out logically—those between 
our nineteenth and fifty-fifth years, if we are men; 
those between the sixteenth and forty-eighth year, if 
we are women. [hese are, naturally, very arbitrary 
figures. Jupiter, of course, has unabated importance 
for men who still stand in the centre of the arena at 
sixty-five and also for women occupied in profession 
or commerce. But the above figures are the average. 

A lot has been said about the influence of good 
and bad Jupiter aspects. Jupiter is “‘fortuna major’’, 
the ‘‘greater Fortune”’ in the astrology of old. Well 
positioned, it brings luck in everything taken up 
during the period of the aspect and where one 
reasonably may expect luck. It brings promotion, 
rise in salary, meeting people who will later be use- 
ful, advantages for law suits or inheritance, the com- 
mencement of a new and important occupation, 
change of job to one’s advantage, often great success 
in sport, business journeys, partnerships which will 
last many years, growth of business, political suc- 
cess, taking up an important position and so on. It 
often leads to meeting someone of the opposite sex 
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destined to play an important part in one’s life, often 
to engagement and marriage (the last particularly 
under the Conjunction). I have found the Con- 
junction to be the strongest of all the Jupiter aspects, . 
and if it does not lead to marriage it generally brings 
the beginning of a new period of lifeina good sense. _ 

Bad Jupiter aspects bring financial losses, discord 
and trouble with superiors, a passing over in pro- 
motion, loss of a good position, the tendency to an 
unsuccessful law suit, every kind of difficulty with 
government officials, accidents in sport (particularly 
broken bones), unsuitable partnerships, a retro- 
grade step in business, political failures and so on. — 
People one first meets under a bad Jupiter aspect 
should be treated with caution. Marriages con- 
tracted with such people are generally unhappy. 

Sometimes the effects of both good and bad 
aspects are only noticeable several months after the 
end of the period—but the kernel, the origin, the 
basis, will always be found to lie within the period of 
the aspect. For example: A woman gets to know a 
man under a good Jupiter aspect, loses sight of him, 
meets him again after five months, and gets engaged 
to him. | 

The period of the aspect, as already mentioned, 
is from three to six weeks, sometimes up to eight 
weeks and more, but the influence may be so strong 
that it is able to overshadow a whole year, or at the 
least, that part of the year during which Jupiter is 
travelling through the sign. Therefore a year which 
contains a good Jupiter aspect will usually prove to 
be a good year. 
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The aspect’s method of working is naturally modi- 
fied according to the general trend of each individual 
horoscope. Should someone have a good Jupiter in 
the natal horoscope, then a good aspect will work 
strongly and a bad one will be correspondingly 
weakened. If there is a ‘‘bad Jupiter” in the natal 
horoscope, then the good Jupiter aspects do not 
work so strongly and the hostile ones are particularly 
unpleasant. How exactly the working will act, i.e., 
has worked or will work, can only be determined 
from one case to another by the examination of the 
entire horoscope. 

In spite of all these restrictions, most Jupiter 
aspects bring something which sticks in one’s 
memory. 

And now we come to our game. Following this 
chapter, I give a list of Fupiter aspects for all. It deals 
with the years 1925-45. 

You can check for yourselves what effects the 
good and bad Jupiter aspects have had on your own 
lives and the lives of your friends and enemies, and 
you will be able to tell your friends when they had and 
when they will have good or bad times up to 1945. 
These aspects are independent of the hour of 
birth. They are aspects between Jupiter and the 
Sun-position of birth of the person in question 
and Sun-positions are about the same in every 
year. | | 
I would like to warn you of the following: A 
person’s memory is often defective. You may some- 
_ times hear, for example, ‘‘'That’s not right—the years 
1927-1933 were all bad’. Only when you gothrough 
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those years with him will he remember that he won 
a big law suit in 1928, and that in 1933 he met the 
man who got him a good job in 1934. But a success- 
ful law suit is later on mixed up with memories of 
unpleasant excitement, and the acquaintanceship of 
that useful man seems only to have had any signi- 
ficance in 1934. Besides, do not forget that Jupiter 
can only influence when he has something to work 
on. Were you to say to a lady: “‘1928 was a good 
year for you”’, she may possibly reply: ‘‘On the 
contrary, it was terrible,’ and when the matter is 
sifted, it turns out that her husband lost his entire 
fortune on the Stock Exchange that year. ‘That may 
be so—but it is not shown in her horoscope but in 
his! And she herself has no personal profession or 
financial life, she has attached her horoscope to her 
husband’s—if I may express myself in this way. 
She shares the good or bad Jupiter aspects of her 
husband, as a child in its mother’s womb. Now he 
lost his fortune in 1928, which meant that she had to 
give up her car and sell her fur coat, and spend the 
holidays at Bognor or Bournemouth instead of 
Cannes or Luxor. She-will suffer—but it is not in her 
horoscope. Then the good Jupiter aspects can only 
work on her to a slight degree, she may have a 
relatively pleasant time at Bournemouth, an amusing 
flirtation and so on. All she remembers, though, is 
the car, the fur coat and, at least we will hope so, her 
husband’s troubles. 

These things have to be understood if one is to 
give astrological information. Above all, it should be 
known that people often go right out of the way of 
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their good aspects if they have not been astrologically 
advised. 

Once again—this is an astrological game. It is 
superficial, by no means reliable in every case, and 
entirely unscientific. 

And now to our tables.

Don’t make such a 
fuss about nothing, man.” ‘“‘I beg of you,” I said 
earnestly. ‘The sweat broke out on my forehead and 
I felt literally sick. ‘““I—IDIl explain it to you with 
pleasure, but you won’t understand without the 
necessary knowledge. I know that it sounds incred- 
ible. You have no doubt several times found that a 
patient’s body has reacted unexpectedly for no 
apparent reason—the reason is not apparent to 
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medicine but it is to astrology....’ I went on 
speaking, but I was terribly agitated and the longer 
I spoke the more I felt, with increasing fear, that 
I was not convincing. And how could I be? It 
was an ordinary daily operation for the surgeon, 
nothing particularly difficult, one which was success- 
ful in ninety-five cases out of a hundred. My argu- 
ments about the hostile aspect of the Ascendant 
through the Moon and of the transition of Mars into 
the eighth House (death) were so much Greek to 
him. These aspects always have to be handled care- 
fully, but on top of that, Luttmann had also a 
badly-aspected Ascendant in his Natal Horoscope, 
and the Radix Mars stood in the House of Death 
in Square with the Moon and with no good 
aspect to mitigate this tendency. It was as clear as 
day. 

The surgeon called for the bill. He was half- 
angry and half-amused: ‘‘'There’s no need to get so 
excited. Don’t be annoyed with me, but I really have 
no use for all this planetal jargon. We aren’t in the 
Middle Ages any more. No offence! Don’t you 
worry about Luttmann. You can go and see him in 
a week’s time.” ‘“‘In a week’s time no one will be 
able to see him,” I rapped out. He shrugged his 
shoulders. We paid and he left me rather coldly, 
walking with his long, care-free strides.

Amongst my good friends, I count many police 
inspectors in various countries. They are valuable 
acquaintances for me—they give excellent first-hand 
information for my books. So it came about that in 
1928 I was working with the chief of the Berlin 
section of Criminal Investigation devoted to the sup- 
pression of drug traffic, which was greatly to the 
advantage of several of my books, including one 
which has been published in this country, Satan in 
Disguise. With my friends I have undertaken raids 
in the ‘“‘underworld”’ of many great cities: London, 
Paris, Berlin, Marseilles, Port Said, Cairo, Bombay, 
Calcutta—there’s a lot to be seen everywhere if one 
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keeps one’s eyes open and gets to know the ia 
people. 

My friend, Inspector Giuseppe Calvi, of Naples, 
had been having a relatively quiet time since the 
Camorra, the Mafia and other Italian secret societies 
had ceased to exist. Nevertheless, there was quite 
enough for him to do. 

One fine September afternoon I visited him in his 
office—he had promised to tell me something about 
the time he was fighting the Camorra. It can scarcely 
be realized to-day what power this huge secret 
society wielded in Italy before Mussolini relentlessly 
exterminated it. 

The day was really much too fine to spend in 
Calvi’s little ofice—I would much rather have gone 
fishing. 

But in my horoscope there was a little aspect which 
I had known for years and which had always pro- 
duced something interesting—on such days nothing 
could persuade me to refuse an invitation or in any 
way to decline to deal with any reasonable tendency. 
To go fishing would be to avoid the aspect. 

But when I arrived at Calvi’s I found him in an 
unusually bad temper. He growled out a short 
‘‘Buon’ giorno” and spoke on the telephone to three 
or four people in a way which showed them that they 
were not very popular.

‘Only robbery. But that’s quite bad enough.” 

‘Can you tell me about it?”’ 

“Why not.” 

Actually it was quite an ordinary, every-day 
affair. A rich merchant, Giacomo Alberti, had been 
robbed of a couple of pictures—valuable pictures, 
by good, if not first-class, Renaissance painters. 
*‘ Naturally, Alberti’s well insured, but the money is 
no substitute for the pictures—he’s got enough 
already.

‘“What’s Alberti’s own opinion? Has he got any 
ideas how it happened?” 

‘* Alberti’s off his head. He thinks that it has been 
done out of revenge by one of his servants. He’s a 
tough fellow and mean, you know, like so many rich 
people. He believes that one of his staff has cut the © 
pictures in pieces and either burned them or shoved 
them down the lavatory. Everyone in the house is 
cursing and accusing each other, the footman accuses 
the new chauffeur, the new chauffeur the footman, 
both together the cook and all three the housemaid. 
But she comes from F Iorenee and can give as much 
as she gets—and more.’ 

Calvi came from F dae He pints but 
quickly became grave once more. He had examined 
them all—but could find out nothing—nothing. 
And the insurance company phoned, Alberti phoned, 
the whole world phoned every day and were driving 
him crazy. Of course, the art dealers were informed, 
but who was to know whether the pictures were still 
in the country, and it would be difficult to stop them 
going to other countries—they were not as good as 
all that. 

‘““It must be one of those four—at least one. 
Naturally, the actual thief has accomplices. But who? 
They all give quite a good impression. Tommaso, 
the footman, has done three months for assault. He 
howled while I was examining him. Swore by all the 
saints that he was innocent. And I can’t get any 
further.” | 
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I thought the matter over. ‘“‘I presume that it 
would be useful for you to know who did it,” I said. 
It sounded rather stupid and Calvi laughed aloud. 
“IT should think it would be useful. That’s all I 
want.” 
Dae Ohno, [ replied. “‘ You've got to be -able 

to prove it and in that I’m afraid I can’t help you. 
But I can probably find out who it is—under con- 
ditions. Firstly, that it is really one of the people 
in the house. Secondly, that there are not several 
criminals there. And, thirdly, that you give me com- 
plete birth-dates of everyone in the iad larg 
ing the hour of birth.” 

Calvi stared at me. ‘‘Are you serious?”’ 

“Of course.’ : 

‘You want to find it out ‘ror your stars? You're 
pulling my leg!” 

It took a quarter of an hour to persuade him to 
agree to my proposal. He knew a little about my 
hobby and was not completely sceptical. But he 
could not get into his head that ‘‘star-gazing” could 
enter Azs job. 

‘“Then the dates of birth of everyone in the 
house,”’ he said. 

“Yes, also that of Alberti. I want to see which of 
the servants are hostile to him—and how hostile.” 

Calvi shrugged his shoulders. “‘It’s highly irregu- 
lar,” he murmured, ‘‘but I should worry!” 

A couple of days later he had collected the 
information. I’ could have had them immediately, 
only the hour of birth was not given on the official 
papers and had to. be obtained from the various 
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towns. Then I set to work. I only had to cast the 
‘fastrological clock’’, the “‘Map of the Heavens”’, 
and work out the aspect calculations—a bare half- 
hour for each horoscope. Then, however, came the 
comparison of the horoscopes with each other. But 
after about five hours I had done it and burst into 
Calvi’s room like a thunderbolt.

‘For Heaven’s sake, stop, no one can understand 
that!” 

‘‘A dishonest, false, cunning fellow. The aspects 
are not the only signs. He has Neptune at the 
Ascendant. Just look and see when he took out his 
insurance policy. Was it about eight months ago?”’ 

Calvi turned up some papers. When he looked up | 
he had the appearance of having been struck by 
lightning. “‘Almost exactly eight months! This is 
uncanny!” 

‘* Nothing of the sort. It’s quite natural. A simple 
transit calculation. But please don’t ask me to prove 
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it. That’s your job, Addio!”’ I left him alone. My 
task was finished, his was beginning. 

He was a clever chap. A few days later he had got 
all the material he wanted. Alberti had suffered 
heavy losses on the Stock Exchange and needed 
the insurance money. He had carefully sewn the 
pictures into two old coats of his. The rest of it 
was a matter for the examining magistrate and later 
for the judge. Calvi was delighted and tried to insist 
on bringing me into his official report, which, how- 
ever, I was successful in preventing. He could not 
understand that. ‘“‘If it hadn’t been for you I should 
never have thought of suspecting Alberti. Such a 
respectable and esteemed man! How on earth did 
you find out?”’ 

‘It was child’s play. It is easy to see dishonest 
tendencies from a horoscope.

I had 
good luck—Alberti had bad: he had a bad Jupiter 
aspect when he carried out the ‘“‘theft”. In my | 
horoscope the Sun and Jupiter were in bad 
aspect to the Cusp of his twelfth House (enmity, 
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misfortune). It was no wonder that the attempt 
failed.

One cannot be too careful when casting a horo- 
scope for lay-people. If one does not sufficiently 
impress upon them that the aspects of their year’s 
horoscope must not be taken as unavoidable, as 
something which ‘‘must happen”’, but can be made 
use of with reason and logic, as a Captain does with 
the weather report (it is actually nothing else but a 
sort of weather report), then they will constantly 
make mistakes. It is often just force of habit. If one 
has all one’s life looked upon astrology as ‘‘fortune 
telling” it is difficult to get out of that habit in a 
few weeks or months. 

It is extremely rare for me to advise a man to 
speculate. Few mortals are blessed with such a good 
constellation in the fifth House that laurels may be 
gathered in that region. But I have seen constella- 
tions which make one’s mouth water. 

They usually belong to great bankers, great indus- 
trialists—people who generally have exceptional in- 
tuition. If the public only knew from their fifth 
House how little their possibilities are in “‘ matters 
of luck”’ (to which, astrologically, pure speculation 
belongs)—lotteries would soon cease to function. 
For only the winners would go in for them. 

A very charming young lady in Paris once asked 
me to cast her husband’s horoscope. He had a fifth 
House constellation strong enough to sink a battle- 
ship. But in the last two years he had had one bad tran- 
sit aspect after another: Jupiter opposition Sup. Sat-

urn square Sun—he hada horrible time behind him. I 
am always happy when in a position to give good 
news, so I cheerfully wrote: ‘‘In May the constella- 
tions are extremely favourable for so-called ‘lucky 
matters’. Whilst hard, methodical work was for- 
merly necessary, luck will this time fall into your 
lap. But, of course, you must understand how to 
seize your chance.”’ It’s nice to be able to say things 
like that. ‘‘Especially good and important are the 
1gth, 20th and 21st May.’’ Character and other 
details do not play any important part in this story. 
It will suffice if I say that Monsieur Laboyére is an 
ambitious, strong man, a crass materialist, but good- 
natured and ready to help. His wife was Libra-born, 
with the Moon also in Libra—a beautiful, whim- 
sical creature. She had great influence over him, but, 
as I could see fairly clearly, not a very good one. 
She beamed with happiness that her husband was 
to be so well aspected and an acquaintance told me 
a week later that on the same day she had ordered a 
diamond bracelet at Cartier’s. 

At first I had to laugh; to get an advance in 
this way on good. aspects—and, moreover, on 
those of another—was new to me. But then I got 
a bit annoyed. She had repeated to me several 
times how happy she was for her husband’s sake 
that at last he was out of the wood, as she.expressed 
it. She only thought of him, of his success, of his 
career. And then she went to Cartier as quickly as 
possible. I only casually knew her horoscope; a 
strong Libra influence such as she had gave her a 
great delight in pleasures and luxuries, and in itself 
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there is nothing wrong with that. Besides, what had 
it got to do with me? I was not there to preach morals 
to her; and who knows: perhaps the worthy 
Monsieur Laboyére paid only too gladly for the 
bracelet. I soon forgot the episode. 

Six weeks later, in June, Monsieur Laboyere 
wrote that he would like to visit me. I invited him to 
tea and he came, as such people usually do, a little 
awkwardly, a little embarrassed and uncertain, like 
a man entering a laboratory where poison gas is to 
be demonstrated. One knows that everything is in 
order, covers are on everything, the gas cannot get 
out, but after all—one is not perfectly certain. From 
the board-room of a big commercial concern to an 
astrologer’s study is a very long way and it is not to 
be measured by the fact that the industrialist enters _ 
the astrological room.

I tried in vain to imagine how one could lose five 
millions under such aspects. 
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‘It’s more Simone’s fault,” supplemented Mon- 
sieur Laboyere. ‘*Perhaps it would be better were I 
to tell you chronologically what happened.

The final kiss 
proves nothing—or at any rate, very little. The com- 
forting tag of the fairy tales ‘“‘and they lived happily 
ever after”’ is still silently accepted. But how often 
is it true? 

I met Jack Bradfield’s mother at a friend’s house 
and she told me the whole story, She was rather 
proud of the engagement—Jane Durham was of 
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very good family and quite comfortably off. But she 
was anxious for me to take the “‘two children” under 
my astrological magnifying glass. 

And there were two horoscopes, an X-ray picture 
of two completely different mentalities. Jack Brad- 
field was a good, ambitious fellow (Capricorn), 
gifted, intelligent, industrious, tenacious, awkward 
and ungainly.

But what 
uncertainty, what a lack of intuition regarding life 
as such! 

Jane Durham, on the other hand, was born in a 
Venus sign—a gay, somewhat frivolous girl, with 
plenty of animation and a great preference for any- 
thing to do with company—sport, games, dancing, 
flirtations, parties were her element. In comparison, 
the two horoscopes showed themselves to be quite 
unusually unfavourable. A certain attraction was 
there naturally—but apart from that there was only 
opposition—shrill, inharmonious contrasts. If one 
was ever to say “‘no”’ to a marriage, this was the 
occasion—especially as the constellation of the girl’s 
House of Marriage (seven) was particularly agita- 
ted, to put it mildly. 
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The two came together—he tall, embarrassed, 
with awkward movements; she dainty, very smart, 
and with a little condescending, uncertain smile— 
rather as one goes before someone who is going to 
tell you the future by the cards.

If there is something in which one must sometimes 
depart from the literal or exterior appearance, then 
that is astrology.

It is astonishing how many people there are who 
trail those unlucky Neptune aspects around with 
them, which always bring thoughts of suicide with 
it. In my own practice alone I have seen over a 
hundred such cases—but only two of them carried 
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out their intentions. It is actually a sort of passion, 
almost an obsession. Suicide appears as a releasing 
descent into a fairy-tale world, free from all worries. 
The solution of an insoluble problem, the escape 
from misfortune. 

It is a disease and it can be cured. Its roots are in 
the malevolent Neptune aspect, which gives rise to a 
strange partial stupefaction or disorder of certain 
nerve functionings. A variety of this aspect leads to 
a strong susceptibility towards drugs and narcotics. 
When I find this variety in a horoscope, I generally 
write: ‘‘Everything which may act as a stimulant to 
the nerves, should be cut down to a minimum, you 
must never get accustomed to sleeping draughts and 
in no circumstances should drugs be employed not 
even once “‘just to see what it’s like’”’. An exception 
may only be made in the case of an essential opera- 
tion. In such a case it is recommended that the 
services of a professional anesthetist should be 
called in, to co-operate with the surgeon. Psycho- 
analysis is useful in those cases of predilection for 
suicide where the patient is not religious. If he is, an 
appeal to religion will do better. In either case the 
idea that a flight from this world is a flight into a 
better existence, must-be thoroughly destroyed. 

Life after death can only be a better life than that 
prior to death when we have made the necessary 
preparations beforehand in this world. This does not 
necessarily mean performance so much as the will to 
perform. That is why, at the end of Goethe’s Faust, 
the seraphic angels sing: ‘‘ We can always save him 
who strives.’ Suicide is desertion. On the Other 
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Side, stowaways are not tolerated—they are put 
to work in the stoke-hole until they have earned 
their passage.

Probably the most interesting case I have had 
through my hands is the case of the Sandt brothers. 
Hans and Werner Sandt were twins and the interval 
between the births was but eleven minutes. The 
Ascendant had not changed so that their horoscopes 
were almost identical. In practice an astrologer 
would have to say absolutely the same things about 
both horoscopes. Inclinations, character, ability, 
possibilities in life were all the same. They were born 
in Pisces, the Cusp of the tenth House (profession) 
lay in Scorpio and the House contained the Moon 
well aspected by several planets. The seventh House 
(marriage, partnerships) contained Mars, which 
often has the tendency to bring about marriage with 
an impulsive, domineering partner. They had the 
unlucky Neptune aspect already mentioned. When 
they were boys of five years old they found on top 
of a cupboard in their father’s library a large flask 
with some brown liquid in it. They decided that it 
contained poison and made up their minds to depart 
from this life. (It was just before they were to go to 
school for the first time and they were very nervous 
about it.) ‘’hey climbed on to the cupboard, brought 
the bottle down and each drank a wineglassful of its 
contents. ‘hey took no more because they promptly 
became ill and, furthermore, this was the moment 
when their parents returned from a walk and came 
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into the room. The use of a stomach pump proved 
unnecessary, for nature had taken her own course for 
getting rid of the poison. It really was poison, in the 
form of good, old French cognac, and the father’s 
feelings were torn between anxiety and indignation 
at the waste of the expensive liqueur. 

A few years later they made a second attempt, 
once more together. The reason was a supposed 
injustice by their school-teacher. The attempt took 
place in the garden and was made with a penknife. 
They had read in Quo Vadis how Petronius had a 
vein opened during a banquet. But their father, who 
had been watching them from the balcony, ran down 
like a streak of lightning and administered a sound 
box on the ears, which was probably not at all in 
accordance with a psycho-analytical treatment, but 
at any rate served its purpose for a time. They grew 
up inseparable friends and alike as two peas. The 
position of the Moon in Scorpio in relation to other 
constellations caused them to be interested in 
medical studies. ‘They did well in their examination, 
took their degrees and settled down as doctors. 
Their names were immediately above one another 
in the telephone directory and if for some reason 
one could not attend to a patient, the other went 
without the patient knowing that he was being 
treated by a different doctor. Their voices, their 
expressions, their way of laughing, were the same. — 
They got toothache at the same time and the same 
teeth had to be stopped for each. 7 

Then they met Gisela Dahlmann, a young and 
very gifted actress, Sun in Aries, Moon in Scorpio, 
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a most energetic, impulsive lady, not actually pretty, 
but exceptionally charming. 

They fell madly in love with her. At first it made 
no difference to their friendship—on the contrary, 
it bound them more closely together. There was 
only one topic of conversation between them and 
no one was a better listener than the other brother. 

They even wrote poems to her together. The 
young actress was highly diverted by the admira- 
tion of two men who were exactly similar in every 
way. 

It was quite a while before she took their wooing 
seriously. But when she did she was in a dilemma: — 
Which? After all she could only marry one of them. 

But how could she decide! There was not the 
slightest difference between them. 

Slowly the idea came to both the brothers that one 
of them was superfluous in this world. It occurred 
not only to two of them but to the three. It was a 
terrible time for them and Gisela Dahlmann, in all 
seriousness, said that she would leave the city so as 
to put an end to the matter. 

The brothers wavered between one fearful de- 
cision and another—to take their lives together so 
that one should not have an advantage over the 
other—they even had the idea of killing the girl. 
They both had a bad Neptune-Transit-aspect and 
that brought the unlucky constellation in their Natal 
horoscope into full play. They tried to get a decision 
from the woman they loved, whereby the one might 
visit her in the afternoon and the other in the even- 
ing. But the consequence was that the young woman 
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spent a happy hour with each and continually 
mixed up their Christian names! 

The situation may appear comic—but for the two 
brothers it was quite tragic enough. 

They came to me for advice and I looked at the 
two horoscopes, that of the brothers and Gisela 
Dahlmann’s. My diagnosis was clear enough. ‘The 
tendency to this marriage is in your horoscope,” I 
said, ““but zt is not a good tendency. From an astro- 
logical point of view I cannot too strongly advise 
against it. Break off all connection with the lady. It 
would be best if you never saw her again. It is only 
an apparently great loss—in reality it is a great gain. 
Further, I advise you to draw lots as to which of you 
moves his practice elsewhere. You must separate for 
a time. There are still more marriage tendencies in 
your lives and the same thing may happen again. 
If you live apart it naturally won’t happen. As soon 
as you are married you can come together again 
and four happy people will be able to laugh at the 
strange circumstances which led to your separation.” 
Side by side they went through the door, two 
identical creatures. 

The next day Gisela Dahlmann came. She was 
beside herself with rage. How could I have advised 
the brothers against her, as though she were some- 
thing poisonous! She loved them! 

She gave vent to threats, pleas, curses and finished 
up by having a fit of hysterics. 

I calmed her and had a long talk with her over this 
exceptional case—it lasted many hours. I spoke of 
her career, of the great opportunities before her, all 
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of which as a doctor’s wife she would have to give 
up. I pointed out that her horoscope and those of 
the brothers showed definitely hostile aspects, that 
in all probability the mutual influence would not be 
good. | 

She listened, but my words slid from her. I knew 
that I should probably not be able to influence her 
but it was my duty to do my utmost to try and pre- 
vent a misfortune. 

At last she left and I saw two dark ee emerge 
from the entrance of the house opposite—the 
brothers had waited for her. 

And now comes the interesting part: the crisis 
came that very night. 

Gisela Dahlmann suggested that they should draw 
lots! The winner should marry her and the loser 
was to give up his practice and move elsewhere. It 
was a vile travesty of my proposition. 

Hans was in favour of this method. But his 
brother stood up and said: “‘I am not going to 
draw. You have won her—if you want her,” and he 
went. 

Hans wanted to go after him at once, but Gisela 
held him back. And he obeyed her as he was to 
obey her for the next two years during which he 
was still alive. He married her two months later. 

I met him once at a dinner-party. He was com- 
pletely under the thumb of his wife, who tyrannized 
him to such a visible extent that behind his back 
people used to shrug their shoulders about him. It 
was painful. He did not earn enough money to give 
her all she wanted, At home she created the most 
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dreadful scenes. Barely two years after their marriage 
he took an overdose of morphia. 

So far as I know, his brother is still living and is 
happily married. As it happened, he had put up 
resistance to a bad constellation. ‘They both had the 
same strength, but Werner decided forcibly to make 
use of his free will and perhaps Hans would have 
followed suit had the girl not held him back—she 
was alone with him and used her influence. It all 
depended on one short moment, on the one costly 
moment which decided between life and death and 
which was not shown in the combined horoscopes! 
Free will triumphed over the influence of the Aspect.

Now you know what astrology is. You know what 
it can do and whither it leads, and that was the 
purpose of this book. In no way does it claim to be 
a scientific book. It is simply a book written, I hope 
not boringly, about a science—an unscientific book 
about a science. You are still unable to cast a horo- 
scope and even if you could you would not be able 
to interpret it. Nor should you. Were a layman, 
however intelligent he might be, to read a purely 
medical book in order to be able to diagnose, there 
would be a very great danger that he might imagine 
himself to be suffering from every illness mentioned 
therein. You cannot study astrology purely from 
books. And why should you? That’s what astro- 
logers are for (although there are very few truly 
reliable ones). If you have mumps, do you send 
round to the nearest bookseller for a book on diseases 
of the glands? No, you send for a doctor. At least, 
I hope you do.

This book will appear during an angry, troublous 

time. The world is as unsettled as ever. Everywhere 


there are signs of dissatisfaction, everywhere there is 
class division and rupture. Whither are we heading?

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So long as there is not absolute peace, that is to 
say, world peace, there will always be Aries, Taurus, 
Leo, Scorpio and Capricorn to make history. Hence 
peace conferences are useless when summoned by 
the weaker signs. 

Not till the war-like signs hold peace conferences 
will there be peace and, in view of the nature of 
the signs, this can only happen when a careful 
and reciprocal balance of power is undertaken so 
that a war can only bring misfortune and never 
SUCCESS. 

To an astrologer the world picture is perfectly 
clear! He sees for instance, that the dominion of 
the Mercury types, that is the purely intellectuals 
of a people, no matter which it may be, must have 
disastrous consequences at the present stage of 
culture and civilization. There are two reasons fo 
this. | 

Firstly: the purely intellectual as head of a 
government or prime minister, is too far removed 
from the people’s standard of intelligence. ‘The 
masses cannot understand him. He rules beside 
them instead of ruling over them. He is missing the 
necessary natural vigour, the strong gesture—he 
cannot become popular. (This, in fact, holds good 
for the intellectuals in all professions which bring 
them into contact with the man in the street. The 
worthy head of one of the biggest publishing houses 
in the world, once told me with a chuckle, that he 
always chose as editors of his numerous papers and 
magazines, men who were just the tiniest bit cleverer 
than the public for whom they worked. ‘Then, he 
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said, the papers sold well. ‘‘I have just had to sack 
Mr. N.—he was far too intelligent.’’) 

Secondly: The purely intellectual as leader of a 
government is no match for the more primitive, yet 
much stronger leader-signs. I know that this sentence 
will give rise to a lot of contradiction in a democratic 
- country, but only because it will be misunderstood. 
A fox is powerless against a tiger and a foil cannot 
stand up to a pitchfork. The intellectual always sees 
the other’s point of view so clearly and that promptly 
costs him his own, if he is up against a powerful 
character which does not think of compromise and 
could not even if he wanted to. 

Meanwhile the intellectual brings a theory in his 
portfolio with him to the Prime Minister’s residence 
—sometimes, even, various theories. His opponent, 
-on the other hand, brings an zdea, one which the 
people will easily understand and with which it 
instantly agrees however bad, primitive, or fantastic 
it may be. 

It is simply disastrous for the intellectual if, during 
the execution of this theory, he is to meet with keen 
resistance from people of his own sign—Mercurians 
—who have another theory and point out in their 
newspapers how idiotic is his. 

Everything can be proved by dialectics. In the 
Roman forum Carneades made a speech in favour 
of patricide and the crowd cheered him—he was 
right, there was only one thing to do and that 
was to put one’s father out of the way as quickly 
as possible. That afternoon he made a speech 
against patricide and the crowd cheered him. He 
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was right and anyone who dared to touch so much 
as a hair of his father’s head should be executed. 

Were an intellectual proved in this way to be 
an idiot, he might have the strength not to believe 
it (many have not even got that)—but the masses 
are only too eager to believe it—and he loses the 
remainder of his authority. It was only his intelli- 
gence which upheld him. Now he has nothing left 
—as a rule not even a moustache or an energetic 
appearance. | 

He wants to put things right with everybody 
and therefore puts things right with nobody. He 
tacks’ hopelessly here and there and soon no one 
believes that his orders are to be taken seriously. 
The army? It is Martian, Aries-ruled—and, as I 
have already said of the Aries characteristics, it does 
not matter in which direction they attack so long as 
it is carried out strongly and effectively. 

The General understands nothing about politics 
and does not want to understand anything about it. 
In those few exceptional cases where he does, he will 
either be a catastrophe or a genius; in mostcases, both. 

The army will only support the intellectual so long — 
as it gets what it wants from him. Du reste, its only 
feelings for him are a little half-contemptuous sym- 
pathy and a large dose of indifference. That is the 
typical feeling of Mars towards Mercury. 

On the other hand, Mercury’s sentiments towards 
Mars are like those of an old lady towards a blood- 
hound. A useful animal to set on burglars—but a 
dangerous animal which should be kept locked up 
and which at best should be well fed. Now and then 
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the food is cut down because, let us say, the new car 
is more important—and then the old lady is sur- 
prised that no one seems frightened of her dog any 
more as he lies weak and tired, in his kennel, and 
that he makes no attempt to attack when the burglars 
steal the car from under her nose. 

And then there are the purely Jupiter rulers (there 
is by no means any need for them to be born under 
the Sagittarius sign—but Jupiter will always stand 
strongly in their horoscope). These are the distin- 
guished, wise, clear-headed men, who rule in a 
fatherly way and whose authority is so honourable 
that even the most fanatical revolutionary of the 
Uranus-Mars type cannot hate them personally but 
only on principle. 'They are enthroned in the clouds 
and generally have a tendency to embonpoint. They 
are mild, almost ecclesiastic personalities, and actu- 
ally they are often high dignitaries of the church. 
They, too, have little, if any, connection with the 
people, but they are popular for they are loved and 
respected for their kindness and propriety. Reforms 
are never to be expected from them—for the Jupiter 
man believes that everything is already disposed for 
the best and has been for a long time, and therefore 
he will only continue to rule reasonably and mildly. 
We find many little Jupiter rulers as high officials or 
directors, not energetic, but patriarchal, magnani- 
mous and beloved. Revolutions are quite incom- 
prehensible to them, what is the point of them, any- 
way, everything is so admirably arranged! 

Big wholesale merchants and bankers (no typical 
stockbrokers) are often Jupiterean, not Mercurian. 
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By the way, wood is under the rulership of Jupiter 
and the well-known superstition of touching wood 
when one has said something boastful or just fixed 
something up, has its origin from the time of the 
ancient Greeks and Romans who touched wood as a 
sign of humility to their highest god whom they did 
not wish to enrage by boasting. 

Of the metals there is tin which comes under him 
and the expression “‘little tin god”’ used for many 
Jupiter rulers in miniature is astrologically only too 
true. As a rule these worthy gentlemen take them- 
selves very seriously and importantly. Granted, often ~ 
with justification. 

The purely Venus type and the purely Neptune 
never reach the position of ruling. The one clings to 
art and enjoyment, the other to crazy idealistic 
thoughts which they can never bring up to a point of 
revolution, for they have no driving power. (Mars 
and Neptune together are not productive.) 

Revolution comes from the Mars-Uranus types 
and Mercury often runs with them. The intellectual 
revolutionaries are never the real ones—if by some 
means or other they do reach the saddle, then they 
‘misfire’. he reason has already been discussed in 
detail. They produce a theory. The true revolution- 
ary picks himself an idea from it—something of two 
or three words is quite sufficient for him. ‘‘ Work 
and Bread,” for example, or “‘Liberty, Equality, 
Fraternity.” This is used by the true revolutionary 
as his sword and he uses it over and over again, 
whilst his Mercurian companion is soon n thoroughly 
fed up with it. 
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He is a destroyer by profession (sometimes by 
vocation), he must cause ruin, so that he may 
build up on it again. It is in his blood, as one 
says—it is a planetary endowment, as we say astro- 
logically. 

His appearance even bears the stamp. He is 
very rarely good to look at in the worldly sense, 
generally he is frankly ugly, but of strong, dynamic 
force. 

Just look at the faces of the great revolution- 
aries, whether they come of a good family such as 
- Mirabeau or Lenin, or from the people, such as 
Danton. Look at Robespierre’s face, at Lieb- 
knecht’s, at Rosa Luxemburg’s—Mrs. Pankhurst 
was a revolutionary, too. Look at other faces in the 
Russian revolution: Bucharin, Trotsky, Radek—but 
now we are already beginning to touch the intel- 
lectual types—the types which run with them, which 
“‘misfire’’ when they get into the saddle and, more- 
over, the types which will finally be put out of the 
way by the Mars-Uranus types by means of the 
guillotine or the firing squad, in the name of the 
same revolution they helped to put into the world 
with their famous theory. 

If we listen within ourselves for a moment, then 
we can hear the breathing of planetary forces, clear 
and living—just listen! The mob is hideous, ragged, 
dishevelled, disorderly and sordid. But under their wild 
excitement they are inspired by a common goal. Slow, 
threatening and fearsome, they advance step by step— 
their desire 1s to reply to force by force, they are strong 
because they are a solid mass, tightly packed, so that 
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one can feel the breath of the other. One carries the 
flag, a piece of red cloth tied to a broom-handle—a 
poor flag. 

And now this: At the gates of the castle they are 
awaited by a double line of soldiers under the command 
of a young officer. He 1s pale, his teeth are clenched. He 
knows that he will have to give the order to fire. He 
has got to do his duty—carry out his orders. His eyes 
run down the lines of his men. A fine lot of fellows. 
He knows each one well, but now they all look alike in 
their uniforms, standing stiffly to attention. The officer 
draws his sword. “‘ Party, ’shun! Port arms! Load!” 
The two ranks move like one man. Not a muscle moves 
in their serious faces. They are ready. 

And now ask yourself: Which side are you on? 
Do not think! Consider your feelings, not your 
reason. Listen to yourselves, your inner voices. If 
you are on the side of the mob, Uranus stands strong 
in your horoscope and in direct aspect with Mars. 
If you are on the side of the soldiers and their 
officer, Jupiter is strong in your horoscope. 

The Moon does not bring forth any heads of 
governments. Moon people do not strive after 
dominion in no matter which sphere. 

The Sun and Saturn, certainly .. . that is some- 
thing quite different. 

Saturn leads to long, troublesome battles for 
the summit—Saturn rulers are unhappy, dejected, 
and in themselves, terribly lonely (Capricorn). 

Sun rulers are the aristocrats of nature and are 
born to rule. Internal and external dignity are their 
natural attribute. They are obeyed immediately with- 
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out their right to command being questioned (Leo). 
But the true Sun type is very, very rare; and it will 
always be found that even the best cannot rule 
without becoming arrogant. There is scarcely any- 
one who has kept himself guarded from this. 

Is this the reason for the best form of government 
being the sound middle way? Is it the right one in 
any case—so long as a genius is not reigning next door. 
There is only one astrological solution to the prob- 
lem. It is: The twelve basic types and their many 
thousands of varieties were created so as to live as 
one harmonious whole. 

The solution of the problem of government lies 
in the agglomeration of the many varieties. What 
is the Sun (mind) without the Moon (feelings). 
What are both without Mercury (reason). How far 
would they get without Saturn (material and its 
power), without Mars (energy) and Jupiter (wisdom, 
law). And when they become stiff, have run 
themselves to a standstill, Uranus (revolution) gets 
them going again. Only two peoples have found 
that out—an old one and, astonishingly, one of the 
youngest: Great Britain and the United States of 
America. It is on that account that, different as they 
may be, their systems of government are so far 
ahead of the rest of the world. They have performed 
the deep harmony of the planets without having 
understood it. They have grasped that it is fatal for 
the people to have a period of tradition cut short by 
a revolution instead of getting together and forming 
a whole of furtherance and restraint. Thus revolu- 
tion would change to sound opposition. 
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The relationship of the House of Lords to the 
House of Commons is as that of Jupiter to Mercury. 
One cannot think of the British Government apart 
from the two Houses. Mars receives that portion 
which is due to it. Uranus, immaculately dressed, 
sits on the Opposition benches, the lower type may 
wear itself out in Hyde Park. And high above all is 
enthroned the royal Sun, in natural aristocracy and 
in co-operation with Jupiter, Mercury and Mars. Yes, 
even Uranus is ‘‘His Majesty’s Opposition ’’—not 
the Opposition to His Majesty. 

This is nothing but the Solar System in miniature 
and therefore harmonizes in the highest sense. 

Small disturbances within the system are of no 
account. 

Is it to be wondered at that I have arrived at the 
firm conclusion that it is from here, from England 
that the re-birth of astrology must take effect? 


* * * * * 


The question is now: When will the other nations 
decide on a similar form of government, adapted, of 
course, to their own characters? Great Britain and 
America are looked upon as the ‘‘ Have” countries 
as against the ‘‘ Have not” countries. In actual fact, 
they are the ‘‘Have”’ countries because they are 
harmonious in themselves in spite of all human 
mistakes, weaknesses and conditions. There is no 
such thing as perfect harmony, or rather not on 
earth as yet. 

I do not wish to paint the picture too flatteringly 
—even the most patriotic of Britain and America 
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will agree that neither of these countries is paradise. 
They have by no means got the best out of their 
allotments as yet. 

But it seems to me that they are on the right road. 

If the world consisted only of Great Britain and 
America there would in all probability be no more 
war. [he purely Martian period has been outstripped 
by both countries. But the purely Mercurean seems 
to be also. Trade and commerce is a great deal, quite 
rightly, but not everything, also quite rightly. 
Spiritual forces are making themselves felt in every 
direction. ‘he resistance put up by frozen saturnial 
reaction (the bad side of tradition) is growing weaker 
in every direction. 

Carefully and cautiously, as yas do everything, 
they are steering straight ahead. 

Will the Martian politics of the Uranian dictators 
force them into a war? 

Let us have a short look around. I am writing this 
in June 1938, and more than three months will have 
elapsed before you will read it. Many things can 
happen within three months, but I do not believe 
that much will have changed. At the moment Mr. 
Hore-Belisha has got difficulties through what is 
known as the Sandys Case, and many people are 
talking about his resignation. At the time when this 
book comes out, he will have passed this ‘‘ much ado 
about nothing” crisis. He will not resign, and as I 
have said already, he will make his way even higher 
in due time. 

Mr. Neville Chamberlain is in for a great personal 
success in the Spring, 1939, when Jupiter is in 
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conjunction with his Sun—but shortly afterwards 
there will be a danger-moment of first-class import- 
ance for this country (June-July 1939), and not for 
this country only. 

For Jupiter changes into the Marsian sign, Aries, 
and not much later Saturn transits into Taurus. 

A wave of unrest is sweeping all over the world 
and making millions shake in their shoes. 

Mars, retrograde, is in square to Saturn. There 
will be danger of war—but free-will rules, and the 
danger is not inevitable. Skilled statesmanship can 
avoid it, and as England’s first statesman is so excel- 
lently well aspected at that time, I hope it will not 
come to the worst. 

Czechoslovakia is still in danger till February 1939 
and my own dear little country, Hungary, is in for a 
bad patch when Jupiter transits Pisces (January— 
June 1939). | 

One of the reasons why in spite of many disquiet- 
ing signs I do not believe in a war in the near future is 
that the horoscopes of the Italian as well as the Ger- 
man dictator indicate clearly that a war would be their 
end—and at least Hitler is astrologically advised. 
1939 will bring the highest point in Mussolini’s career. 
The period afterwards is very badly aspected and 
anything might happen then, especially June- 
August 1940 and the end of the year. 

Germany will be news soon—perhaps already 
shortly after the publication of this book. There is a 
crisis around one or more of her leading men in 
September and again in January 1939. A world- 
known personality will be wounded, if not killed. 
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Autumn 1938, the first three months of 1939 and 
Summer 1940 bring heavy weather for Germany. 
Hitler, very well aspected in the first two-thirds of 
1938, has no more protection from Jupiter after that 
time and in July 1939 Saturn goes over his ascendant 
(body) in Taurus (ruling the throat). (Saturn in 
Taurus, the sign of money, is not an indication of 
prosperity for the world and much financial trouble 
will occur everywhere during his presence in this 
sign. (1939-1942)—a bad omen for the unemployed, 
that.) Latest, in 1942 most things will have changed in 
Germany. Renewed unrest in Soviet Russia is likely 
in Spring. More firing squads.... And I do not 
believe that Mahatma Gandhi will survive the first 
half of 1939.

I have often been asked, if England would ever 
come under a “‘ dictatorship’’. Nothing is impossible, 
not even that, but it is highly improbable, In any 
case, I cannot find any signs of “dictatorial mission”’ 
in the horoscopes of prominent British politicians. 
In no more than two years’ time Egypt will become 
the centre of the world’s attention. 

On June Ist, 1938, the Astronomer-Royal, Dr. H. 
Spencer-Jones, published an article “‘ Astrology is 
Rubbish,” in a London paper, and thereby in- 
fluenced many people of the sort that does not know 
that between astronomy, and astrology there is just 
as much difference as between, let us say, medicine 
and physics. 

The uneducated person may believe that an 
astronomer, and especially an Astronomer-Royal, 
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is the very person to know all about it—after 
all, he studies the stars, doesn’t he? Yes, he does. 
And the philosopher studies human problems—but 
the statesman solves them, or at least, tries to do so. 
And philosophers are usually very bad statesmen 
(Marcus Aurelius and Frederick the Great are 
exceptions), and certainly would be helpless if sud- 
denly ordered to represent their country at an 
international conference. 

I mention Dr. Spencer-Jones and his attack on 
astrology because he concluded his article with a 
curious sort of challenge to all astrologers. “‘On 
May 1ith, 1941, Mercury will be in conjunction 
with Venus, Saturn and Uranus; Venus will be in 
conjunction with Jupiter and Uranus; it will be 
full Moon. Saturn will be in conjunction with 
Venus and Mercury, and Jupiter will be in con- 
junction with Uranus a few days previously. 
Mercury, Venus, Jupiter, Saturn and Uranus will 
all be close to the Sun. Let astrologers say well 
in advance precisely what World effects will be 
produced by this unusual series of conjunctions 
occurring at about the same time!”’ 

Unfortunately, he forgot to mention in which 
zodiacal position these conjunctions will occur, but 
according to my tables it will be in Taurus, the ruling 
sign of Eire and Persia. We have, therefore, to expect 
serious trouble in Ireland, and probably a revolution in 
Persia. But above that, this conjunction 1n the sign of 
finances 1s bound to bring a very grave situation in the 
finances of the entire world and almost no country will 
be unaffected. Chief mourners will be France, Italy, 
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Czechoslovakia, and Rumania (Leo), but also Sweden 
and Norway (Scorpio) and Abyssinia (Aquarius). 
That’s that. But what I cannot understand is why 
Dr. Spencer-Jones dates his test or his challenge for 
so far ahead. Surely, if one wants to prove that 
astrology is nonsense, there would be an earlier 
opportunity than that. 

In fact, one can convince oneself within a week’s 
time! All one has got to do is to send an experienced 
astrologer the dates of a person one knows very 
well, and let him cast the person’s horoscope. If he 
is able to give a true and definite description of the 
person’s character that ought to be a proof that 
after all ‘“‘there is something in astrology”. Why 
wait till May rith, 1941? 

And the forecast of mundane events is a very, very 
difficult matter because so many different factors 
have to be taken into consideration, and, after all, 
freewill rules the world and the stars are only one 
influence of many (it cannot be repeated too often!). 
And, besides, I may be wrong, after all (although I 
do not think I am). 

_ Would that, then, prove that astrology is rubbish? 
If a doctor, if a thousand doctors, make a wrong 
diagnosis, does it prove that medicine is rubbish? 

Astrology can predict the tendency of events to 
come, but of greater value, I think, is that it makes 
people understand each other better and therefore 
brings us the greatest of all gifts—harmony. 

One thing, however, is certain: the story that 
should a war happen shortly 1t will mean the end of 
culture and civilization, 1s absurd. In this short space 
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I have only been able to give a very superficial 
survey of astrological science and the deeper ques- 
tions have only just been touched upon rather than 
plumbed. Not only practical things, such as the “‘ pro- 
gressive directions”, but also deeper things, such 
as the association of astrology with true mysticism 
have had to be left out. I trust that I shall be for- 
given if I close this book which is dedicated to the 
Science of Astrology with thoughts which belong to © 
the region of astrological mysticism. According to 
the age-old tradition, mankind of our epoch is 
entering the ‘‘ Aquarius Era”’. 

The Aquarius Era is that of deliverance from 
bondage—not in the Uranian sense by means of a 
revolution—not, in fact, in the sense of any one 
planet, not even of the Solar System. The solution 
of the riddle lies still deeper. Our path, the path of 
humanity leads forwards and upwards. All the 
arms and poison-gases of the world will not stop it.

I take my farewell of this book with very earnest 
feelings. It has been begun and finished under 
wonderful aspects—which should make me happy. 
But have I succeeded—not in convincing, for only 
personal experience can do that—but in demon- 
strating that here is something great and powerful 
that has been withheld from mankind only for too 
long? And will the result be what I hope for? 

I can blame no one for wishing to know “‘ when he 
will be lucky’ and thereby successful in his pro- 
fession or in making money. 

He will know it all right if he has his horoscope 
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cast and makes use of it logically and correctly. But 
that is not the only thing he should want to know. 

Would not the two astrological “‘games’’ be 
turned to all sorts of knavery were they to be used 
by the wrong people? 

Only an experienced astrologer can make definite, 
binding statements regarding a person—after having 
cast the horoscope. Have I not furthered the matter 
of dilettantism and materialism in publishing the 
two games? 

My aim is to bring light. But then Lucifer was a 
bringer of light, also. His torch was dazzling—even 
to-day he dazzles many people. 

A doctor’s poison-cupboard contains wonderful 
means of healing. But what would they become in 
the hands of a layman who did not know what or 
how much he should take of them? 

Astrology can be poisonous—in the wrong hands. 

Yes, clean and unsullied as it is, zt can be turned 
to magic. In the wrong hands the planets become 
Genii and the signs of the Zodiac demons. Anyone 
should not be allowed to study astrology—only 
those who take a solemn oath to use it only for good. 

Humbly I crave the blessing of the Holy Three 
who, nearly 2,000 years ago, set out from their three 
different countries because they had read in the 
stars’? that at a certain place, at a certain time, a 
Child would be born, destined to become the 
greatest of all Kings—the blessing of the holy 
‘““Three Wise Men of the East.”
